NEW-ENGLAND; 
Or NORTHERN or EASTERN STATES. 
SITUAUION, BOUNDARIES, &c. 


N. w-Exctanp lies between 41 and 46 degrees N. Lat. and 
between 1 degree 30 minutes, and 8 degrees E, Long. from 
Philadelphia; and is bounded north by Lower-Canada; eaft, by 
the province of New-Bruntwick, and the Atlantic Ocean ; 
fouth, by the fame ocean, and Long-Liland found ; weft, by the 
State of New-York. It lies in the form of a quarter of a circle. 
Its weft line, beginning at the mouth of Byram river, which 
empties into Long-Ilund found at the fouth-weft corner of Con- 
nelicut, lat, 41 degrees, runs a little eat of north, until it 
firikes the 45th degice of latitude, and then curves to the eaft- 
ward almoft to the Gulf of St. Lawrence, Its climate is very 
healthful, as is evinced by the longevity of the inhabitants ; for 
it is eftimated that about one in feven of them live to the age 
of feventy years ; and about one in thirteen or fourteen to eighty 
years and upwards. 

North-wett, welt, and fouth-weft winds, are the moft preva- 
lent. Eaft and north-caft winds, which are unelaftic and dif- 
agreeable, are frequent at certain feafens of the year, particularly 
in April and May, on the fea coals. ‘The weather is lets varia- 
Lie than in the Middle and efpecially the Southern States, and 
more fo than in Canada, The extremes of heat and cold, ac- 
cording to Fahrenhcit'’s thermometer, are from 20° below, to 
106% above o. The medium is from 48° to 50°. The inhabi- 
tants of New-England, on account of the diyncis of their atmol- 
phere, can endure, without inconvenience, a greater degree of 
how than the inhsbitants ofa moifter climate, It is tuppoled-by 
fome philofophers, that the difference of moifture in the atmof- 
phere in Pennfylvania and New-England is fuch, as that a petfon 
might bear at leaft ten degrees of heat more in the latter than in 





















the former, 
‘The quantity of rain whiggafalls in England annually, is com- 
puted to be twenty-four in in France eightcen inches, and 
ia New-England fiom forty-cight to fifty inches; and yctin 
New-England they fufler more from diought than in eithegof 

the forementioned countries, although they have mofé, 
double the quontity of rain, ‘Thefe faéts ev 
_ {phere in this caftern

which the unfortunate poor fall vi€tims: this is thercfore the 
huppie divifion of the three. Of the rich and poor, the Ame- 
rican States furnifh a much fmaller proportion than any other 
diftri& of the known world. In Conneéticut particularly, the 
diftribution of wealth and its concomitants 1s more equal than 
eliewhere, and, therefore, as far as excefs or want of wealth 
may prove deftrudtive or falutary to life, the inhabitants of this 
State may plead exemption from difeafes.”” What this writer 
fays of Conneéticut in particular, will, with very few exceptions, 
apply to New-England at large. 


FACE OF THE COUNTRY, MOUNTAINS, &c. 


New-England is a high, hilly, and in {ome parts a mountaincus 
country, formed by nature to be inhabited by a hardy race of 
free independent republicans. The mountains are comparatively 
fmall, running nearly north and fouth in ridges parallel to each 
other, Between thefe ridges flow the great rivers in- majcftic 
meandcrs, receiving the innumerable rivulcts and lerger ftrcams 
which proceed from the mountains on cach fide. To a {pc@ator 
on the top of a neighbouring mountain, the vales between the 
ridges, while ina flute of nature, exhibit a romantic appearance. 
They feem an ocean of woods, {welled and depretfed in its tur- 
face like that of the preat ocean itlelf. A richer though leds 
romantic view 1s prelented, when the valleys, by induftrious 
hufband:nen, have been cleared of their natural growth ; and the 
fruit of their lubour appears in loaded orchards, extenfive mea- 
dows, covered with lirge herds of fheep and neat cattle, and 
rich fields of flax, corn, and the various kinds of Brainy Thele 
valleys, which have received the expreflive nome of intervale 
lands, ave of vartous breadths, from two to tweuty miles; and by 
the annual inund-tiens of the rivers which flow through them, 
there is frequently an accumulation of rich, fat foil, lefe upon 
their furface when the waters retire. 

There are four principal ranges of mountains, paffing nearly 
from north-eaft to fouth-weft through Necw-England. Thefe 
confift of a multitude of parallel ridges, each having many {purs. 
deviating from the courle gf the general range; which {purs are 
again broken into irregular hilly land. The maim ridges termi- 
nate, fometimes in high bluff heads, near the fea-coaft, and fome 
times by a gradual defcent in the interior part of the country. 
Onc of the main ranges runs between Conne@ieut and Hudion 
rivers, This range branches and bounds the vales threugh which 
flows the Houfatonick river, The @hoft eaftern ridge of this 
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Lyne, on the ealt fide of Conneticut river. another range of 
mountains cummences, feiming Cie eafteun boundary of Cove 
neéticut vale, This range tends nertheriy, at tue diflince, gene- 
rily, of sbout ten or twelve miles call from the river, and pecies 
tirough Mallachutetts, where the range takes the name of 
Cantante Meantain; thence crofing into: New-Hamofhire, a 
the drilance of about twenty miles from the Aiefichuletrs ing, 
runs up intoa very high pesk, called Meoreteré. which ter- 
minates this ridge of the range.

PENOBSCOT. , 


This river has its fource in the giftri& of Maine, a fhort dif. 
tance weft of Union river on tH high lands; it rifes in two 
branches, running for a confideral iftance, and then uniting 
in one noble and majeftic ftream. Between the fource of the 
weft fork, and its jun@ion with the eaft, is Moofehead lake, 
thirty or forty miles long, and fifteen wide. The eaftern branch 
paffes through feveral fmaller lakes. From The Forks, as they 
are called, the Penobfcot Indians pafs to Canada, up either 
branch, principally the weft, the fource of which they fay is not 
more than twenty miles from the waters that empty into the river 
St. Lawrence. At the Forks is a remarkable high mountain. 
From the Forks down to Indian Old Town, fituated on an ifland 
in this river, is about fixty miles, forty of which the water flows 
in a ftill, {mooth ftream, and in the whole diftance there are no 
falls to interrupt the paffage of boats. In this diftance, the 
river widens, and embraces a large number of {mall iflands; 
and about half way receives two confiderable tributary ftreams, © 
one from the caft and the other from the weft, whofe mouths 
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ANDROSCOGCIN. 


This river, fomettmes called Amerifcoggin, properly fpeaking, 
is but the main weftern branch of the Kennebcck ; it rifes near 
the end of the dividing line between New-Hampfhire and the 
Old Province of Maine. The lake Umbagog, and feveral {maller 
lakes, ow into it. From this lake its courfe is foutherly, till 
it approaches near the White Mountains, from which it receives 
. Moole and Peabody rivers, and then turns to the eaft, and {outh- 
eft through the province of Maine, in which courfe it paffes 
within two miles of the fea coaft, and turning north runs over 
Pejepfkaeg, Falls, into Merry Mccting Bay, where it forms a 
yonGion with the Kenncbeck, twenty miles from the fea, and 
one hundred and forty-fix from the fource. Formerly, from this 
bay to the fea, the confluent ftream was called Saggadahock. 


SACO. 


This river is one of the largeft rivers in the diftri& of New- 
Hampfhire. The principal part of its water falls in different 
ftreams, from the White Mountains, which unite at twelve tor 
fiteen miles diflince. Its courfe, fome diftance from its fource, 
is foutherly ; it then fuddenly bends to the caft, and croffes into 
the diftritt of Maine, then makes a large bend to the north-caft, 
eat, and fuuth-weflt, embracing the fine townfhip of Fryeburg, ia 
thecountry of York. Its general courle thence to the {fea is 
ubout forty-five miles S. E, Great and Little Olfapee rivers fall 
into it from the weft, making a great addition to the original 
ftream, ‘Tinis river is navigable for fhips to Saco Fulls, about 


hx miles from the fea. 
MERRIMACK. 


Merrimack RIVER 1S formed by the confluence of Pemige- 
wafflet and Winnipifeogee rivets; the former is a very rapid 
river, and foric:gs from a white meuntain, welt of the noted 
mountains of that name; and before its janétion with the 
Winnipileogee branch, it reccives from the wefl, Baker's river, 
a pleafant ftresm, forty miles in length, and feveral fmaller 
ftreams, The Winnipifeogee branch rifes from the like of the 
fame nane. The ftream which iffues froin the lake is fimall. and 
in its courte paffes through a bay tweive miles long, and from 
three to five broad. A few miles from its entrance into the 
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Pemigewaffet is a placecalled the Weres, remarkable for the nam- 
ber of falmon and fhad which are there caught. Thc river is 
wide, and {o fhillow that the fifhgrmen turn the courfe of the 
river in a fhort time, or comprefs it into a narrow channel, 
where they fix their gill nets, and take the fith as they pafs up 
the ftream. After the Pemigewaffet receives the watcrs of Win- 
nipilcogee, it takes the name of Merrimack ; and after a courle of 
about ninety miles, firft ina foutherly, and then in an eafterly 
dirc@ion, and paffing over Hookfet, Amufkcag, and Pantucket 
Falls, cmptics into the fea at Newburyport. From the welt ‘it 
receives, Black water, Contoocook, Pifcataquoag, Souhegan, Nafhu, 
and Concord rivers; from the eaft, Bowcook, Suncook, Cohas, 
Beaver, Spicket, and Powow rivers, Contoocook heads near 
Monadnock mountain, is very rapid, and ten or twelve miles 
from its mouth is one hundred yards wide. Juft before its en- 
trance into the Merrimack it branchcs and forms a beautiful 
ifland of five or fix acres. 


PISCATAQUA, 


This is the only large river whofe whole courfe is in New- 
Hampfhirc. Its head is a pond in the N. E. corncr of the town 
of Wakefield, and its general courfe thence, to the fea, is S. S. 
E. about forty miles. It divides New-Hampfhire from York- 
County, in the diftri& of Maine, and is called Salmon-fall river, 
from its head to the lower falls at Berwick, where it affumes the 
name of Newichawannock, which it bears till it meets with 
Cocheco river, which comes from Dover, when both run toge- 
ther in one channel to Hilton's Point, where the weftern branch 
meets it. From this jun@tion to the fea, the river is fo rapid that 
it never freezes ; the diftance is feven miles, and the courfe ge- 
nerally from $, to $.E. ‘The weftern branch is formed by 
Swamicot river, which comes from Exeter, Winnicot river, 
which comes through Greenland, and Lamprey river, which 
divides Newmarket from Durham; thefe empty into a bay, 
four miles wide, called Great Bay. The water in its further 
progres is contra&ed into a lelfer bay, and then it receives 
Oyfeer river, which runs through Durham and Back river, 
which comes from Dover, and at length meets with the main 
ftream at Hilton's Point. ‘The tide ries into all thefe bays, and 
branches as far as the lower falls in cach river, and forms a molt 
Tapid current, elpecially at the feafon of the frefhets, when the 
ebb continues about two hours longer than the flood ; and were 
it not for the numerous eddics, formed by the indentings of the 

Shore, the ferrics would then be impaffable. 
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At the lower falls in the feveral branches of the river, are 
Lunding places, whence lumber and other country produce is 
tranfported, and veffels or boats from below difcharge their lad- 
ing; fo that in each river there is a convenient trading-place, 
act more than twelve or fifteen miles diftant from Portfinouth, 
with which there is conftant communication by every tide. 
‘Thus the river, from its form and the fituation of its branches, 
is extremly favourable to the purpofes of navigation and com- 
merce, 


CONNECTICUT. 


This river gives name to onc of the five colonics of this pro- 
vince, It rifes in a f{wamp on the height of land, in lat. 45. 10. 
Welong. 71. 30. After a fleepy courle of eight or ten miles, it 
tumbles over four ‘feparate falls, and tuning well. keeps clofe 
under the hills which form the northern boundary of the vale 
through which it runs. The Amonoofuk and Ifrael rivers, two 
Principal branches of Conne@ticut river, fall into it from the eat, 
between the lutitudes 44° and 45°. Between the towns of 
Walpole on the eaft, and Weltminifter on the weft fide of the 
Tiver, are the great Falls. A large rock divides the ftream into 
two channels, each about nincty fect wide on the top of the 
thelving bink. When the water is low, the caftern channel ap- 
Pears crofied by a bar of folid rock, and the whole ftream falis 
inta the weftern channel, where compreffed between two rocks 
fearcely thirty fect afunder, it fhoots with amazing rapidity into 
abroad bafon below. Above Deerfield in Maffachufetts it re- 
ceives Deerfield river from the weft, and Miller's river from the 
aafl, after which it turns welterly in a finuous courfe to Fighting 
Bills, and a tittle after tumbles over Deerficld Falls, which are 
impaifible by boats, At Windior in Conneéticut it receives 
hamington river from the weit ; and at Hartford meets the tide, 
From Hartford it paffes on in a crooked courfe, until it falls into 
Long-Ifland found, between Saybrook and Lyme. 

The length of this river, in a ftraight line, is nearly three 
hundred miles, Its general course is feveral degrees welt of 
fouth, It is from 80 to 1¢0 roods wide, 130 miles from its 
touth, At its mouth isa bes cf fand which confiderably cb- 
Mruéts the navigation, Ten fect water at full tides is found on 
this bar, and the {2mc depth to Middleton, Thediftance of the bar 
from this place, as the river runs, is thisty-fix miles. Above 

Middleton are feveral fhoals which ftretch quite acrofs the 
Uver. Only fix fect water is found on the fhoal at high tide, 
Ce

and here the tide ebbs and flows but about eight inches. Abour 
three miles below Middleton the river is contra&ed to about 
forty rocds in breadth by two high mountains. Almoft every 
where elle the banks are low, and {pread into fine extenfive mea- 
dows, In the {pring floods, which generally happen in May, 
thele meadows are covered with water. At Hartford the water 
fometimes rifes twenty feet above the common furface of the 
river, and having all to pafs through the above-mentioned ftrait, 
it 18 fometimes two or three weeks before it returns to its ufual 
bed. Thefe floods add nothing to the depth of water on the 
bar at the mouth of the river: this bar lying too far off in the 
found to be affeéted by them? 


On this beautiful river, whofe banks are fettled almoft to 
its fource, are many pleafant, neat, well-built town, which we 


fhall notice when treating of the particular States on which 
they ftand. 


This river is navigable to Hartford, upwards of fifty miles 
from its mouth, and the produce of the country for two hundred 
miles above is brought thither in boats. The boats which are 
ufed in this bufinels are flat-bottomed, long, and narrow, for the 
convenience of going up ftream, and of fo light a make as to be 
portable in carts, They arc taken out of the river at three dif- 
ferent carrying places, all of which make fifteen miles, 


Sturgeon, falmon, and fhad, zre caught in plenty in their fea- 
fon, from the mouth of the river upwards, except fturgeon, 
which do not afcend the unper falls; befides a varicty of {mail 
hfh, fuch as pike, carp, pearch, &c., 

From this river are employed feveral brigs of one hundred 
and eighty tons cach, in the European trade; and about fixty or 
feventy fail of from ligty to one hundred and fifty tons, in the 
Weli India trade; befides a few filhing veflcls, and forty or 
fifey coafting veffcls. 

Jn addition to theie, there are in this province many other 
rivers, which, though inferior in’ point of magnitude, yet are 
woithy of notice, as they afford, in many inflances, cither excel- 
Ient inland navigation or preient the means cf improving of it. 
As they add to the beauty of the country, and value of the foil ; 
and as they furnifh fituations peculiarly defirable for the erecting 
of mills, or the introduétion” of manufaétures, thefe we fhall 
notice when treating of the different States im which they pri.- 
cipally purfue their courle, or take thetr rise, 
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POPULATION, CHARACTER, axvn DIVERSIONS 


New-England is the mott pepulous part of the United States, 
qt contained, according to the cenfus of 1790, one million 
nine thoufand five hundred and twenty-two fouls; its prefent 
number of inhabitar::s amounts at lealt to one million three hun- 
dred thoudand, The gre2z: body of cthefe are landholders and 
cultivators of the isil, and as they poffcfs, in fee imple, the 
firms which they cultivate, they are naturally all attached to 
ther country: the cultivation of the foil makes them robuft and 
heathy, and enables them to defend it. 

New-Engiand may with propricty be called a nurfery of 
men, whence are annually trantp! nted, into other parts of the 
Unied States, thoufands of its m-uves, Vaft numbers of them, 
ince the war, have cimigz-ted into the northern parts of New- 
York, into Kentucky, and the Weilern Tcrritory, and into 
Georgia; and fore are feattcied into every State, and every 
town ‘of aete in tas Unien, 

The inhabitants of New-England are almof univerfaily of 
Engith defcent; and it is owing to this circumftance, and tn 
te grect and general attention thet dias been paid to education, 
thit the Eaghth language has been picicived ancng them fo Free 
af corruption. 

Tue New-Englanders are genersliv tall, flout, and weil 
butt: they glory, and preraaps wita denice, in pedeting tt 
foirtof freedom which tndaced their anceftars to breve thei

enjoy an equality uf funda unknown in eny etuer patel the 
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world: and it is in this way that the people have preferved that 
happy mediocrity among themfelves, which, by inducing econo~ 
my and induftry, removes from them temptations to luxury, 
and forms them to habits of fobriety and temperance. At the 
fame time, their induftry and frugality excmpt them from want, 
and from the neceflity of fubmitting -to any encroachments on 
their liberties. 

In New-England, learning is as generally diffufed among 
all ranks of people asin any other part of the globe; arifing 
from the excelleht eftsblifhment of ichools in almoft every 
townfhip.—In thefe {chools, which are generally fupported by 
a publ’s tax; and under the direétion of  {chool committee, are 
taught the elements of reading, writing, arithmetic, and in the 
more wealthy towns, they have introduced the higher branches 
of grammar, geography, &c. 

A very valuable fource of information to the people is the. 
newfpapers, of which not lefs than thirty thoulnd are printed 
every week in New-England, and circulated in almoft every 
town and village in the country.* 

A perfon of mature age, who cannot both read and write, is 
rarely to be found, By means of this general eftablifhment of 
fehools, the extenfive circulation of newfpapers, and the con- 
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with regard to that clafs of people, who. confined to domettic 
life, have not had an opportunity of iningling with the worlJ; 
and fuch people are not peculiar to New-England; they com- 
pole a great part of the community of every fate and country. 

Before the late war, which introduced into New-England a 
flood of corruptions, with many improvements, the Sabbath 
was obferved with great ftriftnels; no unneceffary travelling, 
to fecular bufinefs, no vifiting, no diverfions were permitted on 
that day, They confidercd it as confecrated to divine woufhip, 
and were generally punétual and {crious in their attendance upon 
i, Their laws were ftri& in guarding the Sabbath againft 
every innovation. The fuppofed feverity with which thefe 
laws were compofed and executed, together with fome other 
traits in their religious charafter, have acquired for the 
New-Englanders, the name of a fuperftitious, bigoted pcople. 
But fuperftition and bigotry are fo indefinite in their fignifica- 
tions, and fo varioufly applied by perfons of different principles 
and educations, that it is not eafy to determine whether they 
ever deferved that Chara&ter. Leaving cvery perfon to enjoy 
hisown opinion in regard to this matter, we only oblerve, that, 
fince the war, a CATHOLIC TOLERANT spirit, occafioned by 
amore ENLARGED INTERCOURSE, With mankind, has greatly 
increafed, and is becoming univertal; and if they do not break 
the proper bound, and liberalize away all true religion, they 
will counteraét that ftrong propenfhty im human nature, which 
leads men to vibrate from one extreme to its oppofite, and 
gain the approbation of every weil-wifher of the rights of 
mankind, 

There is one diftinguifhing charafteriftic in the religious 
character cf this people, which we muft not omit mentioning ; 
and that is, the cuftom of annually celebrating Fafts and Thankf. 
givings, In the fpring, the governors of the feveral New-Eng- 
land States, except Rhode-Ifland, iffue their proclamations, ap- 
pointing a day to be religtoufty obferved in fafting, humiliation 
and prayer throughout their refpeétive States, in which the 
fredominating vices, that particularly call for humiliation, are 
enumerated. In autumn, after harvefl, that gladfome cra in 
the hufbandman’s life, the governors again flue their procla- 
TMHutions, appointing a day of public thank{yiving enuimerat- 
ing the public bleflings received in the courfe of the foregoing 
year, 

This pious cuftom originated with their venerable ancefor:, 
he firft fettlers of New-FEnegland, and has been handed down 
brough the fucceilive gencrations of their polterity. A cufloir 
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fo rational, and fo happily calculated to cherith in the minds of 
the people a fenfe of their dependence on the Great Benzrac- 
tox of the world for all their bleflings, it is hoped will ever 
be preferved. 

The people of New-England generally obtain their eftates by 
hard and perfevering labour: they of confequence know their 
value, and fpend with frugality, Yet in no country do the in- 
digent and unfortunate fare better. Their laws oblige every 
town to provide a competent maintenance for their poor, and 
the neceffitous ftranger is protefted, and relieved by their hu- 
mane inftitutions, It may in truth be faid, that in no part of 
the world are the people happier, better furnifhed with the 
neceflaries and conveniences of life, or more independent, than 
the farmers of New-England. As the great body of the people 
are hardy, independent frecholders, their manners are, as they 
ought to be, congenial to their employment, plain, fimple, and 
unpolifhed, Strangers are received and entertained among them 
with a great deal of artlefs fincerity, and friendly unformal hof- 
fatality, Their children, thofe imitative creatures, to whofe 
education particular attention is paid, early imbibe the manners 
and habits of thofe around them; and the ftranger, with plea- 


fure, notices the honcft and decent re(peé that is paid him 
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verfation. They are eaily taught to manage domeftic concerns 
with neatnels aad econcmy. Women of the firft rank and for- 
tune make ita part of their daily bufinefs to fuperintend the af- 
furs of the family. Employment at the needle, cookery, and at 
the pinning wheel, with them is honorable. Idienefs, even in 
thofe of independent fortunes, is univerfally dilreputable. The 
Women in country towns menufuéture the greateft part of the 
clothing of their farailics, Their linen end woollen ciuths ere 
frong and decent. Their butter and cheefe is nearly equel to 
any in the world. 

Dancing is the principal and favourite amufement in New- 
Ensland ; and of this the young people of both flexes are extreme- 
ly fond. Gaming ts praétiled by none but thole who cannot. or 
rather will not. find a reputable employment. The gaieflcr, the 
hurfe jock :, and the Anave, are equally deipifec, and their com- 
pany is avoided by all who would futtain fair and irreproachable 
cnanGers,

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Soon after the commencement of the reformation in England, 
which was not until the year 1534, the Proteftants were divided 
into two parties, one the followers of Luther, and the other of 
Calvin, ‘The former had chofen gradually, and almoft imper- 
ceptibly, to recede from the Church of Rome ; while the latter, 
more zealous, and convinced of the importance of a thorough re= 
formation, and at the fame time pofleffing much firmnefs and 
us liberty, was for efic&ing a thorough 
change at ence, ‘Their confequent endeavours to expunge from 
the church all the inventions which had been brought into it 
fince the days of the Apoftles, and to introduce “ Scripture pu- 
rity,” obtained for them the name of Puritass. 

A number of thele people, upon the borders of Nottingham. 
fhire, Lincolr:fhire.and Yorkthire, having fuffered perfecution pa- 
tiently for years, and fearched the Scriptures diligently, were at 
length fully of opinion, that the ceremonies of the Englifh church 
were undzwfud; that the lordly power of her prelates was contrary 
to the frerdum of the gofpel; and that her offices, courts, and 
canons, had no warrant in the word of God, They determined, 
therefore, to fhake off human impofitions, brought into the church 
inft the fuperior law of Chrift, the genius of his plain religion 
and Chriftion liberty. They refolved, as the Lord's free people, 
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ws imagined, that if a better and evfier place of living could be 
hid, numbers woald join them. The mersls of the Datch were 
too diifuoline, and they were afraid that their offspring wouid 
becume irreligious. efide, they had an ardent, nebie, and 
gedly defire, of laving a foundation for {picading the religion of 
Jelus over the remote regions of the earth, and of handing 
down to future ages, what they thought to be the pure and ur- 
aduherated worfhip of the great Jeuovan. They therefore di- 
tetted their views to <Ameriga, To thete who ohjefted—the 
length and danger of the voyage, the difneulties and culaniitics 
towhich they fhou'd be expoled, the barbaritices and treachcries 
ofthe Indians, and their i: ability to fupport the expence—it 
was anfwered, § The difBcultics are not invincible, and may 
Seavercome by fortitude and patience; the ends propoled are 
good and honorable; the calling lawful and urgent: the blef- 
fing of God may therefore be expeéted, We live but as exiles 
now, and are ina puorcendiuon, The truce with the Spani- 
arcs ishaftening toa clufe, Nothing but preparations for war 
are going furward. ‘Vhe Spaniards may be as cricl as the fa- 
vages ; and famine and pedlilence may be as fore in Holland 
an Amezics.””

t, The free and unmolefted enjuyment of their 
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religion reconciled them to thcir humble and lonely fituation— 
they bore their hardthips with unexampled patience, and per- 
fevered in their pilgrimage of almoft unparalleled trials, with 
fuch refignation and calinnefs, as gave proof of great piety and 
unconqucrable virtue, 

It would have been aftonifhing, had not thefe planters car- 
ried with them opinions favourable to liberty. 
proceedings of Elizabeth and James produced a ipirit of inquiry, 
and induced the fufferers and others to canvals the equity of 
thofe powers which were fo improperly exercifed, When the 
film of prejudice was removed, it was ealy to defcern that ty- 
ranny, whether in Church or State, could not be vindicated by 
reafon or revelation; and that Heaven's permitting it, was no 
more a countenance to that than any other wickednels, Befide, 
the Plymouthians had lived for years among a people, who 
had been engaged in a bloody war with a cruel unrelenting 
tyrant, whofe fovereignty they had renounced, Tie frequent 
converfation that mult have paffed between the Dutch and 
Englith refugees, muft have improved the attachment of the 
Jaft to the caufe of freedom, It might allo have been hinted 
to them, that it began to be the fentiment of {ome Englifh nobles 
and principal commoners, that in cafe of a removal to America, 
perfons, without any charter from the crown, were at liberty 
to cftublith what form of government they pleafed, and to fet 
up a new ftate, 2s fully, to all intents and purpoles, as though 
they were making their firft entrance into civil foe: 

No wonder then, efpecially confidering the general equality 
prevailing among them, thst the Plymouthians, by their con- 
tra€t before landing, formed themlelves into a proper democracy ; 
and that it was entered in the Plymouth records uf 1636, *Find- 
ing, that as freeborn fubjcéts of the ftite of England, we hither 
came with all and fingular the privileges belonging to fuch; in 
the firft place we think good, that it be eftablidhed for an a&, 
that, according to the rights fut} fed to be and duc 
privileges of the fubic@s aforelaid, no impofition, law, or ordi- 
nance, be made or impoled upon us at prefent, or to come; but 
fuch 2s fhall be made and inpofed by content, according to the 
free liberties of frev-born fubje€s of the flute and kingdom of 
England, and no otherwite.” | They meant to continue their 
allegiance to the crown—to retain their conneftion with the 
mother country—to adopt the general laws of England for 
the rule of governinent, wherein they fuited—and to be govern. 
ed by their own particular a€ts in other 
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A better fet of cmigrants never croffed the Atlantic; “they 
were a plain, frugal, induitrious, conf{cientious, and loving 
people; and, for the day in which they lived, and confdering 
their education, poffefied a good fhare of politencls, Tie im- 
portant light in which they viewed morality, Ied them, in 
many inftances, to fuch critical exaétnefs, as would be deemed 
by the moderns ridiculous; from thence, however, the commu- 
nity derived fubftantial benefits. ‘hey have been ftizmatifed 
as enthufiafts, but nothing like enthufiufm is to be met with 
m the records of any of their trantaétions, either civil or eccle- 
falc. Their piety indeed was eminent and fervent, but it was 
alfo rational, and their religion was that of the Bible, and had 
a proper influence upon their conduét.” 

On the 3d of November, 1620, King James figned a patent, 
incorporating the Duke of Lenox, the Marquiffes of Buckingham 
and Hamilton, the Earls of Arundel and Warwick, Sir Francis 
Georges, with thirty-four others, and their fucceffors, ftiling 
them, ‘The council eftablifhed in Plymouth, in the county of 
Devon, for the planting. ruling, ordering, and governing, of 
New-England in America." To this council he granted all that 
partof America which lies between the goth and 48:h decrees 
of north latitude, Tins patent is the great civil boys of all 
the grants and patents Ly which New-England was after- 
wards divided. This counc'] retained the power vefted in 
them by the crown until the year 1635, when they refigned 
their charter. 

In March, 1621, Mafaffoit,* one of the moft powerful Saga- 
meres of the neighbouring Indians, with fixty attendants, made 
a vifit co the Plymouth fettlers, and entered into a formal and 
very friendiy treaty with them, wherem they agreed to avoid 
intunes on both fides—to punifh cfenders—to reftore ftclen 
goods—to affift each other in all juftihuble wars—to promcte 
peace among theirneighbours, &c. Muafaffottand his fuecefMurs, for 
fifty vears, inviolably oblerved this treaty. The [nglifh are 
much indebted to him for his friendfhip, and his memory will 
ever be refpeéted in New-England. 

The Narraginiets, difi:zking the conduét of Mafaffo:t, declared 
war againft him, which ocestioned much confwlton and fight- 
inz among the Indians. The Plymouth colony interpofed in 
favour of Mafalluit, their good ally, and terminated the difpute,

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to the terror of their enemies; even Canonicus himfelf, the 
terrific Sachem of tne Nurraganfets, fued for peace. . 

The prudent, friendly, and upright condu& of the Piymouth 
colony towards ther neighbours, the Indians, fecured their 
fiiendfhip and alliance. On the 13th of September, 1621, no 
lefs than nine Sachems declared allegiance to King James; and 
Mafaitait, with many of his Sub-Sachems, who lived around 
the bays of Patuxent and Matfichufetts, fubferibed a writing 
acknowledging the King of England their maffer, Thefe trant_ 
attions are fo many proofs of the peaceful and benevolene 
difpofition of the Plymouth fettlers; for had they been other- 
wile difpofed, they never could have introduced and maintained 
a friendly intercourte with the natives, 

On the toh of September this year, the King granted to 
Sir William Alexander a patent of all the tra&t of country 
bounded by a line drawn from Cape Sables to the Bay of St. 
Mary; thence to the river St. Croix: thence north to Canada 
river; down the river Gachepe: thence fouth-eaft to Cape 
Breton ifland and Cape Breton; thence round to Cape Sables. 
with all feas and iflands within hx leagues of the weftern and 
caftern parts, and within forty leagues fouthward of Cape Bre- 
ton and Cape Sables: to be called Nova Scotia, 

This year, 1672, died Squanta, the friend of the Englith, who 
merits to have his name perpetuated in hiftory. Squanto was 
one of the twenty Indians whom Hunt perfidioufly carried to 
Spun; whence he came to London, and afterwards returned to 
his native country with the Plymouth colony. Forgetting the 
perhdy of thofe who made hima captive. he became a warm 
friend to the Englith, and continued fo to the day of his death, 
A few days before he died, he detired the governor to pray that 
he might go to the Fngiifhman’s God in Heaven. . 

In March, 1624, Mr. Winflow, agent for the colony, arrived, 
and, togetner with a geed fupply of cloathing, brought a dudd 
ana three kesfers, which were the firft cattle of the kind in this 
part of America, From thefe, and others that were afterwards 
brought over from) Engiand, f{prang the preient multitude of 
cattle in the northern ftites. None of the doumeftic animals were 
found im America by the firft European fettlers, 

At the clofe of this year, 1624, the plantstion of New-Ply- 
mouth conhfted of one hundred and cighty perfons, who lived 
in thity-two dwelling hontes. Their ftock was a few cattle 
and goats, anda plenty of {wine and poultry. Their town was 
impaled about half a mile in compafs. On a high mount in the 
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town they had ere&ed a fuit of wood, lime, and ftone, anda 
handlome watch tower. 

The year 1625 1s diftinguifhed by the death of the Rev. Mr. 
Robinfon : he died at Leyden in March, in the fiftieth year of 
hisage. He was truly a great and gcod men, and lived in great 
love and harmony with his people; he was heid in high eftime- 
ton by all his acquaintance, for his learning, piety, moderation, 
and excellent accomplifhments. His death was lamentcd as a 
public lofs, and felt by none more than by his beloved and far- 
ditant people at Plymouth. His fon Ifaac went over to Ply- 
mouth where he lived to the age of ninety veais. His delcen- 
dants ftill live in Baruftable county, in Matfachuletts. 

After the death of Mr. Robinfon, the remaining part of his 
congregation were extremely defirous of going over to their 
friends at Plymouth, and meafures were taken for the purpofe ; 
yet it was not until the vear 1629 that they aficéted their 
defign. 

The Plymouthtans having cleared the way for other fuffcrers 
tofettle in America, with lefs dithculty and danger than what 
they had experienced ; the fame of their plenation fpreading 
through the weltern parts of England, and the government in 
church and Rate growing more and more opprefiive ; the territory 
of the Maliuchuietts-Bay was purchafed of the Plymouth-Coun- 
cil, in the vear 1628, and a company foon fermed, who cortul- 
ted on {ettiinga plantation, to which non-conforming puritans mignt 
emizraic in order to enjoy their own principles in full fecunty.— 
Their fufferings had been moderated for a few years before 
El:izzbeth’s deaths The queen was far advanced in iife; the 
next heir to the crown was a prefbyterian, who hed fubicribed 
to the Scotch national covenant, and, with hands uplifted to 
heaven, had pronounced, ** The Scotch kirk the pureft in the 
world, and the fervice of the kirk of England an evil faid 
mals in Enelfh, that wants nothing of the mafs but the lift- 
ings’ he had interceded for fome of the perfecuted miniflers 3 
and the bifhops were cautious of ating againft a party, for 
whom King James had declared ; bat upon his ufcending the 
throne, the fears of the high churchmen and ihe hopes of the 
non-conformifts were focn cnded. It was uot long before the 
king became in the churcha furious perlecutor of the uen- 
conformifts, and in the ftate as errant a defput -» his ecswaraice 
would allow. In thamatizing for puritans, cll who itved by 
the laws of the land, and oppefed Ins arbitrary government, 
though ftrenuous churchmen, he flrengthemed the caule of the

with the power of making laws, ordinauces, Ke. not contrary 
tothe Jaws of England; of tettling the government and magi- 
Rracy ‘of the plantation and its inhabitants; of naming all the 
officers; and of fctting forth their feveral duties, powers, and 
limits; and the king commanded that all fuch laws, ordinances, 
&c. fhould be publifhed, in writing, under the common {cal of 
the company, and thereupon be carefully obferved and put into 
execution, according to their true meaning. ‘The charter* does 
not once mention drterfy of coxfcrence or tuleration; though onet 
hiftorian has inadvertently advanced, that * fice liberty of con- 
{cience was likewile grantcd to all who fhould tettle in the Maf- 
fachufetts-Bay, to woifhip God in their own way ;” and 
another, + © the charter granted telcration to all Chriftians, ex- 
cept papifts.” The alfertions apply only to the charter granted 
by King William and Qucen Mary. 

The company, in the exercife of their chartered powers, deter- 
mined, on the goth of April, 162y, that ¢ governor and council 
of twelve, refiding on the plantatien, fhould lave the fole order- 
ing of its affairs and governinent. They appeinted Captain 
Endicott governor, and {even genticmen going from England to 
be counfellors, and direéted how the other five fhould be clected, 
tesether with a deputy-governor aud lecretary, 

Meffrs, Higginfun, Skelton, Bright, John and Samuel Browne, 
were of the feven countellors nominated by the company.— 
The three rf, being minifters, hed declired themfelves tu be 
of one judgment, and to be fully agreed in the manner how to 
exercile their miniftry. The company’s committee in- their 
le:ter to Governor Endicert, exprefled good hopes on account 
of it, and at the fame tune recommeuded Meflrs. Jolin) and 
Samuel Browne as men whom they much refpetted, being fully 
perfuaded of their fincere eff€lions to the good ef the phinta- 
tion.§ The Minifiers and pailengers were epilcopally inclined 
when they | ft England, though they could not conform to many 
Ceremonies and cuftoms, nor fubmit to, what they judged, dif- 
ferent corruptiuns, impofed upon their ceniciences by the king 
and prelauws; they were aio ftrongly prejudiced againft the

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{cparatifts, in which clafs the Plymouthians were numbered ; but 
lung before they arrived, or even failed, 2 Do€or Fuller, a deacon 
ofthe church at Plymouth, and well verfed in its difcipline, 
having been fent for on account of a fatal ficknefs which broke 
out among the emigrants after their arrival at Salem, had, by his 
converfation with Captain Endicott, taken off the ill effe& of 
common report, and brought him to think favourably of the 
outward form of worfhip efpoufed by the Plymouthians, The 
infuence of the doftor’s intercourfe with the Salem fettlers can- 
not be thought to have been confined to the Captain. When 
the bufinefs of organizing a church was brought forward after 
the arrival of the countellors, the matter was frequently can- 
vaifed, and at length & was determined to form it nearly upon 
the plan of the one at Plymouth, and to invite the latter to be 
pretent, by their meffengers, at the ordination of the minifters 
Meflrs, Skelton and Higginion. Notwithftanding crofs winds, 
the Plymouth meffengers were time enough to give the right 
hand of fe!lowhhip, by which ceremony the two churches pro: 
feffed mujual aif. Gicon and communion, 

White things were thus fettling on the continent, Mr. Mat- 
thew Cradduck, the governor in England, propoled at the ge- 
neral court, that for the advancement of the plantation, th 
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the number and principles of the perfons engaged in it, opened 
ypon the public. The intentions of the parties being fulpe cieg, 
acd jeatoufies arifing concerning them, Gevernor Winthrop, 
and other gentlemen, to remove prejudices, conc.hiate the 
mands of the difaffeéted, and recommend themiclves and 
their expedition to the favourable regird. of all ferious Chrif- 
tins of the epifcopal perfuafion, addreti-d their brethren in 
ard of the Church of England, and att:itvards failed from 
Yannouth in the Iflz of Wight, to America, April 7, 1630. 

The company arrived at Salem cn June 19, and foon after 
were in number moze than fifteen hundred perfons, from dif- 
ferent counizics in England. They applied themtelves early 
to the forming of churches; but the Rev. Mr. Cotten, who 
went from Bofton in Lincolnihire, to take leave of his de- 
pasting friends at Southampton, having told them to advile 
with the Plymouthians, and to do nothing to offend them, and 
a precedent exifting in the churcn at Salem, they difmilled all 
tic peculierities of epilcopacy, and preferred the congregational 
mode in general. However, they had no fetiled plan of 
church difcipline, sill after the arrival of Mr, Cotton in 1633, 
who was confidered as a kind af oracle in both civil and fa- 
cred matters, and gradualiy moulded all their church adici- 
Ailiration, and thus determined the ecciehafkical couftitution of 
tie coloriy i 

From this time New-England began to flourifh. Settlemerss 
were fucecisfully enterprized at Charicflon, Belton, Dorchet- 
ict and other places, fo that in forty years from this period, one 
hundred and twenty towns were fettled, and forty churches 
were withered, 

The andian perfecution was condu&ed with unretentin 
feverity ; and wile it cauied the deftruction of thoufands in 
Engiaud, pioved to be a principle of life and vigour to the 
Infant detGements in’ America, Several men of eminence in 
Engiaud, wine were the friends and protectors of the Puritans, 
entertuned de.cns of fetthng in Ncw-Rueland, if they fhoute 
fal in the meaiuzes they were purluing for the eftablifhment « 
she liberty, and the rcformajion of the retieion ef their own 
country. ‘Lhey felicited and obtained srants in] New- England,

¢ht birth was no neceilary caucc of fubicetion; for that the 
fubjet of any prince or ute haa 2 natural right to remove to 
‘any other ftate or quarter of the word, when deprived of li- 
baty of confcience, and that upon tush removal his fubyeftion 
caied, They cated their own a voluntary civil fubjcAion, 
arfing merely from a mutual conpaft between them and the 
King, founded upon the charter. By this compatt, they ac- 
knowkedged themfelves bound, fo that they could not be iub- 
eA to, or feek protc€tion from, any other prince, neither could 
mke laws repugnant to thofe of England, &c. but on the 
other hand, they maintained that they were to be governed by 
hws made by themiclves, and by officers of their own cle@inz.+ 
Thy meant to be independent of Englifi parliaments, and 
therefore, when their intimate fricnds were beeeme leading 
members in the Houle ef Commons, and they were adviled, on 
acount of the great liberty to which King Charles lett the 
Pitiament, to fend over fome to folicit for them, and had hopes 
pren that they might obtain much, the governor and affittants, 
wer meeting in council upon the occafion, “declined the 
Meion, on tais contideration, that if they fhould put themucive: 
miler the protection of the parliament, they mnrf then oe 
fubect toalt fuch laws as they fhould make, or at leaf fuen 
sthey micnt impofe upon them, in whieh cat. Chouth thes 
hheaid intend thcoir good, yet, it migh: prove very pr iudien.! 
tothen,” > 

Whatever approbation fuch fentiments may met with fre 
the fricnds of liberty, tacie muft resret the inceifene! ior 
which human nature is fubject, in che very perfons whot- 
expericace) =fhuuld have taught tiem, to do urto cthers, 
a iey would that otners fhould tive dene unto then. whon 
they themfclves were fuffering under tie ivfenthes lend of 
Bbsary government. But what is man! So culvas ths Sterna 
gsi ral court after the armmivar of the govern and commune. be 
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as cre menhers of fome of the churches within the limits of the 
They foen after concluded, that none but fuch fhould 
fhare in. the adminiftration of civil government, or have a voice 
in any ele&ion, Thus a powerful and mifchicvous alliance was 
formed between the churches and the flate. The afcendency 
of the clergy was fecured snd much increaled, for no one could 
be propofed to the church for a member, unlefs the minifter 
allowed it. The min:fers were confulted by the general court 
in all matters of great moment; and nothing was determined in 
fuch cafes, without a formal reference to them, who, as might 
be expedted, ufed their infuence with the people, to procure 
an approbation of the uzes which they themielves had 
adviled.+ 

In May, 1634, infteed of the freemen's appearing perfon- 
ally in the gencral curt, they for the firft time fent deputies, 
to the number of twenty four, This was a variation from the 
charter, which gave ne power to admit reprefentatives, Theley 
with the governor, deputy governor and afliftants, formed the 
legifatare of the cvioriy, and voted together in cne apart- 
ment Gil March 1644, when it was ordsined, that the gover- 
nor ar ants fhould apart; and thus commenced the 
Houte of Repicientatives, as a diftingt body. 

The general court aflumed {piritual jurifdiion, Being chureh 
members, they might fuppole they reprefented the churches, no 
lels than the colony, They would approve of no churches after 
a certain period, March 8, 1636, untets they had the approbation 
of the mogiftrates and clders of moft of the churches within the 
colony, ner would admit to freedom any of their members.— 
ion, till they became 
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perfecuiors.t Whatever apulogy may be made for the treatment 
given to Eriscoraniaxs, Baetisrs, ant Qragers, the colony 
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5 they might not infeé the church, or injure the public peace,"* 
~The true grounds of liberty of confcience were not then known 
Porembraced by many feéts of Chriftians. 

_ The government of Maffachufetts was in divers refpe@ts abfo- 
ute, Both magiftrates and general court often judged and pu- 

**sithed, ina fummary way, without a jury, according to difcre- 
tion, as occafions occurred. It was four years before it was 

= enafted or ordered, that no trial fhould pafs upon any for 

f life or banifhment, but by a jury of freemen : and within three 

» yes after; that law was violated even by the general court. 
‘They exerciied, while fitting, legiflative, judicial and execu- 

* tive powers—a praéice which muft ever be dangerous to 

the rights of a people, even when allowed to their own annual 

meprefentatives. 
The country at length grew uneafy at thefe proceedings ; 

+ were fufpicious that the general court affe€ted arbitrary govern- 


& ment, and earneftly expefed a body of laws to dire& and pro- 


“tet them in all their juft rights and privileges.t It was the 
more neceffary to comply with the prevailing expe@ation, for 
the bufinefs had been long in agitation ; not only fo, but a 
frat majority of the inhabitants were not freemen, not being 
members of the congregational churches, or declining to take 
wp their freedom, in order to fecure an exemption from 
ferving in civil offices. It was not, till 1648, that the body of 
laws were digefted and printed. 

The conduét of the colony on the one hand, and the inve- 
teracy of the Englith adminiftration on the other, would cer- 
ily have produced a revocation of the charter, and pro- 
bably the ruin of the plantation, had not the difturbances in 
England prevented. It became a favourite, upon the change 
that followed them; and while Oliver Cromwell ruled, mei 
with the utmoft indulgence. From 16,0, to 1660, it appreac’ 
ad very near toan independent commonweath.t The Houle 
‘of Commons, in a memorable relolve of the ioth of Murch, 
1642, paffed in favour of it, gives New-England the title of 
kingdom. The commiffioners for New-England, {ent over by

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King Charles II. affert in their warrative,* that the colony 
folicited Cromwell to be declared a free ftate, which is not 
unlikely. 

It has been already mentioned, that all the perfons paf- 
fing over to the Maffachufetts did not confine themfelves to 
that colony. 

In 1635, feveral families removed to Conneticut river, by 
mutual agreement with their fellow emigrants that remained 
behind. Pl»ntations were formed at Hartford, Windfor, and 
Wreathersfield. The inhabitants being foon after fully fatisfied 
that they were out of the Maffachufetts limits, and of courfe 
jurifdiétion, entered into a combination among themfelves, 
became a body politic, without reftraining the freedom of their 
civil government to the memberfhip of their churches, and 
proceeded to the choice of magiftrates and reprefentatives. By 
the articles of government, it was determined that there 
fhould be annwally two general courts, and that no perfon 
fhould be cholen governor more than once in two years. 
But it muft be obferved, that the fame year, in which the 
families removed from the Maffachufetts, Lords Say and Brooke, 
with other gentlemen, having obtained a grant, John Winthrop, 
Efq. was appointed governor, took poffeflion of Conneéticut 
river, and began to ere&a fort, which he called Say-Brooke; 
to fecure the mouth of it. He was fupplied with men, provi- 
fions, and all things neceffary, by a veffel from England, fene 
by the grantees, which arrived the latter end of November. 
Some of the grantees had in contemplation the tranfporting 
them{clves, families, and effeéts, to the territory they had ob- 
taincd ; but the defign of emigrating was laid afide, when mat- 
ters began to take a new turn in their native country, and at 
length the agent, Mr Fenwick, was authorized to difpofe of 
their lands, which were purchafed by the people who had 
removed from the Maffachufetts. 

Two large fhips arrived at the Maffachufetts Bay m 1637; 
with pailengers fiom London. Great pains were taken to pre- 
val upon them to remain in the colony; but they hoped by 
removing to a confiderable diftance, to be out of the reach 
of a general governor, with whom the country was then threate 
ened. They fent to their friends in Conne@icut to pur- 
chaic of the natives the lands lying between them and Hud- 
fon’s river. They laid the foundation of a flourifhing colony, of 
which New-Haven was the capital, They, as Conne@icut, 
formed a government much like the Maffachufetis, by a volun-

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tary agreement, without any charter, or co:amiffion, er autho- 
rity whatfover, from the crown or other powers in England, 
They admitted no one to any office, civil or military, or to 
lave a voice in any cle€ion, except he was a member of one of 
the churches in New-England, They had no jury, either in 
Givil or criminal cafes, 

Conneticut and New-Haven continued two difintt colonies 
formany years, At length the general court of Conucét.cut 
determined to prefer an addrefs and petivien to Chatles I. pr 
felling their fubjeétion and loyalty to luis N ing 
areal charter, and John Winthrop, Eq. who had been e*ien 
ir with the 
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governor, was appointed to negociate tire « 
He fucceeded, and a royal charter was attained, A 
conftituting the two colonies for ever one body cor; 
politic. New-Haveri took the affair iil, and for forne time de- 
clined the union, But difficulties were amicably fettied at laft, 
and the colonies united by agreement. 

The royal charter eftablifhed a kind of demneracy ; every 
Power, 25 well deliberste as u@tive, was inv 
seir delegates, 
municate the ats of their le real 
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of chara&ers, as would employ the pen of adrfl-rate writer to 
do them juitice, notwithftanding what has been above remarked 
of their governmental miftakes. 

The dangers to which the New-England colenies were early 
expoled, induced them to think of confederating for their 
mutuil dafety. Articles were drawn up in 1638, but they 
were not fintfhed and ratifiea tll the feventh of September, 
1643, from which time we are to look upon Plymouth, Maf- 
fachuletts, Conneéticut, and New-[Haven. as one body, in re- 
gird to all public tranfadtions with their neighbours, though 
the private affairs of each colony were ftill managed by their 
own courts and magpiftrates. 

By thetfe articles of confederation, a Congrefs was formed, 
confifting of two commifioners from each colony, who were 
chofen annually, and when met. were confidered as the repre- 
fentatives of ** The United Colonies of New-England.” The 
powers delegated to the commifhoners were much the fame as 
thofe vefted in Congrels by the articles of confederation, agreed 
upon by the United States in 1778. The colony of Rhode- 
Miiand would giadly have joined in this confederacy, but Maf- 
fachufetts refuled io admit their commiMoners, This union 
fublisked, with fome few alterations, untill the vear 1684, when 
all the charters, excep: that of Conne€ticut, were, in. effcét, 
vacated by acommilhon from James I. 

We now proceed to confider the fettlement cf the other 
New-England colonies. 

Mr. Roger Williams, who facceeded Mr. Skelton upon his 
deceafe, as paflor of the church at Saleta, having been banifhed 
from the Matfichufetts, repaired with tweive companions to 
the Naragantet country in 16.5, and had land given him bv the 
Tndain Sichem Canonicus, of whom he efterwards purchafed the 
Jorge treét. lying between Pawtucker and Puwtuxet rivers, the 
Giett Fells and the Inthe Fall. as the Indian) names fignify, 
and fliled it Proviaenee, © from oa fenfe of God's merciful Previ- 
dence to him in his ditvels.? | The authority and power of 
Miantonomy, another Sachem, ard lis urcle Conenicus, awed 
all the Ind.ans reundto afift him end his few affociates. When 
the determin.tions of the M fachulents general court. cccohoned 
be what they called antinesaan difpates, banifhed many, and 
induced others to iseve the colony, the heads of the party 
were entertained ino a) friendly monner by Mr. Willams, 
who advilcd them to feck a iettement on Riode-Tland, 
and was very inftrumental ino procuring it frea tne Indies 
Eechen:s ) 
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Thev, to the numbc¢r of eighteen, incorporated themfelves, 
and =beg2n fettling the ifian The plantations there and at 
Providence increaicd apace, owing to the liberal fentiments of 
the frft iettlers; and in 1643. Mr. Winiams came to England 
as agent, and obtained an ablolute cherter of Incorporation of 
Providence and Rhode-Ifland plantarions, empowering them to 
govern themlelves by that form they might voluntarily ag:re 
upon, They agreed upon a democratic. Mr. Walhams juftly 
dims the honour of having been the firft legifiator in the world, 
in its lattcr ages, who eficétually provided for and eftablifhed a 
free, full, and abfolute liberty of coniecience, Vhis was the 
chicf caufe that united the inhabitants of Rhade-Ifiand and thofe 
of Providence, and made them one people, and one colony. 
The foundation principle on wiich this colony was firft lettled. 
was, that “every nen Who fubrnits peaceavly to the civil au- 
thority, may peaceably worfhip God according to the dictates of 
his own conicience without molefiation.” And when the celony 
was applied to in 1656, by the four United Colonies, “to join 
them in taking effcétu:] methods to fupprefs the Quakers, and 
prevent their doétrines boing propagated in the country;’’ the 
alembiy returned for anfwer, © We fhall flri€tly adhere to the 
Juundatian princine on which this colony was firfl feted.”

The bufinefs terminated in the incorporation of the twa. colo~ 
nics, on condition that the inhabitants of each fhould dnjayil 
equal privileges: they continued long united, and were of onal] 
heart and in civil and religious affairs.* When Separated) 

by the King’s commiffion for the government of New-Hampiltiire, 

the new affembly at their firft meeting, in a letter of March a5, 

1680, to the governor of the Maffachuletts, to be communicated 
















to the general court, expreffed their full fatisfaBtion in the paft 
conne@tion, a grateful fenfe of the care that had been exercifed 
over them, and of their having been well governed, and an un. 
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Having thus given a fketch of the fettlement of New-England, 
and the remainder of its hiftory being conneéted with that of 
the general cofederacy, we fhall proceed to give a concife view

SITUATION, EXTENT, &c. 


Tas State is tituated between 42° 44’ and 45% N. latitude, 
and 1° 35’ and 3° 30’ E. longitude from Philadelphia; its lengely 
is about one hundred and fifty miles, and its breadth about feventg : 
x is bounded on the north by Lower-Canada, eaft by Conneticut 
river, which divides it from New-Hampfhire, fouth by Maffacha- 
fetts, and welt by New-York ; the Green Mountain runs from 
fouth by north through it, and divides the State nearly in the 
middle. - 

This tre&t of ccuntry, called Vermont, before the late war, 
wis claimed both by New-York and New-Hampbhire; and thefe 
interfering claims have been the oceafion of much warm alterca- 
cation, the particulars of which it would be neither entertaining 
nor ufeful to detail. Thefe claims were not fiaally adjufted till 
fince the peace. On the commencement of holt:htics between 
Great Britain and her colonics, the inhabitants of this diftri®, 
confdertag themfelves as in a {tate ef nature, and not within the 
jur-fdiction cither of New-York or New Hiampthirc, affociated an 
formed for themfelves a conftitution, under which they have con. 
tinued to exercife all the powers of an indepridcat fate, and have 
profecred. Onthe gth ot March, itgt, agrecubly to act of Con- 
urets ot December 6th, 17g, this State became ong of the United 
States, and conftitutes the fourteesin, aud not the lealt refocdable 


pices ia the Americana Uniun.

of York: a ditince from the mourh of the hirbour, of about 
faty miles, in NW. N. W. cearls. From the head of this pond, 
eccording to the royal determination, im izgo, the dividing 
line wes to run “north, two cegrees well, ull one hundred and 
twenty miles were finifhed, fiom the mouth of Pafcataqua hor- 
bour, or until it meet with his Majefty’s other governments.” 
The reafon fer mentioning this fpecific diftance in the decree, 
was, that one hundred and twenty miles were the extent of 
the province of Maine. At that time, no other government 
fulycét to the Britthh crown lay in that dire€tion. In 1463, the 
new province of Quebee was ercétcd, and its fuuthern boun- 
dary was “a line paffing along the high lands, which divide 
tne rivers thit empty themfelves into the river St. Lawrence 
from theie which fill into the fea.’ By the treaty of peace 
between America and Britain, in 1783, all the lands fouthward 
of that line, reckoning it from the caftward “tu the north-weft 
head of Conneéticut river, and thence down along the middie 
of that river, to the forty-ffth degree of north latitude,” were 
ceded to the United States. ‘Thefe determinations have been 
So confrued as to favour an extenken of the Hine between 
New-Tampfhire and Nuaine, to the high lands which bound 
the province ef Quchee; a diftance of twenty-five miles beyond 
the northern Iinits of the province of Mine. 

New-Hampfhire is bounded on the north by the Britifh 
province of Quebec.  Vhe north-esitern: esiremiv of this 
boundary line is a birch tree, marked N. EF. New-Hampishise, 
rR, This tine extends clung the high lands, leventeen miles 
and two hundred and feven rods, to the head of the north-wef- 
tern branch of Connecticut river; at which extremity 1s a fir 
tree, infertibed N. H. N. W., 1-89. Thence the boundary def- 
cends to the forty-filth degree of latitude, alons the middle of 
the noth-weftern branch, which there unites with the north- 
eailern, o& main branch of the river.

The 
Seeevelier having gained the fummit, is recompenfed for his toil, 
if rhe fy be ference, with a moft noble and extenfive profpea, 
On the fouth-esft fide there is a view of the Atlantic Occan, 
the neareft part of which is fixty-five miles in a dirett line: 
‘om the weft and north the profpeal is bounded by the high 
dands, which {cparate the waters of ComncQicut and Amarifcog- 
gin rivers, from thofe of Lake Champlain and St. Lawrence. 
On the fouth, it extends to the fouthernmof mountains of 
New-Hampfhire, comprehending a view of the Lake Wunpi- 
Seogee. On every fide of thefe mountains are long winding 
gullies, beginning at the precipice below the plain, and cCAcp- 
ening in thedefcent. In winter the fnow lodges in thefe guilies, 
rand being driven by the north-wef and north-caft wind, fron 
*ehe top, is decpeit in thofe which are fituated on the foutheriy 
Gde. It is oblerved to lic longer in the foring on the fouth than 
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bald mofly part—3, the part above vegetation. The fame zppearance has bee: 
-gbbberved on the Alps. and other high mountains.

In 1774, fome men who were making a road through the 
eaftern pals of the mountain 
fummit, on the Gth of June, and on the feuth fide in one of the 
cp gullies, found a body of tuow thirteen feet deep, and 1» 
hard as to bear them. Qu the ay 
of the party afeended again, and in the faine fpot the inow was 
five fect deep, In the firlt week of September, 1753. two men, 
who attempted to afcend the mountain, f bald top to 
covered with fnow and ice, then newly formed, hit they could 
not reach the fummit; but this docs not hoppen every year fo 
foon, for the mountain has been afcended as lute as the firfk 
week in Oétuber, when no fuow was upon it; and though the 
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time it remains tilt July. Inthe year 1784. daow was teen on 
the fouth fide of the Luge mountain till the rath of July; in 
1790, it Ly nll the month of Augult, 
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A campany of gentlemen vifited theie mountains in fuly, 
V°8y, with a view to make particular obfervations on the leve- 
ral phenomena which might occurs it happened unfortunately, 
that tiock clouds covered the mountains almoft the whole time, 
fo thar fome of the mfruments, which with much l.bour they 
cared up, were rendered ulclels: theie were a fextant, a tele- 
icone, an inftrument for afcertaining the bearing of diftant 
ohy-cts, a baro:.eter, a thermometer, and feveral others for 
different purpofes. In the barometer the mercury ranged at 
22.6, and the thermometer fteod at gq degrees, It was their 
intention to have placed one of each at the foot of the mountain, 
at the fame time that the others were carricd to the top, for 
the purpofe of making correlponding obfervations: but they 
were unhappily broken in the couric of the journcy, through 
the rugged roads and thick woods; and the barometer, which 
was carricd to the fummit, had fuffered fo much agitation, 
that an allowance was neceffary to be made in calculating the 
height of the mountain, which was computed in round numbeis, 
at five thoufand and five hundred feet above the meadows in 
the vailey beiuw. and nearly ten thouf.nd feet ubove the level 
of the tea*® UVhey intended to have meade a geometrical men- 
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miles, Along the eaftern fide of the meadow, under the per- 
pendicular rock, is a caufeway of large logs funk into the mud by 
rocks blown with gunpowder from the mountain. On this 
foundation is conftruéted a road, which paffes through the 
nirrow defile at the fouth end of the meadow, leaving a piMige 
for the rivulet which glidcs atong the weftern fide. This rivulet 
wthe head of the river Saco; and on the north fide of the mea- 
dow, at a little diftance, is another brook, which is the head 
of Amonoofuck, a large branch of Conneéticut river. ‘he 
ltitude of this place 1s 40° 12’ N, 

The rivulet which gives rife to Saco deleends towards the 
fouth, and at a little diftance from the defile its waters are eug- 
mented by two ftreams from the left, one of which defcends ina 
trench of two feet wide, and is called the Flume, from the near 
rfemblance which it bears to an artaficia! flume; over thefe are 
thrown ftrong bridges, and the whele confruétion of this road 
is firm, and durable ; much labour has been capended upon it, 
und the nett proceeds of a confifcated eftate were applied to 
defray the expence. In the defcent the pafs widens, and the 
fream increafes; but for eight or ten miles from the Notch, the 
mountains on each fide are fo near, as to leave roum only for 
the river and its interveles, which are not more than half a mile 
wide, In the courle of this defcent feveral curious objects 
prefent themfclyves to view; on the fide of one mountain is a 
projcAtion refembling 2 fhelf, on which ftands four large {quare 
tocks, in a form refembling as many huge fclio volumes. In 
two or three places, at immenfe heights, and perfeétly ineece fh. 
ble, appear rocks of a white and red hue, the furface of which 
is polifhed, like a mirror, by the conflant trickling of water 
over them, Thefe being expofed to the welt and fouth, are 
capable, in the night, of refle&ting the meon and ftar beams 
tothe wondering traveller in the deep, dark valley below, and 
by the help of imagination, are fufficient to give rile to the fidtion 
of carbuncles. 

To encompafs thefe meuntains as the roads are laid our, 
through the caftern and weftein paffes, and round the noithern 
fide of the whole clufter, it is neceifary to travel more thin 
feventy miles, and to furd eight confiderable rivers, betel: mony 
fmaller ftreams. ‘The diftance between the heads cf rivers, 
which purfue fuch different courfes from this immenic cievath.n, 
and wrich fall into tac fea fo many hundred miles afunaer, 13 
fo fmall, that a traveller may, in the courie of one day, drink 
the waters of Saco, Aimarifcogein, and Connecticut rivers, Thete 
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waters are all perfeétly limpid and fweet, excepting one brook 
on the caftern fide of Mount Wathington, which has a fapona- 
and is covered with a very thick and ftrong froth, 
t there is a part of the mountain where the mag- 
le refules to traverie; this is probably caufed by a 
tu lv of inen ore, It is allo faid, that a mineral fuppofed to be 
ieul, hus been difcuvered near the eaftern pafs, but that fpot 
cinnot now be found, What ftores the bowels of the mountains 
» time muft unfold; all fearches for fubterraneous trea- 
ur.s having hitherto proved fruitels, The moft certain riches 
which tiry yield are the frefhets, which bring down the foil 
to the invervales below, and form a fine mould, producing, by 
the aid ot cultivation, corn and herbage in the moft luxuriant 
plenty. 
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N.ture has formed fuch a conneétion between mountains and 
ers, that in deleribing gine, we are unavoidably led to {peak 
the other. 
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Winipifeogee river comes from the, lake of that name, and 
‘unites its waters with Pemigewaffet, at the lower end of Sun- 
bomtown. From this junéion, the confiuent ftream bears the 
mame of Merrimack to the fea, 

In its courfe through New-Hamphhire, it palfes over feveral 
fills, the moft beautiful of which is called the ifle of Houkfet, 
but the grandcft is Amufkeag. Hockiet is about cight miles 
below the town of Concord; the defcent of the water is not 
more than fifteen feet perpendicular in thirty rols; a high 
rock divides the ftream, and a {inaller rock lies between that 
and the weftern fhore, From an eminence on the w 
fide there is a delightful landfcape; the water ab 
below the fail, the verdant banks, the cultivated 
thediftant hills in the back ground, form a pifturefque fcene, 
which relieves the eye of the traveller from the dul! uniformity 
ofa road through the wonds. . 

Eight miles below Hookfet lics Amufheag fall; it confifts of 
three large pitches one below the other, and the water is fup- 
poled to full about cighty feet in the courte of half a mile, 
The river here is fo crooked that the whole of the fall cannot 
be viewed at once, though the fecond pitch, which m 
fen from the road, on the weltern fide. apy. 
In the middle of the upper part of the full, is a high, rocky 
ifaad, on fome part of which are feveral holes uf various 
depths, made ny the

half a mile, the largeft of which is that where the rock divides 
the ftream. 

In the rocks of this fall are many cavities like thofe ag 
Amufkeag, fome of which are eighteen inches wide, and from 
two to four feet deep. On the ftecp fides of the ifland rock 
hang feveral arm-chairs, faftened to ladders, and fecured bys 
counterpoile, In which Gfhermen fit to catch falmon and fhad 
with dipping nets. 

Over this fall, in the year 1785, a ftrong bridge of timber 
was conftruéed by Colonel Enoch Hale; its length is three 
hundred and fixty-five feet, and it is fupported in the middle by 
the great rock. The expence of it was cight hundred pounds ; 
and by a law of the State, a toll is colle&ed from paffengers. 
This is the only bridge acrofs Conneéticut river ; but it is in 
contemplation to ereét one thirty-fix miles above, at the middle 
bar .£ White-river fall, where the paflage for the water, be- 
tween the rocks, is about one hundred feet wide. This 
Flace is in the townfhip of Lebanon, two miles below Dast- 
mouth college, 

It would be endlefs ta defcribe, particularly, the numerous 
falls, which, in the mountainous parts of the country, exhibit 
a great varicty of curious appearances, many of which have been 
reprefented in the language of fidtion and romance. But there 
is one in’ Silmonfal!l river which, not for its megnitude, but 
for its fingularity, deflerves notice; it ts called the Flume, and 
is fituated between the townfhips of Rocheiter and Lebanon. 
‘Lhe river is confined between two rocks about twenty-five feet 
high; the breadth, at the top cf the bank, is not more than 
thice rods. The Flume is about four rods in length, and its 
bicadth is various, not more in any part than two fect anda 
half, and in one part fcarcely an hand breadth ; but here the 
water has a fubterrsncous paflige. , 

Mr. Belknap, who vifited this place in 1782, obferves, that 
in the, flat rock there are divers cavities like thofe above men- 
tioned ; fome of thein cylindrical, and others globular ; a!l of 
them he found to contain a quantity of {mall flones and grave 
and in onc of them was a large turtle and feveral frogs. The 
dimenfions of five of thefe heles were as follows : 
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The largeft of thefe cavities is confiderably higher than where 
phe water now flows, unlefs in a great frefhet. 

From a feries of obfervations made by James Winthrop, 
Ef. on the rivers of New-Hampfhire and Vermont, he deduces 
this conclufion, ‘* that the defcent of their rivers is much lefs 
tun European theorifts have fuppofed to be neceflary to give a 
current to watexy. In the Jaft hundred and fifty miles of Con- 
medticut river, it defcends not more than two feet in a mile. 
Onion river, for forty-three miles from its mouth, falls four feet 
ina mile, and is excecding!y rapid between the catara&s, We 
may reckon the fhore at Qucbec to be at the level of the fea, 
and two hundred milcs from that part of lake Champlain, where 
the current begins. The difference of elevation will be three 
hundred and forty-two feet, or twenty inches toa mile, If we 
extend our comparifon from Quebec to the top of the Green 
Mountains, at Williamfton, the elevation will be one thoufand 
fx hundred and fixty-fix feet, and the diftance about three hun- 
dred and twenty miles ; which is five feet two inches and a half 
toa mile.””* 

It is a work of great curiofity, but attended with much 
fatigue to trace rivers up to their fources, and obferve the unit- 
ing of {prings and rivulets to form thofe ftreams which are dig- 
nied by majeftic names, and have been revered as deities ty 
lavage and {uperftitious people. Rivers originate in mountains, 
and find their way through the crevices of rocks to the plains 
below, where they glide through natural mcadows, often over- 
flowing them with their frefhets, bringing down from the upper 
grounds a fat flime, and depofiting it on the lower, which re- 
news and fertilizes the foil, and renders thefe intervale lands 
extremely valuable, as no other manure is needed on them for the 
purpefes of agriculture. 

There is an unportant remark concerning the rivers of this 
pat of America; and that is, that they often change their 
gourfes, and leave their ancient channels dry. Many places 
May be teen in the wildernels in this State, where rivers have 
polled for ages, and where {tones are worn {mooth as on the fea 
fhore, which are now at a confiderable diftance from the prefent 
beds of the rivers. In fome places thefe ancient channels are 
converted into ponds, which, from their curved form, are called 
horfe-fhoe ponds; in others, they are overgrown wita bufhes 
and trees. Thefe appearances are frequent in the muuntainous 
ports of the country. Conneéticut river, which divides two 


* MS. letter of James Winthrop, Efq. 
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States, has in fome places changed its courfe. Many acres 
have been thus made in a few years, and the land is of an exe 
ecllent quality. 

There are generally two ftrata of intervale lands on the bor- 
ders of the luige rivers, one is overflowed every year, the other, 
which is fevers! feet higher, and further removed from the 
water, is oveiflowed only in very high frefhets, In fome 
places a third is found. but this ts 1are. ‘The banks of the 
upper and lower imtervules are often puarellel to each other, 
and when viewed from the eppefite fide, appear like the terraces 
of an artificial gardci. 

Thele intervale lands are of varicus bieadths, according to 
the near or remote fituation of the hills. On Conanctticut river 
they are from a quarter of a mile to a mile and a_ half on each 
fide: in digging into them lerge found trunks of trees are found 
at various depths. 

The frefhets are not equally high every vear. Mafts have 
lain in the river above Amufkeag fall two or three years, wait- 
ing for a fufhciency of water to float them over: they fome- 
times fall athwart the ftrcam and ure broken; fometimes, in a 
narrow paifage, they are lodged fo firmly acrols. as to be removed 
only by cutting ; and fumetiines they are fo galled by the rocks 
in their paffaye, as to leifen their diameter, and confequently 
their value, 

Every {pring there is more or Iefs of a fiefiet, caufed by the 
difolving’ of the {now in the woods and m untains; jf it be 
gradusl, as it always is when not accelerated by a heavy rain, no 
damage is done by the rifing of the water, 

Inanenfe quantities of diift wood are brought down by thefe 
frefhets, from which the inhabitants ef the lower towns con- 
tiguous to the rivers, are fupphed with fuel, and they have 
learned to be eatremcly deatrous in towing on fhore whole 
trees with their branches, Bat notwithtlinding their aétivity, 
much cicapes then, and is driven out to fea, and {cine of it is 
thrown back on the couft. 

Saco river has ifen twenty-five feet moa yreat frefhet ; its 
common riie is ten fect. Penagewallet river has alle becn known 
to rife twenty-five feet. Connedticut river, moa commen 
frefhet, is ten feet hizher than as wfual fummner level: is 
gieatell elevation dias ut exceed twonty foet. 

Wirtpiicosce like is the levgeil collection of water in New. 
Hiampfiire ; at is twenty-two miles in length from S$. E. te 
N. Wound ef very uncqucd biesath, but no where more than 
eishtmiles, Sume very long necks of land preted into it, and

In the town of Rye there was formely a frefh pond, cov 
ing about one huhdred and fifty acres, fituate within ten 
fifteen rods of the fea, being feparated from it by a benk 
fand, A communication was opened between this pond andi 
fea, in the year 1719, by which means the freth wate 3 
drawn off, and the place is regularly’ overflowed by the ti 
and yields large crops of falt hay.+ 

During the year, 1791, a canal was cut chedigh 1 
marfhes, which opens an inland navigation from. Hatmpts 
through Salifbury, into Merrimack river, for about ~éight mil 
By this paffage loaded boats are condu@ed with the utm 
cafe and fafety.

|‘ There is a great variety of foil in New-Hampfhire: the in- 
tervale lands on the large rivers are accounted the moft valuae 
ble, becaufe they are overflown and recruited every year by the 
water from the uplands, which brings down a fat flime or fedi- 
ment of the confiftence of foap. Thefe lands produce every 
kind of grain in the utmof perfeéion, but are not fo good for 
pature as the uplands of a proper quality, The wide-{preading 
hills of a moderate elevation, are generally much cfteemed as 
warm and rich; rocky moift land is accounted good for pahture; 
dnined {wamps have a deep mellow foil, and the valleys be- 
tween hills are generally; very produétive. 

Inthe new aid unculuvated parts, the foil is diftinguifhed 
by the various kinds of wood which grows upon it; thus: white 
ax lund is hard and Stony, the undergrowth confifting of brikes 
and fern; this kind of foil will not bear grafs till it has been 
Ploighed and hued; but it is good for Indian corn, ard mutt 
be tubdued by planting before it can be converted into mewing 
or pafture, Thc fame may be faid of chefnut land. 

Pitch pine land is dry and fancy; it will bear corn and rye 
with ploughing, but is foon worn out, and needs to lie fallow 
two or three years to recruit. 

, White pine land is alfo light and dry, but has a deeper 
foil, and is of courle better; both thefe kinds of lard bear 
brakes and fern; and wherever thele grow in lerge quantives, 
isan indication that ploughing is necellay to prepsie the 
and for grafs.

Beech and maple land ts generilly eftcemed the moft eafy and 
advantageous for cultivation, as it is a warm, rich, loamy foil, 
which eafily takes grafs, cern. and grain without ploughing ; 
and not only bears good crops the frit year, but turns immedi- 
ately to mowing and pefure: Cit foil which is deepeft and of 
the duke colour, is efteemed the beft. 

Blick and yellow birch, white afh, elm. and alder, are indi- 
citiens of good foil, deep, rich, and maift, wiich will admit 
gralsy and grain without ploughing, 

Red oak and white birch are fizns of rong Jand, and gene- 
taliv the ftrength of land is gudsed of by the largenets of the 
trees Which it produces, 

There are evident figns of a change in the growth on the 
fame foil in a courie of tune. for which no cautes can be affign- 
ed.

Domeftic poultry of ail kinds are raifed in great plenty 
and perfe€tion in New-Hampfhire. In fome of the lower 
towns they have a large breed of dunghill fowls, wiict 
were exported from England about twenty years paft; but 
this breed is permitted to mix with the commen fort, by 
watch means it will, in’ time, degenerate. The ftock of 
all domeflic animais ought frequently to be changed, if it 
8 the wilh to preferve them unimpaired, or refure them to 
ther original perfection. 


CAVERNS, STONES, FOSSILS, AND MINERALS. 


Among the many rocky mountains and precipices, fume 
openings appear, which are gencrally fupucted to be the 
haunts of bears and rattle-fnakes, and are rather objects of 
dread than of curiofity, A particular defcription of one of 
thefe caverns in the townthin of Chefter, by Peter French, 
an ingenious young genticnuan, deceded, fill be given in 
his own words.

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PORTSMOUTH. 


This is the fargeft town in the State, its longitude is 70° 
40’ from the ohfervatory at Greenwich; it is about two 
miles from the fea, on the fouth fide of Pafcataqua river; it 
contains about fix hundred and forty dwelling houfes, and 
nearly as many other buiidings, befides thofe for public ufes, 
which are three congregational churches, ome epifcopal, and 
one univerfalift; a ftate houfe, market houfe, four {chool- 
houfes, and a work houfe. 

Its harbour is one of the fineft on the continent, having a 
fuficient depth of water for veffcls of any burthen. It is 
defended againft ftorms by the adjacent Jand, in fuch a man- 
ner, as that fhips mzy fecurely ride there in any feafon of the 
yer. Befides, the harbour is fo weli fortified by nature, that 
very little art will be neceffiry to render it impregnadic. Its 
vicinity to the fea renders it very convenient for naval trade. 
A light heufe, with a jingle Ught, flands at the entrance of 
the harbour. Ships of war have been built here; among 
ethers, the America, of feventy-four guns, launched Novem- 
ber, i782, and prefented to the King of Fiance by the Con- 
gicis of the United States, 


LNETER, 


F.xcter as fifteen miles S. W. from Portfmouth, fituated at 
the head of the navigation upon Swamicot, or Exeter river. 
The tide rifes here eleven feet ; 1¢ 1s well fituated for a manu- 
fatturing town, and has already a duck manufactory, in its 
Infancy --fix faw milis, a falling mill, flitting mill, paper mill, 
fnuT mill, two checolate and ten grift mills, iron-works, and 
a printing office, The public buildings are two congregational 
churches, an academy, a new and handtome court houfe, and a 
eaul, The public ¢ fiees of State are kept here, Formerly this 
town wes famous for fhin building, but this bufinefs has not 
flourifhed {nce its interruption by the war. 


CONCORD. 


Thisis a pleafant. flour:fhing, inland-town, fituated on the 
weft bank cf Merrimack river, fifty-four miles W.N. W. from 
Fortimouth. The general court, of Jite, have commonly held 
their feMions here: and from its central fituation. and a thriv- 
ing back country, it wil probably foon become the permanent 
feat of government. Much of the trade of the upper country 
centers in this town, ) 
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Dover, Durham, Amherft, Keen, Charleiton, Plymouth and 
Haverhill, are- the other moft confiderable towns in this State. 
Haverhill is a new, thriving town, on the eft fide of Connce- 
Geut river, in Lower Coos, It is the moft confiderable town 
in the county cf Grefton, and has a well-conftru€ed court-houfe 
anda congregational church. In it is a bed of iron ore, which 
his yielded {ome profit to the proprictor—alfo a quarry of free 
flone, from which the people are fupplied with chimney picces, 
heath ftones, &c.

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The ftaple commodities of New-llampfhice may be reduced 
iv the following articles, viz. fhips, lumber, provilions,, fifi, 
Aeates, pet and pearl alhes, and thix-teed. 

Ships are butt in all the towns contiguous to the river 
Caleztuqua, and its branches. Whey are generally fet up on 
the banks of the tiver, but fomctimes veffels of an hundred tons 
and upwards have been built at the diftance of one or two 
miles from the water, and drawn on rong fiedges of timber 
on the fnew by teams of two hundred oxen, and placed on the 
ice cf the rivers fo as to Aust inthe fpring. They have alfo 
been built at the difftance of leven or eight miles, then taken to 
pieces and conveyed in common team loads to the fea, Fifhing 
ichooneis and whale boats are often built at the difltance of two 
or three inves from the water, 

There are no werkmen more capable of conftru€ting good 
fhips than the carpenters of New-Hampfhire. But the good- 
neis of a fhip ever did and wil depend on the quality of the 
Britcriuly, the nature and promptitude of the pay, and the cone 
ftuut attention of the perfon whofe intercit it is that the fhip 
fhould be sod, 

The number ef fhips built in the river in 1290, was cight: in 
r7j1, twenty. The price of building is generally from eleven 
39 twelve dellays per ton for the carpenter's work, and leis dian 
one third moie for non and other werk. 

The number of fhips and other veilel belonaing to the port 
of Pufcataqua in 1ggt was cightv-three, of thefe there were of 
above one hundred tons, thity-three, and under one hundred 
tons, fifty.

hendred thoufand dcllars in {pecie, and one hundred thou- 
fnd dollars in any other ftate. This initiruticn will prove 
agreat aid to the commerce and manuf. cturcs of this State, 


EDUCATION AND LITERATURE. 


The old laws of New-Hampfhire required every town of 
tne hundred families to keep a grammar fehool; by which 
wis meant a fchool in which the learned langu ars fliouid 
be taught, and youth might be prepared for adimiticn to a 
univerity. The fame preceptor was obliged to teach read- 
iy, writing, and arithmetic, unlefs the town was of fufhicient 
ability to keep two or more fcheols, one of wich was 
alied a grammar fchool by way of diftingtion. 

Several inftances occur in the public records, as fur back 
athe year 1z22, juft at the beginning cf an Tidtin war, 
tat the fronticr towns petitioned the aflemliy fir a {pecick 
az to exempt them fromthe obligation to maintaia a gram- 
mar feheo] during the war. Tre indulgence wes grantd 
them, but only on this condition, © that they fhould keep 
a fchool fur reading, writing and arithmetic 7" to whieh ull 
towns cf fifty families were obltged. In latter tines the 
conduct of the fame towns has been very different. Dur- 
Ing the late war with Mritain, not only thole, bat many 
ether towns, large and opulent and far removed fim ary 
Ginger by the enemy, were for a great part of the time 
deftitute of any public fchouls, not only: without ashy ing 
to the lec:fi:ture for peimition, but contrary to tie on- 
prefs requirements of law, and netwitrfanaing cents of 
juice were frequernt!y holden. and giid jarors fe temity 
fworn and cheiged to prefent ail tresaches of law, ire ue 
want of {chools in particular, Vhis negligence wes cone 
mong many evidences of a moft unhappy profironien of 
moftls during that period; it afforded a melinchoty pret ett 
to the friends of {cience and of virtue, and exciad tome 
gensrous and phitcnthrovic perfons tu G@ivyio yuhes weeds 


of educst:o7. 
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Among thefe John Philips, Efq. of Exeter, was the firft 
to ciftinguifh himiclf, by tounding and endowing a femi- 
nary of learning in that town; which, in the year 19781, 
was by an aét of aifembly incorporated by the name of 
% Philips’s Exeter Academy.” It is placed under the infpec- 
tion of a board of truftees, anc ts governed by a preceptor 
and an afiftant. In this scademy are taught the learned 
languages, the principles of geegraphy, aftronomy, mathema- 
tics, and logic, betides writing, muhc, cumpofition, oratory, 
and virtue. The fund belunging to this inftitution is valued 
at nearly ten thoutand pounds. About one fifth part of 
this fund, lying in lands, ts «t preient unprodutive, but the 
actual income amounts to four hancred and cighty pounds 
per annum. 

Since the eftsblifhment of this academy feveral others 
have been ercéted; one of which is at New-Ip{wich; it 
was incorporated in 1789: its fund is about one thoufend 
pounds; the number of ttudents is generally between forty 
and fifty; the price of tuition is one fhilling per week, 
and of boarding five Miillings. 

There is an: ther acucemy, at Atkinfon, founded by Natha- 
nicl Peabody, Eq. znd incorporated by the general court in 
the vear 1sGo. The preceptor ii been chiefly fupported 
by Mr. Peabody ; and he has endowed the academy with a 
aendtion of eng theuland acres of land,

md the natural hiftory of the country ; to countenance and 
focalcate the principles of humanity and general benevolence, 
public and private charity, induftry and economy, honefly 
‘ad punétuality, fincerity, fobriety, and all’ focial affe€tions 
and generous fentiments among the people.” As far as pub- 
lic rulers conform to this article, they promote, in the 
foft cffe€tual manner, the true intereft and profperity of 
their country. 

* The eftablifhment of Dartmouth College in the weftern 
border of the State, has proved a great benefit to the -new 
mts, and to the neighbouring State of Vermont.— 

During the late war, like all other feminaries of literature, 
it hy under difcouragenient ; but fince the peace it is in a 
tore flourifhing fituation, 

{ts landed intercft amounts to about eighty thoufand acres, 
of whith twelve hundred lie contiguous, and are capable 
of the beft improvement. Twelve thouland acres are fituate 
in Vermont: A tra of cight miles (quare beyond the northera 
line of Stuart-town was granted by the Affembly of New- 
Hampfhire in 1789, and in the aft by which this grant 
was made, “the prefident and council of the State for the 
time being are incorporated with the truftees of the col- 
lege, fo far as to aft with them in regard to the expendi- 
tures and application of this grant, and of all others which 
have been or may be hereafter made by New-Hamphhire.” 

The revenue of the college arifing from the lands, amounts 
to one hundred and forty pounds per annum. By contra&s 
tlready made it will amount in four years to four hundred 
tad fifty; and in twelve years to fix hundred and fifty 
Pounds. The income arifing from tuition money is about 
fx hundred pounds per annum more. 

The firft building erc&cd for the accommodation of the 
ftudents was a few years fince burned, A lottery was granted 
by the State for raifing the fum of feven hundred poun 
which has been applied to the ercéion of a new building, 
much more convenient than the former; it was conftruéted 
of wood, and ftands in an elevated fituation, about hal a 
mile eatward of Conneét:cut river in the towulip of Yano- 
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The Prefident of New-Hampfhire, like the Governor of 
Malfichufetts, has not the power of negativing all bills and 
selolves of the Senate and Houle of Reprefentatives, and of 
greventing their paling into laws, unlefs approved of by 
two-thirds of the members prefent. In New-Hampfhire “ the 
Prefident of State prefides in the fenate,” in Maffachuletts the 
ferate choofe their own Prefident. 

There are no other differences worth mentioning, except it 
bein the mode of appointing militia officers, in which New- 
Hamphhire has greatly the advantage of Ma(fachulctts. 

To preferve an adherence to the principles of the confti-, 
tution, and to make fuch alterations as experience might 
point out, and render neceflary, provifion was made, that 
atthe end of feven years a convention fhould be called to 
tevife the form of government, agreeably to which, in 1391,

There are but few 
mble ficlds in the neighbourhood of the town, for nothing 
can be more fterile and fandy than this part of the ifland; the 
ishabitants have, however, with unwearicd perfeverance, by 
bringing a varicty of manure, and by cow-penning, enriched 
everal fpots, where they raife Indian corn, potatoes, pompions, 
wurnips, &c. On the higheft part of this fandy cininence four 
windmills grind the grain they raife and import; and contiguous 
to them a rope-walk is to be feen, where fuli half of the cordage 
wed in their fifhing is manufactured. Between the fhores of 
the harbour, the docks, and the town, therc is a moft excellent 
piece of meadow, inclofed and manured with fuch coft and pains 
a frew how necefflary and precious grafs is at Nantucket. 
Towards the po:nt of Shemah the itand is more level and the 
foil better; and there the inhabitants have confiderable lets 
well fenced and richly manured, There are but very few farms 
on this ifland, becaule thre are but very few {pots that will 
admit of cultivation without the affiftance of dung and other 
mnure. which is very expenfive to fetch from the main.

SOIL AND PRODUCTIONS. 


In Maffachufetts are to be found all the varicties of foil, from 
very good to very bad, capable of yiclding all the different 
produ@ions common to the climate, fuch as Indian corn, rye, 
wheat, barley, oats, hemp, flax, hops, potatoes, field beans and 
peas—apples, pears, peaches, plums, cherries, &c, It has been 
oblerved, that the effeéts of the caft winds extend farther in- 
land than formerly, and injure the tender fruits, particularly the 
peach, and even the more hardy apple, ‘I'he average produce 
.0f the good lands, well cultivated, has been cflimated as follows: 
forty bufhels of corn on am acre—thirty of barley—twenty of 
wheat—thirty of ryc—one hundred of potatoes, The ftable 
commodities of this State are fifh, beef, and lumber, 

Iron ore in immenfe quantities is found in various parts of this 
Sute, particularly in the old colony of Plymouth, 

Copper ore is found at Leverett, in the county of Hamp- 
hire, and at Attleborough, in the county of Briftol, Several 
mines of black lead have been difcovered ia Brimfield, in 
Hampthire county ; and white pipe-clay, and yellow and red 
Gchre, at Mariha’s Vineyard. Alluim flatc, or ftone, has been.

The town is irregularly built, but as it lies in a circu- 
lr form around the harbour, it exhibits a very handfome view 
a% you approach it from the fea. On the weft fide of the town 
is the mall, avery beautiful public walk, adorned with rows 
of trees, and in vicw of the common, which is always open to 
refrefhing breezes. Bacon hill, on which a handfome monu- 
ment, commemorative of fome of the moft important events 
cf the late war, has lately been eretcd, overlooks the town 
from the weft, and affords a fine variegated profpedt, 

The harbour of Bofton is fafe, and large enough to contain 
‘five hundred fhips at anchor, in a good depth of water; while 
the entrance is fo narrow as {carcely to admit two fhips abreaft. 
Mt is diverfified, as we have already obferved, with forty iflands, 
which afford rich pafturage, hay, and grain. About three miles 
from the town is the caftle, which commands the entrance of 
the harbour. 

The market in this town is fupplied with abundance of beef, 
pork, mutton, lamb, veal and poultry, and of a quality equal 
to any in the world, and alfo with meal, butter, cheefe, roots, 
vegetables, and fruits of various kinds, in great plenty. The 
fth market is allio excellent, and not only furnifhes the tables 
of the rich with foie of the greateft dainties, but is alfo a fingu- 
lar bleffing to the poor, 

Atan annual meeting in March, feven fele& men are chofen 
for the more immediate government of the town; at the fame 
time are elcéted a town clerk, a town treafurer, twelve over- 
feers of the poor, twelve firewards, twelve clerks of the mar- 
ket, twelve fcavengers, and twelve conftables, befides a num- 
ber of other officers. Attempts have becn made to change 
the government of the town, from its prefent form to that 
of a city, but the propoled form uot being confonant to 
the democratic {pirit of the body of the people, it has becn 
rejetted, 

Boiten was fettled as carly as the year 1630, from Chzrlef 
ton. The peninfula was called, by the natives, Showmut:

But, whether this reproach was ever 
july applied in fo extenfive a mcafure or not, nothing can be 
more injurious than to continue it at the prefent time; for it 
may juitly be faid of the inhabitants of Salem at this day, that, 
with a laudable attention to the acquifition of property, they 
exhibit a public {pirit and hofpitality, alike honourable to them, 
felves and their country. A gencral plainnefs and ncatnels in 
drefs, buildings and equipage, and a certain ftillnefs and gravity of 
manner, perhaps in fome degree peculiar to commercial people, 
Giinguifh them from the citizens of the metropolis, It is 
indeed to be wifhed that the fober induftry here fo uni- 
verfilly praftifed, may become more extenfive through the 
Union, and form the national chara&ter of the federal Ame- 
vicans, 

A court houfe, built in 1786, at the joint expenfe of the 
county and town, forms a principal ornament, and is executed 
ina ftyle of architeture that would add to the clegance of any 
city in the Union. ‘he Supreme Judicial Court holds a term 
here the fecond Tucfday in November, the Courts of Commen 
Pleas and Scffions, the fecond Tuclday in March and Sep.

Tiere are few calls to labour, and all are 
devoted to mirth and joiliy. A continual round of gaicty

try. This was heretofore a place of much more confideration 
than at prefent. Its decline is attributed to a barred harbour 
and fhoal rivers. Its natural fituation is very pleafant, and on 
dt accounts excellently well calculated to be a large manufactur- 
Ing town. The fupreme judicial court, the courts of Common 
Fleas and Seffions, are held here once in a year: and from its 
eentral fituation, appears to be the moft convenient place, for 
ai che courts and public offices of the county. 


CHARLESTON. 


Charlefton, called by the aboriginal inhabitants, Mifawum, 
les north of Bolton, with which it is connc&ed by Charles 
nver bridge, and is the principal town in Middiefex county, 
The town properly fo called is built on a peninfula, formed by 
Myftic river, on the eaft, and a hay, fetting up from Charles 
nveron the weit. It is very advantagcoutly fituated for health,* 
tavigation, trade, and manufaéures of almoft all the various 
kinds; A dam acrofs the mouth of the bay, which fets up 
from Charles river, weft of the town, would afford a grceay 
Bumber of mill feats for manuf.iéturers. Bunker, Breed’s, and 
Cobble, now Barrel's, hills, are celebrated in the hiftory of the 
American Revolution; and no Iefs fo for the elegant and delight- 
ful profpeé&ts which they afford of Bofton, and its charmingly 
Variegated barb»ur—of Cambridge and its colleges, and of an 
extenfive tra& of hizhiy cultivated country. 

The deftru€tion of this town by the Britifh, in 1775, we 
have mentioned in the hiftorical fketch we have given of the 
War, Before its defiru€ticn, fcveral branches of manufu€ures 
Were carried on to great advantage, fone of which have becn 
face revived; particularly the manufacture of pot and pearl ath, 
tum, fhips, lezther ia all ms branches, fiver, tin, brafs and

On Conne€ticut river in the county of Hampthire, there are 
anumber of very pleafant towns, among which are Springfield 
and Hadley, on the eaft fide of the river ; Northampton, Hatfield 
and Deerficid on the weft.

. mtheirturn, except Hatfield. Springfield is the oldeft of thefe 


towns, having been {ettled as early as 1636. Its public build- 
ings are a congregational church, court houfe, and pool.

Stockbridge. Great Barrington, and Lenox, are the principal 
towns in Berkfhire county, and lie from forty-five to fifty-miles 
W.N. W’. from Springfield.

- According to the laws of this Commonweilth, every town 
having Afty houvehulde:s or uvwards, 1s to be provided with 
one or more {chool-nukers, to teech child-ca and youth to reed 
and write, and inftruct the:n in the Unglish language, arithme- 
tic, orthography, and decent behaviour ; and where any town 
has two hundred familics, there is allo to be a grammar {chool 
fet up therein, and iome dilcreet pertou, well initructed in the 
Lain, Greek and Fait languages, procured to keep the fame, 
and be fuitubly paid by the inheoitents, The penaliy for neg- 
lett of fchouis in towns of ffry familics is ten pounds—one 
handred fainil:es twenty pounds——one hundied dnd fitty fami- 
lies, thirty puunes.

guages—in writing, arithmetic, and the higher branches of ie 

mathematics—and alfo in mufic and dancing. Perhaps thee 

is not a town in the world, the youth of which more fall: 
enjoy the benefits of fchool education, than at Bofton, Asi, 
when we confider how infeparably the happinels and profperity- 
of America, and the cxiftence of its prefent happy governments. 
are connegted with the education of children, too much credit” 
cannot be given to the enlightened citizens of this town, Sor 
the attention they have paid to this important bufinefs, m& 
the worthy example they have exhibited for the imitation of 
others, 

Next inimportance to the grammar fchools are the academiesy 
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raGers, and the immediate care of a principal, who is one of the 
trultees ex offcio, an affiftant, anda writing mafter. They are 
eccommodated with a large and elegant building, ercéted at the 
expenfe of the founders, and their brother, the Honourable 
William Phillips, Efq. of Bofton. It is fituated on a delightful 
eminence, near the manfion houfe of the Honourable Samuel 
Phillips, Efq. its diftinguifhed patron, and fon of the deceafed 
founder—is encompaffed with a falubrious air, and commands 
an extenfive profpe&. The lower ftory contains a large {chool- 
room, with ample accommodations for an hundred ftudents, 
and two other apartments for a library, and other purpofes; the 
upper ftory confifts of a fpacious hall, fixty-four feet in length, 
and thirty-three feet in breadth, defigned for exhibitions and 
other public occafions. 

‘The defign of this foundation, according to its conftitution, 
it, “ The promotion of true piety and virtue, the inftru@ion of 
youth in the Englifh, Latin, and Greek languages ; together with 
writing, arithmetic, pratical geometry, mufic and oratory, logie 
and geography ; and fuch other of the liberal arts and f{ciences, 
or languages, as’ opportunity and ability may hereafter admit, 
and the truftces fhall direé&.” 


LEICESTER ACADEMY, 


This academy, in the townfhip of Leiccfter, and county of 
Worcefter, was incorporated in 1784, For the encouragement 
of this inftitution, Ebenezer Ciafts and Jacob Davis, Efquires, 
gcneroufly gave a large and commodious manfion houfe, lands 
and appurtenances, in Leicefter. 

Wihamftown, in the county of Berkfhire has another, aca- 
demy, Col. Ephraim Williams laid the foundation of it by a 
handiome donation in lands, In 1790, partly by lottery, and 
partly by the liberal donation of gentlemen in the town, a brick 
edifice was ercizd, cighty-two feet by forty-two, and four ftcries 
high, containing twenty-four rooms for ftudents, a large {chool- 
foom, a dining-hall, and a room for public fpeaking. It has a 
preceptor, an ufher, and a mafter of the Englith {chool. The 
number of fludents is at prefent between fifiy and fixtv, be- 
fides the {cholars of the free fchool, The langusges and {cien- 
ces uluslly taught in the American colleges are taught here. 
Board, tuition, and other expenfes of education are very low; 
and from its fituation, and other circumftances, it is lhkely, in 
a fhort time, to become an inftitution of confiderable utility 
and importance,

of the State of Maffachufetts Bay, im convention begun and bell 

at Cambridge, on the firft of September, 1779, and icoinfiniied 
by adjournments to the fecond of March, 1780. 


PREAMBLE, 


The end of the inftitution, maintenance and adminifiration 
of government, is to fecure the exiftence of the body politic, 
to proteé it, and to furnifh the individuals who compofe it with 
the power of enjoying, in fafety and tranquillity, their mtufil 
rights and the bleffings of life; and whenever thefe great objedia) 
are not attained, the people have a right to alter the governmenty 
and to take meafures neceflary for their fafety, profperity andy 
happinefs. 

The body politic is formed by a voluntary affociation of 
individuals; it is a focial compa@, by which the whale people 
covenants with each citizen, and each citizen, with the while 
people, that all fhall be governed by certain laws for the com- 


al 
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thet of acquiring, poffcffing and protecting property; in fine, 
that of feeking and obtaining their fafety and happinefs. 

Il. It is the right as well as the duty of all men in fociety, 
publicly, and at ftated feafons, to worfhip the Supreme Being, 
the Great Creator and Preferver of the univerfe. And no fub- 
je8 hhall be hurt, molcfted, or reftrained in his perfon, liberty, 
or eftate, for worfhipping God in the manner and feafon 
mot agreeable to the dittates of his own confcience, or for 
his religious profeffion or fentiments, provided he doth noe 
difurb the public peace, or obftruét others in their religious 
worthip. 

Ill, As the happinefs of a people, and the good order and 
prefervation of civil government, effentially depend upon piety, 
religion, and morality; and as thefe cannot be generally diffufed 
through a community, but by the inftitution of the public 


* worthip of God, and of public inftru@ions in piety, religion, 


and morality; therefore, to promote thcir happinefs, and to 
feeure the good order and prefervation of their government, 
the people of this Commonwealth have a right to inveft their 
legthture with power to authorife and require, and the legil- 
Mure fhall, from time to time, authorife and require the 
feveral towns, parifhes, precinéts, and other bodies politic, or 
tdigious focictics, to make fuitable provifion, at their own ex- 
peafe, for the inftitution of the public worfhip of God, and for 
the fupport and maintenance of public Proteftant teachers of 
piety, religion, and morality, in all cafes where fuch provifion. 
hall not be made voluntarily. 

And the people of this Commonwealth have alfo a right to, 
tad do inveft their Icgiflature with authority to enisin upon 
all the fubjeéts, an attendance upon the inftru@tions of the public 
teachers as aforefaid, at ftated times and feafons, if there be any 
on whofe inftru€tions they can conf{cientioufly aud conveniently 
attend, 

Provided notwithftanding, that the feveral towns, partfhes, 
Precinéts, and other bodics politic, or religious focicties, fhall, 
at all times, have the exclufive right of ciccting their public 
teachers, and of contra€ting with them for their fupport and 
Maintenance, . 

And all monies paid by the fubjeé to the fupport of public 
worfhip, and of the public teachers aforctaid, fhall, if he re- 
quire it, be uniformly applied to the luppoit of the public 
teacher or teachers of his own religious iect or denomination, 
Provided there be any on whofe inftruétions he attends, others 
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y be paid towards the’ fupport of thevtelehen st

Ife is obliged, confequently, to con- 
trbuté, his fhare to the exvente of this prote@ion; to give his 
perfena’ fervice, or an equivalent, when neteffary : but no part 
of the property of an individual can, with jullice, be taken from 
hin, or applied to public ules, without his qwn conf{ent or that 
of the reprefentative body of the people: in fine, the people 
of this Commenwealth aie not controulable by any other laws 
thea thofe to which thelr conilitution:! reprefentative body 
have given their confers. And whenever the pubiic exigen- 
Ciesrequire thet the property of any individual fhould be ap- 
Propriuted to public uics, he fhall receive a reafonable compen- 
fition therefor. 

Xi. Every fubjc& of the Commonwealth ought to find a cer- 
tan remedy, by having recourfe to the Jaws for all injuries or 
Wrongs which he may receive in his perfon, property, or cha- 
titer. He ought to obtain right and juftice freely, and without 
being cbiiged to purchafe it, completely and without any deni, 
premptiy and withvut delay, conformaLly to the laws, 

All, No fuuic& fhill be hetd to antwer for znv exime or 
offence, until the fame is fully and plainly, tubfantictly and for- 
Maity;, detivibed to him ; or be compelled to accale, or fursifh 
Cviwenes againft himlelf. Aud every fibiece fhall have a right 
to produce all proofs that may be favourable to him; to meet 
the witneiles aguinft him face to face, and tu be Fabey heerd in 
bis defence by hinwlelf ur his counfel, ut his cic€tiun. And no 
fubje€t Mal be arreNed, imorifoned, defnoiled, or deprived of 
his property, immunities, or privileres, put out of the nio- 
tection. of the law, exiled, or de prived of his life, liberty 
tr efate, but by the judgment of nls peers, or tne law o 
the land.

XVII. The people have a right to keep and to bear arms for 
the commen cefence. And as in time of peace armics are dane 
gcreus tu hberty, they ought not to be maintsined without the 
confent of the leviitture, and the military power fhall always 
be heid in exaét fuboerdination to the e:vil authority, and be 
governed by it. 

AVIT. A freguent recurrence to the fundamental principles 
of the conititutien, and a cenfant adherence to thofe of piety, 
jultice, moderation, temperance, indultry, and frugahty, are abe 
fuerciy neceliary to preieive the advantages of liberty, and to 
menmuain a fiee government. The peaple ought, con'equently, 
to ive a pirticular attention to aii thole principles in the 
choice cf their oficers and repreientatives ; and they have a 
right to require of their lawgiveis and magiffrates an exa& 
and conftant oblervance of them, in the formation and exe. 
cation of ali laws neeeliary for the guod adrainiftration of the 
Commonweath. 

AIX. The peome have a right, in an ordetiv and peaceable 
manner, to afemble to confu.t upon the commen good ; give ine 
tractiens to their repre.entatives, and to requeft of the legif- 
ative boos, by the wor of adureties, petitions or remonftrane 
ces, redrets of the wrongs cone them, and of the grievances 
they tater, 

AA. Tue power of facencing the inws, or the execution 
of tie laws, ought never tu be exercied but by the fegiflature, 
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a by authority derived from it, to be exercifed in fuch par- 
ticular cafes only as the legiflature fhall expre‘sly provid for. 
XXI. The freedom of dcliberation, fpeech, and debate, in 
ether Houfe of the Legifluture, is fo effential to the rights of 
the people, that it cannot be the foundation of any accufation or 
profecution, ation or complaint, in any other court or place 
whatfoever. | 
.  XXIT. The legiflature ought frequently to affemble for the 
| wedrefs of grievances, for corre@ing, ftrengthening, and con- 
firming the laws, and for making new laws, as the common 
good may require. 

XXIII. No fubfidy, charge, tax, impoft, or duties, ought to 
be eftablithed, fixed, laid, or levied, under any pretext what- 
fever, without the confent of the pcople, or their reprefenta- 
tives in the legiflature. 

XXIV. Laws made to punish for a&ions done before the 
exiftence of fuch laws, and which have not been declared crimes 
by preceding laws, are unjuft, oppreffive, and inconfiftent with, 
the fundamental principles of a free government. 

XXV. No fubje& ought, in any cafe, or in any time, to be 
declared guilty of treafon or felony by the legiflature. 

XXVI. No magiftrate or court of law fhall demand exceflive 
bail or fureties, impofe exceffive fines, or infli& cruel or unufual 
punifhments. 

XXVII. In time of peace, no foldier ought to be quartered 
in any houfe without the confent of the owner; and in time of 
war, fuch quarters ought not to be made but by the civil magi- 

¢,in a manner ordained by the legiflature. 

XXVIII. No perfon can in any cafe be fubje&ed to law 
martial, or to any penalties or pains by virtuc of that law, cx- 
cept thofe employed in the army or navy, and except the militia 
in afual fervice, but by authority of the legifiature. 

XXIX. It is effentia] to the prefervation of the rights of 
every individual, his life, liberty, property, and charaéter, that 
there be an impartial interpretation of the laws, and adminiftra- 
tion of juftice, It is the right of cvery citizen to be tricd by 
Judges as free, impartial, and independent, as the lot of huma- 
nity will admit. It is thercfore not only the beft policy, but 
for the fecurity of the rights of the people, and of every 
Citizen, that the judges of the fupreme judicial court fhould 
hold their offices as long as they behave themfelves well : 
and that they fhould have honourable fuierics, afcertained and 
eablithed by fanding laws.

fiver, of about four million five hundred thoufand acres—The 
fecond, and beft tra&, of about four million acres, lying be- 
tween Penobfcot and Kennebeck rivers—The third, which was firft 
fettled, and is the moft populous at prefent, weit of Kennebeck 
river, containing alfo about four million acres. 

The foil ‘of this country, however, in general, where it is 
properly fitted to receive the feed, appears to be very friendly 
tothe growth of wheat, rye, barley, oats, peas, hep, and 
fax, as well as to the produ€tion of almoft all kinds of culi- 
vary roots and plants, Englifh grafs, and Indian corn, provid- 
ed the feed be procured from a more northern climate, Llops 
are the fpontaneous growth of this country. It is y¢t proble- 
matical, whether apple and other fruit trees will flowrifh in the 
serthern and eaftern parts of this diftr:i€t. It is faid, how- 
ever, that a century ago, there were good orchards within the 
tounty of Wafhington, about the bay of Paflamaquaddy, which 
were defiroyed after Colonel Church broke up the French 
fettlements at that place. From fome experiments of the pre- 
fnt inhabitants, the prefumption is rather againft the growth 
of fruit trees. In the counties of York and Cu:nberland, fruit 
sas plenty as in New-Hampfhire, This country is equaliy as 
good for grazing as for tillage, and large ftucks of neat cctile 
may be fed both in fummer and winter. 

The natural produ€tions confift of white pine and fpruce 
trees in large quantities, fuitable f>r mafts, boards, and fhing'es : 
the white pine is, perhaps, of all others, the mof ufeful and 
portant ; no wood will fupply its place with advantage in 
building. Maple, beech, white and grey oak, and yveilow 
birch, are the growth of this country. ‘The birch is a large 
fightly tree, and is ufed* for cabinct work, and reecives a po- 
hhh little inferior to mahogany. The outer bark. which cons 
hts of a great number of layers, when feparated, is as fmooth 
and foft as the beft writing paper, and in foine cales is a tole- 
nble fubftitute for it. The low lands produce fir, but it is 
unfit for timber, and of but little worth for fuel, it however 
Yields a balfam that is highly prized. This balfam, is c ntained 
In {mall protuberances like blifters, under the {mooth bark of 
the tree, which is an evergreen, refembling the f{pruce, but very 
ering, and neither tall nor large. 

Mountain and bog iron are found in feveral parts of this 
diftri@, and fome works have been creéted for its manufacture ;

Providence and ‘Taunton rivers, both of which fall into Nar- 
faganfet bay, the furiner on the weft, the latter on the caft fide 
of Rhode-Ifland. Providence river rifes paitly in Mafia- 
thufetts, and is navigable as far as Providence for fhips of 
nine hundred tuns, thirty miles from the fe:. Taunton river 
is navigable for fins!l veilels to Taunton, ‘The commen tides 
nfe atout four feet. 

Fall river is fmall, rifing in Freetown, and paffing through 
Tiverton. The line between the States of Maffachufetts and 
Rhode-Iftand, paffes Fall river bridge, Patuxet river rifes in 
Mafhapog pond, and five miles beluw Providence empties inte 
Narraganfet bay. Pautucket river, called more northeriy Black- 
flone’s river, emptics into Seckhonck river, four miles N. N. 
E, from Providence, where are the falls hereafter defcribed, 
over which is a bridge, on the poft road to Boon, and forty 
mies from thence, The confluent flream empties into Provi- 
dence river, cbout a mile belw Weybolfett, or the great bricize. 
Nafpatuchet river falls into the bey about one mile and a hole 
N.W. of Weyboflet budge, Moufhalfack river fatty into tic 
{ame bay. three-fourths of amie north of the bridge. ‘Tite

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Block ifland, called by the Indians Manifles, is twenty-one 
miles S. S. W. from Newport, and is the foutheramof land 
belonging’ to the State; it was ere&ted into a townthip, by the 
mame of New Shorcham, in 1672, ‘The inhabitants of this 
ifland were formerly noted for making good cheele; and they 
catch confiderable quantities of cod filh round the ledges neax 
the ifland. 

The harbours in this State are, Newport, Providence Wick- 
ford, Patuxet, Warren, and Briftol, all of which are advanta- 
gcous, and feveral of them commodious. For the fafety and 
convenience of failing into Narraganict bay and the harbour of 
Newport, a light houfe was ercéted in #749 on Beavertail, at 
the fouth end of Canonnicut ifland; the diameter of the bafe is 
twenty-four feet, and of the top thirteen feet ; the height 
from the ground to the top of the cornice is fifty feet, round 
which is a gallery, and within that ftunds the lanthorn, which 
is about eleven feet high and cight feet in diameter. The 
ground the light-heufe ftands on is about twelve feet above the 
furface of the fea at high water.

About four miles north-caft of Providence lies a {mall village, 
died Pautucket, a place of fome trade, aud famous for lamp- 
ey cels. Through this village rurs Pautucket river, which 
mpties into Seckhonck river at this plice; in this 1iver is a 
autiful fall of water: dire@ly over the falls a bridge hes lately 
een built, which is 2 work of confidcrable magnitude and 
such ingenuity, which divides the Commonwealth of Maifa- 
bufetts from the State of Rhode-Iflind. The fall iu its 
whole length, is upwards of fifty feet: the water pales through 
kveral chafins in a rock which runs diametrically acrols the bed 
f the ftream, and ferves as a dam to the water. Several mils 
lave alfo heen ercéted upon thefe falls, and the {pouts and chan- 
mls which have been conftru€t:d to condu@ the ftreams to then 
refpeftive wheels, and the bridge, have taken very much from 
the beauty ard grandeur of the fcene, which would ctherwise 
have been indefcribably romantic, 

In the town of Middletown, on Rhodc-Ifland, about two 
mies from Newport, is a plaice called Purgatory; it Joins to 
the fea on the eaft fide of the ifland: it is a lurge cavity or oper- 
ing, ina high hed of rocks, about twelve feet in diameter at ton, 
ard about forty feet deep before you reach the water, of which, 
as it joins the fea, it has alwavs alarge cepth. ‘The recns or 
tach fide appear to have been united, and were probuliy iepar..- 
ed by fume convulfion in nature.

TRADE AND MANUFACTURES. 


Before the war, the merchants in Rhode-Ifand i:nporte 1 
from Great-Britain dry goods; from Africa flaves; from the 
Welt. Indies fugais, coftces, and molailes, and fiom the neisa- 

uring colonies lumber and provilions, Wiih tae bits wit! Nh 
they obtained in Surinam and other Dateh Wait-Ind.: ines, 

Cy paid thetr-merchants in England; their fug ars they caiitcd 
to Holland ; the dluves fromm Africa they carried tu the Wes a

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Indies, together with the lumber and provifions procured front 
their ne:zghbours the rum diftilled from the molaffes was car- 
ried to Afticu, to purchale negroes; with their dry goods from 
Englind they traficked with The neighbouring colonies. By 
this hind of circuitous commerce they fubfifted and grew rich; 
bur the war, and tome other events, have had a great, and in 
many refpedis, an mjurious efeet upon the trade of this State, 
The fave trade, which was a fource of wealth to many of the 
peerle in Newpors, and in other parts of the State, has happily 
been ubeiiheds the Legitlature have pafied a law prohibiting 
Qiips fiom gous te Afriea for flaves, and felling them in the 
Weoli-Indii thud: : and the oath of one feamen belonging to 
the flin as fathoert ecienee of the faét; this liw is, how. 
ever, mere fav ourains to the caule of humanity than to the 
temper do imeredis of the merchants who had been engaged in 
this iihuman trathe. 

The town of Brutei earnes on a confiderable trade to Afri- 
cy, tie Woit-Indies, and to different parts of the United States 3 
but hy far the preatet part of the commerce of this State is at 
prele: it carnied on by the inhabitants of the fMounfhing town of 
Providerwe. In Jane. ate, there were belonging to this port, 
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with amachine, which is an improvement on Mr. Arkwright’s; 
and ftrong, fmooth and excellent yarn is thus made both for 
waps and ftockings. The filling of the cotton goods is {pun 
with jennies. In thefe feveral works five carding machines are 
employed, and a calender, conftruéted after the European man- 
atr, Jeans, fuftians, denims, thickfets, velvets, &c. are here 
mnufftured and fent to the fouthern States, Large quantities 
of linen and tow cloth are made in different parts of this State 
for exportation. But the moft confiderable manufaftares in this 
= Sute are thole of iron, fuch as bar and fheet iron, fteel, nail 
ods and nails, implements of hufbundry, ftoves, pots, and other 
boulhold utenfils, the iron work of thipping, anchors, bells, 
&c. The other manufadtures of this State are rum, corn, {pi- 
Fits, chocolate, paper, wool and cotton, curds, &c, belide do- 
meftic manufaures for family ufe, which, in this, in com- 
mon with the other States, amount toa valt {um, which cannot 


be alcertained, 
RELIGION AND CHARACTER, 








The conftitution of this State admits of no religious ¢ftaU) 
ments any farther than depends upon the voluntary cho:ce of ii 
dividuals, all men profelling to believe in one Supreme Being, 
ae equally prote&ed by the laws, and no particular fe can 
chim pre-eminence.

LEARNING AND LITERATURE. 


The literature of this State is confined principally to the 
towns of Newport and Providence, There are tome men of 
learning and abilitics {catered through other towns. The bulk 
of the inhabitants in other parts of the State are involved in 
greater ignorance, perhaps, than in moft other parts of New- 
England. 

At Providence is Rhode-Ifland college. The charter for 
founding this feminary of learning was granted by the general 
affembly of the State, by the naine of the ** Truftces and Fellows 
of the College or Univeifity, in the Englith colony of Rhode- 
Afland and Providence Plantations,"* in 1764, in| confequence 
of the petition of a large number of the moil refpedlable charac- 
ters inthe State. By the charter, the corperation of the college 
cenfifts of two feparate branches, with diftingd, feparate, and 
refpeftive powers.

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“The pittance of time alluted to a collegiate education, can 
ce only to liv the foundation of learning; the fuperftructure 
fiduous attention of after years.

The roof is covered with flate. 

From December 1776, to June 1782, the college edifice was 
ufed by the French and A:ncrican troops for an hofpital and 
barracks, fo that the courfe of education was interrupted during 
that period. No degrees were confeired from 1776 to 1786, 
From 1786, the college again beca:ne regular, and is now very 
flounifhing, containing upwards of fixty ftudents. 

This inftitution 1s under the inftru€tion of a prefident, a pro- 
feflor of divinity, a profeffor of natural and experimental philo- 
fophy, a profeifor of mathematics and aftronomy, a profeffor 
of natural hiftory, and three tutors. The iniitution his a library 
of between two and three thoufand volumcs, containing a valua- 
ble philofophical apparatus. Nearly all the funds of the coleleg 
are at intercft in the treafury of the State, and amount to al:noft 
two thoufand pounds. 

At Newport there is a flourifhing academy, under the diree- 
tion of a re€tor and tutors, who teach the learned langnases, 
Englifh grammer, geography, &c. 


SOCIETIES AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


A marine focicty was eftabiifhed at Newport ino 1752, tar 
the purpule of relieving diftrefled widows and orphans oi 
Maritime brethren, and fuch of their fouciety as may need athi- 
tance, 

The Providence fociety for promoting the ebolition of navery, 
for the relief of perfons unlawfully hell in bondage, and for 
improving the condition of the African recs, commenced in 
1789, and was incorporated the verr futlowine., [hb coniii’s 
of upwards of onc hundred and itty meinbers, part. of whem 
belong to the State of Maffachuletts.

There is no jealoufy om the 
oceafion, nothing lucrative in offieg; any iman in fociety may 
attain to any place in the government; and may exercife' its 
funions, They believe that there is‘nothing more difficult ia 
the management of the affairs of a nation, than the affairs of & - 
family ; that it only requires more hands. They believe qhet 
it is the juggle of keeping up impofitions to blind the eyes off 
the vulgar, that conftitutes the intricacy of flate, Banith the 4 
myfticifm of inequality, and you banith almoft all the evils at- 
tendant on human nature. 

‘The people being habituated to the ele@ion of all kinds of 
officers, the magnitude of the office makes no difficulty in the 
ry officer is chofen with as little commotion as a 
arden.

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Power, habitually in the hands of a whole community, lofes 
Wl the ordinary affociated ideas of power. ‘The exescile of 
power i$ a relative terin; it fuppofes an oppofition, lomc 1aing 
to operate upon, We perceive no exertion of power in the 
motion of thé planctary fyftem, but a very ftrong one in the 
movement of a whirlwind; it is because we fee obitru@ic: ; to 
the latter, bue nome to the former. Whzere the government ig 
Rot in the hands of the people, there you find oppofitinn., you 
perceive two contending interefts, and get an idea of the ¢ xer- 
cie of power ; and whether this power be in the hands of the 
government or of the people, or whether it change from fide 
to fide, it is always to be dreaded. But the word reorce in 
America has a different meaning from what it has in Europe, 
It there means the whole community, and comprehends every 
human creature ; hence it is impoffible but the government muft 
prote& the people, and the people, as a natural confequence, 
fepport thie government as their own legitimate offspring.

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Rain has been known to fallin fach abundance that the earth, 
by meafurement, has received fix, hve inches on a level. in the

$24 degrees, which is the temperature of their ceepett wells, 
and the mean heat af their common foring water, “There are

“Suny mountains dif- 
fers material! from that on the ealt fide. in the fempecrature of 
the air, and the ¢fic&is of che wind upon the weathei, utd in tie 
guaniity of rain and frow whieh fall every vem. ‘Vhe feuth 
weit winds on the weit fice of the mountain are accompanied 
by cold and ran, Vhe temperaure Gf the air is feideun ¢.

mountain.

MEDICINAL SPRINGS, 


The moft noted fprings in this State are thofe of Saratoga - 
they are cight or nine in number, fituated in the margin of a 
marfh, formed by a branch of Kayadaroffora creck, about twelve 
miles weft from the confluence of Fifh creck and Hudion’s 
aiver, They are furrounded bya rock of a peculiar kind, form- 
ed by petrifsétions, One of them, however, more particularly 
atiraéts the aftention; it rifes above the furface of the earth five 
or fix feet, in the form of a pyramid. The aperture in the 
top, which difcovers the water, is perfe@ly cyiindsical, of about 
Mine inches diameter. In this the water is 2b out twele inches 
Below the top, except at the time of its annual ciicharge. which 
%$ commonly in the beginning of fummer., At atl times it ap- 
Pears to be in as great agitation as if boiling ina pet, althouth 
't is extremely cold. The fame appearances obtain in the other 
Prings. except that the furrounding rocks are of diferent figures, 
nel the water flows regularly from them, 

By obfervation and expcriznent, the principal impregnation 
~  ghe water is found to be a foflile acid, which is predominant 
the tafle. Ik is alfo Qrongly impregnated with a fatine fub- 
Free, which is very dilecrnible in the talle of the water, and 
®@ ine tafte and f{meil of the petrified muvter about it. From the

‘The a dire, 
the frecholders in the feveral townihips fhall ‘affemble in 
meetings, on the fir! Tuclday in April annually, and 
nic their own officers, viz. one fupervifor, one town clerk, 
fiom three to feven affeffors, one or more colle&tors, two over- 
fcc.s of the poor, commiifioners of highways, confables, fence- 
vewers, pound-mnafters, &c. thefe are to hold their refpediive 
ces one year, or until others be chofen, This af, which 
rs to have originated from a fpirit of pure republicanifm, 
ne in force the rit dey of April, 1789. It has. a happy 
thiough the State fuch information 
3 as aie calculated to cherith the fpirit of 
ficedom, and to {apport the republican government. The fre- 
quent collection of people in town meetings makes them ac- 
quainted with cach other, and aifimilates their ideas and their 
mnners: their being iavefted with power makes them feel 
their importance, and roulcs their ambition ; their town meet+ 
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ings extend from one river to the other, The length of the 
city on Eaft river is about two miles, but falls much fhort of 
that diftance on the banks of the Hudlun. Its breadth, on an 
average, is nearly three-fourths of a mile, and its circumference 
may be four miles, The plan of the city is not perfettly re- 
gulat, but is laid out with reference to the fituation of the 
ground, ‘he ground which was unoccupied before the peace 
of 1983, was laid out in parallel flreets of convenient width, 
which has had a good cfcét upon the parts of the city lately 
built. The principal Qreets run nearly parallel with the rivers ; 
theie are interfeéted, though not at right angles, by ilrects 
running from river to river. In the width of the ftreets there 
is a great diverfity. Water-ftreet and Pearl-ftreet, (co-devcnt 
Queen-flreet) which occupy the banks of Eaft river, are very 
conveniently fituated for bufinefs, but they are low and too 
narrow, net admitting, in fome places, of walks on the fides 
for foot pailengers. Broad. ftreet, extending from the Exchange 
to City-hall: is fufheiently wide ; this was originally built on 
cath fide of the creek, which penetrated almoft to the City- 
hall; this ftreet is low but pleafant. Bat the me convenient 
and agreesive part of the city is the Bioadwey 3 it begins ata 
point whica ts formed by the junction of the Hudfon and Eaft 
rivers, occupies the height of land between them upen a true 
meridional line, miles gently te the northward, is near feveaty 
feet wide, adorned, where the fort formerly food, (which hus

A want of gnod water is at prefent a great inconvenience to 
the citizens, there being few weils in the city ; molt of the pco- 
ple are Jupplicd every day with freth water, conveyed to their 
doors in cufks, froma pump neat the head of Posrl-flreet, which 
receives it from a {pring almoft a mile fromthe center of the 
city. This well is about twenty feet deep, and four Feet diame- 
ter, The average quantity drawn daily from this remukuable 
‘well is one hundred and ten hogfheads of one hundred and thirty 
gallons cach. In feme hot fummer days two hundred and Gxteen 
hogfheads have been drawn from it, and what is very fagular, 
there are never more or leis than three fect of water in the well, 
The water is foid commonly at three pence a hoghe:d at the 
pump. Scveral propolels huve been inade bv ind: viduals to iup- 
ply the citizens by pipes, but none nave yet been accepted,

were nany of them land jobbers, bent on making their fortunes, 
and being invelted with power to do this, they cither engroffed 
for themfelves, ur patented away to their particular favourites, a 
very great proportion of the whole province, ‘This, as las been 
before obferved, proved an effe&tual bar to population, and of 
courle, according to our prefent hypothefis, has kept down the 
price of linds, and fo prevented improvements in agriculture, It 
ought tu be obferved, in this conneétion, that thefe over-grown 
eftutes could be cultivated only by the hands of tenants, who, 
having no right in the foil, and no certain profpeét of continuing 
upon the farm which they held at the will of their landlord, 
had no motives to make thofe expenfive improvements, which, 
though not immediately predu€tive, would prove very profitable 
in fome future period. The tenant, dependant on his landlord 
for his annual {uppert, confines his views and iinprovercuts to 
the prefent year; while the independent freeholder, tecure of lis 
eflate for himlelf and his fuceetlors, carries his views intu fu- 
turity, and carly lays the foundatien for growing improvement. 
But thele obftactes have been removed, in a reat meatare, by tic 
revolution, The genius of the government of this State, how- 
ever, ftill favours large monopolies of lands, which have fea 
fome years bick been gianted without regard either to quaniny 
er fettlement. The fine fertile country of the Mohawk, an 
Montgomery county, which wes formeily poficfled by Si Wil- 
Ziam Johnfon, and other lind jobbers, who were enemics to the 
eountry, has becu furfeited to the State, and is now folit up inte 
Frechold eftates. and fettling with aftonifhing rapidity. 
The foregoing obfervations will in a great meafure account: for 
2 Fre great neulect of minufactural improvements, Mr, Smith, in his 
Faitery of New-York, more than thirty years ago, obferved, © It 
2S much owing to the ditproportion between tie number of our 
Fadhabitunis, and the valt traéts {till remuining to be fettled, that 
we Tauve not as yet entered upon fearcely any other manufactures 
thar fuch asareindipentably neceflary for our home cunveni- 
ence, This lume caute has operated ever fince ia the lau way, 
(NO agh not of late in the fame dearce. 

“3 icat improvements in agriculture cannot be expected. unicfs 
they are nade by a few individuals who have a particular genius 
For Chat butinels, fo Teng as lands aie plenty and cherp 3 and 
72ND rovements in manuiacluics never precedes, but ansenabdly 
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ported “flax-[eed, cotton-wool, farfaparilla, coffee, indigo, rice, 
pig iron, bar iron, pot afh, pearl afh, tuys, deer thins, log. wood, 
fultic, mahogany, bees-wix, oil, Madeira wine, rum, tar. pitch, 
turpentine, whale fins, fifh, fugars, mol:ffes, fale, tobecco, lard 
&c. but moft of thefe articles are imported for 1e-exportaticn, 
The trade of this State has greatly increafed fince the revolition, 
and the balance is almoft conftantly in its favour. ‘The exports 
to foreign parts, for the year en-ling September 30th, 1791, 
confifting principally of the articles above enumerated, amounted 
totwo million five hundred and fixteen thonfand one hundred 
and ninety-feven dollars, This State owned in 1792 forry-fix 
thoufand fix hundred and twenty-fix tons of fhipping. befides 
which fhe found employment for about forty thoufand tans of to- 
reign veffels.* 

There is an incorporated bank in the city of New-York, be- 
fides a branch of the national bank ; banks are alfo cflabliihed in 
the city of Albany and at Hudfon.

Until the you +754, there was no college in the province of 
New-York, The fhite of literature. at that time, I hall vive iN 
the words of their hiftorian :* © Our ichools are in the loweit 
cider; the inftru@ers want inftru@ton, and threugh a long and 
Thameful neglect of all the arts and fctences, our commen {peech 
Is extremely corrupt, and the evidences of a bad talte, hoth a3 
to thought and language, are viible in all our piccescipss, muh- 
hic and private.” Vis may have beer a ju repreientation at 
the time when it was written; but much attentien has fince 
heen oud to education. ‘There are eight incorporated academics 
in different parts of the State; and we are happy to add, that the 
iegiflature have Isteiv pationized collegiate and academic ccuca- 
ton, by eranting 2 large gratuity to the celicee and academies 12 
tis Sint, winch, in ‘addition to. their former funds, renders 
their enxlovwements handfome, and adequate to their expenditures.

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The college edifice has received no additions fince the peace. 
Vhe funds, exclufive of the liberal grant of the Icgiflature, 
amount to between twelve and thirieen thoufand pounds cur- 
rency, the income of which is fufficient for prefent exigencies. 

This college is now in a thriving ftate, and has about one 
hundred ftudents in the four clafles, befides medical ftudents. 
The officers of inftru€lion and immediate governinent are a pre- 
fident, profeflor of mathematics and natural philofuphy,. a pro- 
felfor of logic and geography, and a profelfor of langusges.— 
A complete medical ichool has been lately annexed to the col- 
lege, and able profeflors appointed by the truitees in every 
branch of that important [{cience, who regularly teach their 
refpe€tive branches with reputation. The number of medical 
ftudents is about fifty, but they are increafing. The library and 
mufeum were deltroyed during the war, The philolophical ap- 
peratus 1s new and complete. 

OF the cight inco: porated academics, one is at Fiathufh, in 
King’s county, on Long-Ifland, four miles from Brooklyn-ferry. 
It is fituated in a pleatint, healthy village. The building is 
Jarge, handfome, and convenient, and is called Evafmus Flall. 
The academy is flourifhing under the care of a principal and 
other fubordinate inftruétors. 

. There is another at Eaft Hampton, on the eaft end of Long- 
Ifland, by the name of Crintox Acavemy. The others are 
an different parts of the State. Befides thefe there are fchools 
eeftablifhed and maintained by the voluntary contributions of the 
parents.

wative, claimed or exercifed by the king of Greu-Britain and 
his predeceffors over the colony cf New-York and its inha- 
bitants, or are repugnant to this conftitution, be, und they 
hereby are, abrogated and reje€ted. And this Convention doth 
farther ordain, that the refulves or refelutions of the congreifes 
of the cotony of New-York and of the Convention of the 
State of New-York now in force, and not repugnant to the 
government cftablithed by this conflitution, fhall be contidered 
as making part of the laws of this State ; fubject, neverthelels, 
to fuch altcrations and provifions as the legiflature of this State 
may, from tims to time, inuke concerning the fame. 

XXXVI. And be it farther ordained, tit all grants of linds 
within this State, made by the king of Great-Britain, or per- 
fons ating under his authority, after the fourteenth day of 
O@ober, one thoufand feven hundred and feventy-five, fail 
be null and void; but that nothing in this conflitution cen- 
tained fhall be conftrued to affett any grants of lind, within 
this State, made by the authority of the hid king or his pre- 
deceffors, or to annul any charters to bodies politic, hy him or 
them, or any cf them, made prior to that day. And that none 
of the faid charters fhall be adjudged to be void fon of 
any non-uler or mil-uler of any of their refpettive rights or 
privileges, between the nincteenth day of April, in the year 
of our Lord one thouland feven hundred and feventy-five, and 
the publication of this conflitution, And further, that all 
fuch of the officers deferived in the faid charters relpcctinely, 
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this Convention, therefore, in the name ane ov the authority 
of the good people of this State deth ordain, deivrmine, and 
declare, that the militia of this State, at all times hereafter, 
as well in peace as in war, fhall be armed and diiciplined, end 
in readinels for fervice. That all fuch of the mbhabitants of 
this Sere, being of the people called Quakers, who, from 
{crupics of conicience, may be averfe to the bearing ef arn 
e therefrom excufed by the legiviture: and do piv to the 
State tuch fums of money in hea ef their verforl service, os 
the fame mev. in the judgment of the leg f:ture, be wots: 
and that # proper magazine of warlike forss, proportionate ta 
the number of inhabitants, he for ever Hereafter at the expert: 
of this State, and by as of the leaifbiure, efuloheds iin- 
tained, and continued in every county in this Sate. 

XLI. And this Convention doth futher ordain, determine,

In 1989, the terflacure of this Srote ceded to the Comman- 
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The ability of the State, therefore, is abundantly competent 
to aid public inftitutions of every kind, to make roads, creét 
bridges, open canals, and to pufh every kind of improvement 
to the moft defirable length. It could be wifhed, that thofe 
citizens who were exiled during the war, and whofe property 
was expofed during its continuance to wanton depredwtions, 
were amply rewarded by a legiflature poffefling fo fully the 
means of dilcriminating this unhappy clafs of infferers, and 
making them compeniation for their voluntary facrifices, we are 
mot without hope that this will foon be the cate.

By official returns of the militia of this State, made to the 
governor by the adjutant-general, it appears that the total num. 
her in 1789, was forty-two thoufand fix hundred and feventy- 
pine; 1790—forty-four thoufand two hundred and fifty-nine. 
a7gi—fifty thoufand three hundred and ninety-nine. Bcfides 
thefc, there are as many as five or fix thouland of the militia i. 
ahe new fetthements, who are not yet organized.

Beginning at a place commonly 
known by the name of Canada creck, about feven miles welt 
of Fort Stanwix, now Fort Schuyler, thenee north-callwardly to 
the linc of the province of Quebec; thence along the faid line 
to the Penntylvania line; thence caft on the faid line, Pennilviva- 
nia line, to the line of property, fo called by the State of New- 
York ; thence along the faid line of property to Canada creek 
aforefaid. And on the 18th of January, 1788, the fame perfons 
obiained a leafe of the Oneida Indians for nine hundred and 
ninety-nine years, ona rent relerved for the firft year, of twelve 
hundred dollars, and increafing at the rate of one hundied dol- 
lars a year, until it amounts to one thoufand five hundred dollars, 
of all the tra& of land commonly called the Oncida country, 
except a refervation of feveral truéts fpecified in the leafe. But 
thefe leafes having been obtained without the confent of the 
legiflature of the State, the Senate and Aifembly, in their fef- 
fion, March 1788, refolved, “‘ That the faid Icafes are purchales 
of lands, and thercfore, that by the conftitution of this State, 
the faid leafes are not binding on the faid Indians, and are not 
valid.” Since this a treaty has been concluded with the faid 
Indians, the bargain of the leafes annulled, and all the country 
purchafed of the natives, except a refervation to the Oncidas, 
Cayugas, and Onondagas, defined by certain marks and boun- 
darics. 

In confequence of the appearance of a rupture between Ame- 
rica and England in 1794, Congrels voted fupplies for raifing 
fortifications in moft of the principal {ca-ports—The Legiflature 
of New-York granted a confiderable fum in addition to what 
fell to the fhare of the State. Fortifications have fince been 
carried on to a contiderable extent on Governors, and other 
{mall Ifands which commands the entrance to the city of New- 
York. When the intended well conftru&ted works are com. 
pleted, it will be dangerous for fhips of war to approach; and 
the citizens will feel themfelves perfeétly caly With refpe& to 
foreign invafion, 
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he frft lands that are difcovered by mariners, as they come 
pon the coaft, They rife about fix hundred feet above the 
furface of the water.

Raritan river is formed by two confiderable ftreams, called 
the north and fouth branches; one of which has its fource 
an Morris, the other in Hunterdon county. It paffes by Brunf- 
wick and Amboy, and mingles with the waters of the Arthur 
Kiil found, and helps to form the fine harbour of Amboy, It 
is a mile wide at its mouth, two hundred and fifty yards at 
Brunfwick, and is navigable about fixteen miles, It is fup- 
poled that this river is capable of a very fteady lock navigation, 
as high as the junftion of the north and fouth branches ; and 
thence up the fouth branch to Grandin’s bridge in Kingwood. 
‘Thence to Delaware river is ten or twelve mcs, It is fup- 
poled a portage will be here cftablifhed by a turnpike road: or 
the waters of the Raritan may be united with thole of tne 
Delaware, by a canal from the fouth branch of the Raritan to 
Mufconetcony river, which empties into the Delaware, or from 
Lapoolong creck, a water of the Raritan, emptying at Grandin’s 
bridge, and Neceflackaway, a water of the Delaware. It is 
fuppofed alfo that an inland navigation from Philadelphia to 
New-York may be effefted by proceeding up the Afanpink, a 
water of the Delaware, cmptying at Trenton, towards Prince- 
tons and from thence by a canal to the Millitone, a water of 
the river, to New-Brunfwick. 

At Raritain hills, through which this river paffes, is a {mal} 
calcade, where the water falls fifteen or twenty feet, very 
romantically, between two rocks, This river oppefie to 
Brunfwick is fo fhallow, that it is fordable at low water with 
horfes and carriages, but a little below it decpens fo faft thet 
atwenty gun fhip may ride fecurely at any time of tide. The 
tide, however, aiics fo high, that large fhellops pafs a mule 
above the ford; fo that it is no urcommon thing to fee veffels 
of confiderable burden riding at anchor, and « number of large 
river craft lying above, fome dry, and others on their beam 
ends for want of watcr, within gunfhet of each other. 

Bridges have fatcly been creed, und are now nearly cr 
quite completed (agreeably to laws of the Stare paifed for that 
purpofe) over the Paffaik, Hackiafack, ana Raritia rivers, on the 
poft road between New-York and Philadeiphia, Thefe bridges 
will greaily ficilitzte the intercourfs between thief: toa great 
cities, 
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fandy lands yicld an immenfe quantity of bog iron ore, which 
is worked up to great advantage, in the iron works in thefe 
counties. There are large bodies of falt meadow along the 
lower part of the Delaware river and bay, which afford a plen- 
tiful pafture for cattle in fummer, and hay in winter; but the 
flics and mufketoes frequent thele meadows in large fwarms, 
in the months of June, July, and Auguft, and prove very 
troublefome beth to man and beaft. In Gloucefter and Cum- 
berland countics are feveral large traéts of banked meadow. 
Their vicinity to Philadelphia renders them highly valuable. 
Along the fea coaft the inhabitants fubfft principally by feeding 
cattle on the falt meadows, and by the fifh of various kinds, 
fuch as rock, drum, fhad, perch, &e. black turtle, erabs, and 
eyfters, which the fea, rivers and crecks afford in great abun- 
dance. They raife Indian corn, rye, potatocs, &c. but not 
for exvortation. Their fwamps afford lumber, which is eafily 
conveyed to a good market. The fugar muple tree is common 
in Suflex county upon the Delaware. 

In the hilly and mountainous parts of the State, which are 
not too recky for cultivation, the foul ts uf a fronger kind, 
and covered in its natural fliic with flately oaks, hichories, 
chefnuts, &c. and when cultivated produces wheat, ryc, Lndiaff 
corn, buck wheat, oats, barley, flax, and fruits of all kinds 
common to the climate. The land in this hilly country is 
good for grazing, ind farmers feed great numbers of cattle for 
New-York and Philadelphia markets; and many of them keep 
large dairies, as there are large tra¢ts of fine meadows beiween 
the hiils. 

The orcherds in many parts of the State equal any in the 
United States, and their eyder is faid and not without reafon, 
to be the beft in the wold. It is pretty certain, that it cannot 
be furpaffed in goodnets. 

The markets of Now-York and Philadelphia receive a very 
confiderable preportion of their fupphes from the contiguous 
parts of New. Jeriey. Aud it is worthy of remark, that thefe 
contiguous parts are exceedingly well calculated, as to the 
mature and ferulity of their iotls, to afford thele fupplics ; 
and the intervention of a great mumiber of niviguble rivers and 
ereeks renders it very convenicnt to nurket tech produce, 
Thefe fupphes contiil of vegetables of many kinds, apples, 
pears, peaches, plusas, ftrawberties, cherries, aud ether fics: 
cyder in large quantities, and of the helt qustity; butter, 
cheelc, beet, pork, mutton, and the lefler meats,

thicknefs of two pennies, and three feet fquars, on an average, 
have been taken from hetween the rocks, within four fect cf 
the furface, in fevers] parts of the hill. At about fifty or 
fixty feet deep, they came to a body of fine folid ore in the 
midft of this bluifh vein, but between rocks of a white 
flinty ‘{par, which, however, was worked out in a few days, 
Thefe works lie now wholly negleéted, although the vein when 
left, wasricher than ever it had been, There was alio a very rich 
vein of copper ore difcovered et Rocky Hill, in Somerfet county, 
waich has alfo been negic&ed from the heavy expence attending 
the working of it. There have been various attempts made to 
fearch the hills beyond Boundbrouk, Known by the naine of Van 
Horne's mountain, but thefe for the fame reafon are now neglected. 
This mountain difcovers the greateft appearance of copper ore of 
any place in the State; it may be picked up on the furface of many 
parts of it; A fmclting-furnace was erc&ed before the revolution, 
in the neighbourhood, by two Germans, who were making very 
confiderable profit on their work, until the Britith deftroyed it in 
the beginning of the war. The inhabitants made it worth their 
while by colleéting the ore from the furface, and by partially dig- 
ging into the lull, to fupply the furnace, Befides, a company 
opencd a very large fhaft on the fide of the hill, from which allo 
a great deal of valuable ore and fome virgin copper were taken, 
Two lumps of virgin copper were found here in the ycar 1734, 
which weighed one thouland nine hundred pounds.” 

A lead-rmine has been ditcovered in Hopewell townfhip, four 
miles from Trenton, There is faid to be coal on Raritan river, 
below Bruniwick, and at Pluckemin j and turf in Bethlehem, at 
@he head of its fouth branch ; and alto at Springheid on Raway 
wiver, which is remarkabic for mill teats, 

In the upper part ef the county of Morris i$ a cold mineral 
pring, which is frequented by valeiudinarians, and its waters 
Biave been uled with very confiderable fuccefs, In the townthip 
@f Hanover, in this county, on a ridge of hills, are a number of 
swells, which regularly ebb and flow adout fix feet, twice in every 
Qwenty-four hours, Thefe wells are nearly forty umes from the 
fea in a ftraight line. Inthe coumy of Cape May ts 2 forng of

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TRENTON, 


‘Trenton is one of the largeft towns in New-Jerley and the 
<apital of the State, Itis fituated on the north-caft fide of the 
xiver Delaware, oppofite the falls, nearly in the center of the 
State from north to fouth, in latitude 4o® 15°, and ahout 20! eat 
of the Meridian of Philadelphia. The river is not navigable 
above thefe falls, except for boats which will carry fiom five to 
feven hundred bufiiels of wheat. This town, with Ldémberton, 
swhich joins it on the fouth, contains upwards of two hundred 
hhoules, befidles public buildings.—HHere the Icegiflature ftatealy 
wnects, the fupreme court fits, and moft of the pubiic vilices are 
dept. The inhabitants have lately erefled a handfome court 
houle one hundred feet by fifty, with a Temi-hexagon at ezch end, 
ever which is to be a balluflrade. In the neighbaurnood of this 
pilealant town are feveral gentlemen’s feats, finely ittueted on 
the banks of the Delaware, and ornamented with tafte and cise 
Bance, This town, being a thoroughfare between the caller: 
Parts of the Stare and Philadelphia, has a confiderable uilaud 
trade, 


BY RLINGTON CITY, 


Burlington extends three miles along the Delaware, and one 
waiic back, at right angles, into the county of Burlington, and 
is twenty miles above Philadelphia by water, and teventcen by 
Qand. The ifland, which is the moft populous part of the city, 
Zsa mile and a quarter in length, and three quarters of a mic 
3m breadth. It has four entrances over bridges and cauleways, 
and a quantity of bank meadow adjoining. On the lind are 
about one hundred and fixty houles, and feveral public buridings;

@re conveniently fpacious, and moflly ornamented with trees 
in the fronts of the houfes, which are regularly ananged.

RRUNSWICK CITY, 


Brunfwick city was incorporated in 1784, and is fituated on 
the fouth-weft iide of Raritan river, over which a fine bridge has 
lutely beer: built, wvelve miles above Amboy, It contains about 
two hundred houles, and more than two theufand inhabitants, ons. 
half of whom are Dutch, Its fituation is low and unpleafant, be- 
ing on the bank ofa river, and under a high hill which rifes at 
back of the town, The ice, at the breaking up of the river 
am winter, frequently lodges on the fhallow fording place juft 
eppofie the town, and forms a temporary dam, which occafions 
the water to rile many feet above its ufual height, and fometimes 
to overflow the lower floors of thofe houfes which are not guard- 
ed agzin{t this inconvenience by having their foundations ele- 
vated. The ftrects are raifed and paved with ftone; The wa- 
ter in the {prings and wells is in general bed. The inhabit- 
auts are beginning to build on the hill above the town, whi¢h 
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is very pleafant, and commandsa very agrecable profpe&. The 
citizens have a confiderable inland trade, and fevcral {mall vetlels 
telonging to the port. 

PRINCE TOWK. 


Prince town isa pleafant village, of about cighty houfes, fifty- 
two miles from New-York, and forty-two from Philadelphia. Its 
public buildings are a large college edifice of flune, and a Prefby- 
gerian church built of brick, Its ftuation is remarkably healthy, 


ELIZABETH-TOWN, 


Elizabeth-town is fifteen miles from New-York. Its fituation 
is pleafant, and its foil cqual in fertility to any in the State. In 
the compact part of the town there are about one hundred and 
fifty houfes. The public buildings are a very hand{ome Prefby- 
terian brick church lately built,* an Epifcopal church alto of brick, 
and an academy. This is one of the oldeft towns in the State. 
Te was purchafed of the Indians as carly as 1604, and was fetiled 
foon after, 


NEWARKe 


Newark is nine miles from New-York. It is a handfome 
flourifhing town, about the fize of Flizabeth-town, and has twa 
Prefbvterian churches, one of which is of flone, and ts the largctt 
and moit elegant building in the State, Befides thefe there isan 
epifcopal church, a court houfe, and a gaol, This town is cele- 
brated for the excellence of its cyder, and ts the teat of the lareeft 
fhac manufaétory in the State: the average muaber made daily 
throughout the year, is cftimated at about two huudred pair. 


POPULATION, 


In 1945. there were fixty-one thoufand four hundred and three 
inhabitants in this State, of which four thoufind fix hundred and 
fix were flaves : in 1789, the number was forty-feven thoufand 
three hundred and fixty-nine, of which three thoufund nine 
hundred and cighty-one were flaves, 

In 1584, a cenfus of the inhabitants was made by order of tz 
legiflature, when they amounted to one hundred end forty thou- 
fund four hundred and thity-five, of which ten thonfand five 
hundred and one were blacks: of thefe blacks, one chouland

crcale of population in this Stite, fince 1748, has been two thou- 
fand fix hundred aad thirty, exclufive of emigraiions, which, fince 
178 9, have been numerous to the country weft of the Alicgany 
mountains, Thele emisrations will leffun in provertion as the 
inhabitants turn their attention to imanufedtures. 


RELIGION AND CHARACTER. 


There are in this State iheut fifty Prefbvtet'.n congregations, 
fubje& to the care of thivoe Piclbyteries, wiz. Phat or New-York, 
of New-Biuntwick and Vialadelphie. A part of the charge of 
New-York and Pacadelphia Predbytenes hes in New Jerlev, and 
pare in their own telpeclive States. 

Befides thele, there are unwards of forty congreeations of 
Friends, thirty of the Baprift,, ewenty-five of Epifcopalians, 
twenty-eisht of Datch Reformed, belides Methodius and a fet- 
tlement of Moravians. 

All thefe religious denominations Live together in peace and 
harmony, and worfhip Almighty God agreesbiv to the di¢tates of 
their own conf{ctences; they are not compelled to attend or fup- 
port any worfhip contrary to their own faith and judgmen:, All 
proteftant inhabitants of peaceable behaviour are eligible tu the ci- 
wil offices of the State. 

Many circumftances concur to render the chara@er of the tn. 
habitants various in different parts of the State. “They area 
collettion of Low Dutch, Germans, Englifh, Scorch, Trifh, and 
New-Englanders, or their delcendants. Nationa: attac’: sent and 
mutual convenience have generally induced theie feveral Kinds 
of people to fettle together in a body, and in this way their pe- 
cular national manners, cuftoms and charaéters, are Mill prelerv- 
ed, cipeciully among the poorer clafs of people, who have Lule 
intercourle with anv but thofe of their own nation, cHgion, 
although its tendency is to unite people in thole thigs that are 
effential to happinels, occafions wide differences as to weauness, 
cufloms, and even chara&er, The Pre{bytenan, the Queker, the 
Epticopalian, the Baptift, the German and Low Dute'y Calvin- 
it, the Methodift andthe Moravian, have each then diitingusih- 
ing charaéteriftics, cither in their worflup, their difeipline, or 
their drefs, Vhere is ftill another charactertitical aiftcrence, 
diftiné& from cither of the others, which aries tom the inter- 
courfe of the inhabitants with different States. The people in 
Weit-Jerfey trade to Philadelphia, end of courte timtate their 
fashions and imbibe their manners. die arciabatuats of Lait. 
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eredits are more eafily obtained, and a better and quicker mer- 
ket is found for produce than could be expeéted in towns leis 
populous and flourifhing. Thefe and other caules of the tame 


kind have hutherto rendered abortive the encouragements heid | 


out by the legilature. 

The crticles exported, befides thofe already mentioned, are 
wheat, flour, horfes, live cattle, hams, whiésh are eclebrated as 
being among the beit in the world, lumber, flax-feed, Icather, 
iron in great quant:Ues, in pigs and bars, and formerly copper 
ore; but the mines have not been worked fince the cammencc- 
ment of the lite war. The imports confift chicfly of Well- 
India goods, 

The manufictures of this State have hitherto been very 
meonhiderable, not fufficient to fupply its own confumption, 
if we except the articles of iron, nails and leather. A [pirit 
of induftry and improvement, particularly in manufuétures, has, 
however, greatly increafed in the four laft years. Moft of the 
families in the country, and many in the populous towns, are 
clothed in {trong, cecent homefpun ; and it is a happy circum- 
ftance for the country, that this plain American dreis is every 
day growing more fafhionable, not only in tits but in all the 
States, 

In Trenton, Newark and El:zsbeth-Town are feveral very 
valuable tan-ytids, where leather in large quantities, and of an 
excelent quality, is made and exported to the neighbouring 
markets, Steel was manufettured at Trenton in the time of the 
war, but nc: corfiderably fince. 

In Glouceiter county is a glals-houfe. | Paper-milis and nail- 
manufedteries are ereGed and worked to good advantage in 
feveral parts of the State. Wheat alio ts mannie€tured into 
Nour, and Indiin corn into nieal, to good account, in the 
weftern counties, where wheat isthe flapie commodity, Bus 
the iron manufadture is of all others the greaielt feurce of 
wealth to the State. Jron works ure erected in Glouccher, 
Burlington, Suliex, Morris, and other counties, The inoaun- 
tains in the county of Morris give rile to a number of ftreams 
neceffary ane convenient for theie works, and at the fume time 
furnifh a coptous fupply of woed and ore of a fupertor qua- 
dity. In this county alone are no lefs than feven rich ircn 
mines, flom winch mistit be taken ore fulicient to fupnly the 
United States ; and to work it into tren are two furnaces, two 
solling and fitting mills, and about thirty forges, containing 
from two to fenr fires eich, Thefe works produce annually 


avont five hundred and forty tons of bar iron, cigh’ Lrondacd 


ciation have fince taken the proper meafures to carry into effet 
their extenfive plan, They have fixed on the Great Falls ii 
Paffaik river, and the ground adjoining, for the ereétion ¢ 
mills, and the town, which they call Paterfon, in honér of the 
prefent governor of New-Jerfey. Every advantage appears 
be concentrated in this delightful fituation, to make it 
the moft eligible in the United States for the permanent” 
blithinent of manufaétures, Already a Jarge fum of money has 
been expended, and the works are in forwardnefs, ‘ ( 
Although the bulk of the inhabitants in this State are farmers, — 
yet agriculture has not been improved (a few inftances exeey 
ed) to that degree, which from long experience we might 
onally expef, and which the fertility of the foil, in many — 
places, iccms to encourage, A great part of the inhabitants 
Dutch, who, although they are in general neat and 
farmers, have very little enterprife, and feldam adopt any new 
improvements in hufbandry, beeaw(e, through habits and want 
of education'to expand and) liberalife their minds, they think — 
their old modes of tilling the beft, Indeed, this is the cale 
the great body of the common people, anid proves almoft 
furmountable obftacle to agricultural improvements, 
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LITERATURE, IMPROVEMENTS, &c. 


There are two colleges in New-Jerfey; one at Prince town, 
called Naffau-Hall ; the other at Brunfwick, called Queen’s 
College. The college at Prince town was firft founded by 
charter from John fJamilton, Ffq. Prefident of the Council, 
about the year 1738, and enlarged by Governor Belcher in 
1747. The charter delegates a puwer of granting to “ the 
fludents of faid college, or to any others thought worthy of 
them, all fuch degrees as are grinted in cithe: of the univerfi- 
ties, or any other college in Creat-Britain.” It has twenty- 
three truftees. ‘The governor of the State, and the prefident of 
the college are ex cfictis, two of them. It has an annual in- 
Come of about nine hundred pounds currency, of which two 
hundred pounds arife from funded public fecurities and lands, 
and the reft from the fees of the ftudents. 

The prefident of the college is alfo profeffor of cloquence, 
Criticifm and chronology. The vice-prefident is alfo profeffur of 
divinity and moral philofophy. There is alfo a profeffor of 
mathematics and natural philofophy, and two mafters of langua- 
mes. The four claffes in college contain commonly from feventy 
to one hundred ftudents. There isa grammar-fchool of about 
twenty feholars, connc&ed with the college, under the fuper- 
Antendance of the prefident, and taught fometimes by a fenior 
Acholar, and fometimes by a graduate. 

Before the war, this college was furnifhed with a philofo- 
phical apparatus, worth five hundred pounds, which (except 
the elegant orrery conftru@ed by Mr. Rittenhoufe) was almoft 
entirely deftroyed by the Britifh army in the late war, as was 
alfo the library, which now confifts of between two and three 
thoufand volumes, 

The college edifice is handfomely built with ftone, and is one 
hundred and eighty fect in length, fifty-four in breadth, and 
four ftories high, and is divided into forty-two convenient cham- 
bers for the accommodation of the ftudents, befides a dining- 
hall, chapel, and room for the lilrary, Its fituation is elevated, 
and excecdingly pleafant and healthful. It is remarkable, that 
Rince the removal of the ccllege to Prince town, in 1756, there 
have been but five or fix deaths among the ftudents. ‘The view 
From the college balcouy 1s extenfive and charming. 
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is therefore much to be regretted that the legiflature do not 
take up this fubje¢t, and adupt fuch method of fupporting pub- 
lic {chools as has been pru&ifed upon with vihble good fuccefs 
in fome of the New-England States, 

There is a medical fociety in this State, confifting of about 
thirty of their moft refpe@able phyficians, who meet twice a 
year, No perfon is admitted to the praétice of phyfic without 
a licence from the fupreme court, founded on a certificate from 
this fociety, or at leaft two of its members, teftifving his fill 
and abilities, It is remarkable, that in the county of Cape 
May no regular phyfician has ever found fupport. Medicine 
has been adminiftered by women, except in fome extraordi- 


hary cales. 


CONSTITUTION. 


The following is the conftitution of this State : 

Whereas all the conftitutional authority ever poffeffed by the 
kings of Great-Britain over thefe colonics, or their other domi- 
nions, was by compaé derived from the people, and held of 
them for the common intereft of the whole fociety, allegiance 
and proteétion are, in the nature of things, reciprocal ties, each 
equally depending upon the other, and liable to be diffolved by 
the other’s being refuled or withdrawn, And whereas George 
the Third, King of Great-Britain, has refufed prote@ion to the 
good people of thele colonics; and, by affenting to fundry 2&s 
of the Britifh Parliament, attempted to fubje& them tuo the abfo- 
lute dominion of that body; and has allo made war upon them 
in the moft crucl and unnatural manner, for no other caule thau 
afferting their sult rights ; all civil authority under him is necef- 
farily at an end, and a diffolutien of government in cach colony 
has contequently tahen place. 

And whereas in the prefent deplorable fituation of thefe co- 
lonies, expofed to the fury of a crucl and relentlefs enemy, 
fome form of government ts abfolutely necefary, not only for the 
prefervation of good order, but alfo the more effettually to 
unite the people, and enable them to exert their whole force in 
their own neceilarv defence; and as the honourable the Cunti- 
nental Congres, the fupreme council of the American cclonies, 
has advifed fuch of the colonies us have not yet gone into the 
meafure, to adopt for themfelves refpectively fuch government 
as fhall beft conduce to their own happinels and fafetyv, and the 


well-being of America i general; we, the repreiontatives cf 
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time or times to be by them appointed, and made known to the 
people by advertifements. 

~ XV. That the laws of the colony fhall begin in the following 
flile, viz. Be it enudfed by the Council end General Affembly of this 
colony, and tt is heresy ensded by authority of the fame: that all 
commiffions granted by the governor or vicc-prefident fhall 
run thus, Ths celony of New- Ferfey, to A. B. &c. greeting ; and 
that all writs fhall l:kewiie run in the name of the colony: and 
that all indi&ments fhall conclude in the following manner, 
viz, Agcinft the peace of this colony, the government and dignity of 
the fume, 

XVI. That all criminals fhall be admitted to the fame pri- 
vileges of witnefles and countel, as their profecutors are or fhail 
be entitled to. 

XVII. That the eftates of fuch perfons as fhall deftroy their 
own lives fhall not, for that offence, be forfeited, but fhall 
defeend in the fame manner as they would have done, had fuch 
perfuns died in the natural way; nor fhall any article which 
may occalion accidentally the death of any one, be henceforth 
deemed a deodand, or in any wite forfcited on account of tuch 
misfortunes. 

AVIIT. That no perfon fhall ever within this colony be de- 
prived of the ineftimavle privilege of werfhipping Almighty 
God in a manner agrecable to the di@utes of his own con{cience ; 
nor under any pretence whatever be compelled to attend any 
place of worfhip, contrary to his own faith and judgement; nor 
fh.ll any perion within this colony ever be obliged to pay tithes, 
faxes, or any other rates, for the purpoic of building or repair- 
$:g any other church or churches, place or places of worfhip, 
or for the maintenance of any miniiter or miniilry, contrary to 
what he believes to be right, or hes deliberately or voluntauly 
engaged himteif to perform, 

AIX. Vhet there fhall be no eftablifhment of any one reli- 
gious &@ in this province, in preference to snother: and that 
no Pretettant inhabitant of this colony fh:ll be denied the en- 
jeyment of any civil right, meicly on account of his relig:ous 
principles; but that cil perlons, profefiing a betief in the faith 
of any Proteftant fe&, who fhall demean themfelves peaceably 
wnder the government as hereby eftablithed, fhall be capable of 
being cletted’ into any ofice of profit or tuft, or being a mem- 
ber of cither branch of the legiileture ; and {hail fully and freely 
enjoy every privilege and imiaunity enjoyed by others their fel- 
dow lubjctts. 
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XXL. That every perfon who fhall be eleéted as sforefaid 
to be a member of the Legiflative Council or Houle of Affembly, 
fall, previous to his taking his feat in Council or Affembly, 
tuke the following oa:h or affirmation, viz. 

“1 A. B, do tolemnty declare, that as a member of the Legif- 
lative. Cuuncil or Alfeinbly, as the cafe may be, of the colony 
of New-Jerfey, I wall not affent to any lw, vote, or proceed- 
ing, which fhall appear to me injurious to the public welfare of 
faid colony ; nor that fhall annul or repeal that part of the third 
S.Gtion in the charter of this colony, which eflablithes that the 
elections of members of the Legifative Council and Affembly 
fail be annual; nor that part of the twenty-fecond fection ia 
faid chatter, refpe€ing the trial by jury, nor that fhall annul, 
repeal, or alter any part or parts of the cightcenth or nineteenth 
t-Qions of the fainc.”” 

And any perfon or pcrfons who fhall be cleéted as aforefaid, 
as hereby impowered to adminifter to the laid members the faid 
oath or affirmation, v7 

Provided always, that it is the true intent and megning of this 
congrels, that if a reconciliation between Great-Britain in thele 
colonies fhould tke place, and the liter be taken again under 
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the proteétion and government of the crown of Britain, this 
charter fhall be null and void, otherwife to remain firm and 
inviolable, 


COURTS OF JUSTICE, LAWS, &c. 


The courts of Juftice in this State are, firft, Juftices Courts. 
A competent number of perfons are appointed in each county 
by the Council and Ailembly in joint meeting, who are called 
juftices of the peace, and continue in ofhce five years; who, 
befides being confervators of the pcace, agrecably to the Englifh 
laws, arc authorized to hold courts for the trial of caufes under 
twelve pounds. From this court, perfons aggrieved may appeal 
to the quarter feflions. 

Secondly, Courts of Quarter Seffions of the Peace are held 
quarterly in every county, by at leaft three of the juftices, 
This court takes cognizance cf breaches of the peace, and is 
generaily regulated by the rules of the Englifh law. 

Thirdly, Courts of Common Pleas, which are held quarterly 
by judges appointed for that purpofe, in the fame manner as the 
juftices of the peace, and who are commonly of thcir number, 
and hold their commilfions five years. This court may be held 
by a fingle judge, and has cognizance of demands to any amount, 
and is conftruéted on, and governed by the principle of the 
Englith laws, 

Fourthly, Supreme Courts, which are held four times in a 
vear, at Trenton, by three judges appointed for that purpofe, 
who hold their offices three years ; but one judge only is necci- 
firy to the holding this court. ‘This court has cognizance of all 
ations, both civil and criminal, throughout the Sete, having 
the united authority of the courts of king’s bench, cominen pleas, 
and exchequer in England. The courts of cyer and terminer 
and nifi prius, commonly held once a year im each county, for 
the trial of caufes arifing in the county, and brought co iilue in 
the fupreme court, are properly branches of this court, and are 
held by one of the judacs of it, except that in the courts of oye1 
and terminer, fome of the gentlemen of the county are always 
added in the commifhon as afliftants to the yudge; but they can- 
not hold the court without him. 

Fifthly, Orphan's Courts, lately eftablifhed by aé of Atlembty, 
are held by the judges of the count of common pleats, ex efiessy 
and have cognizance of all matters tolitiny to wills, admin Riri. 
tions, &c,

‘The military firength of New-Jerfey confifts of a militia, of 
between thisty and forty thoufand men, 

‘This State was the feat of war for feveral years, during the 
conielt betw cen Great-Britain and America, Her loffes both of 
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en and property, in proportion to the population and wealth 
F the St-ie, was greater than any other of the thirteen States. 
Vhea General Wafhington was retreating through the Jerfeys, 
moft forlaken by all others, her militia were at all times obe- 
ient to his orders; and for a confidersble length of timc, com- 
ofed the ftrength of his army. ‘There is hardly a town in 
ve State that lay in the progrefs of the Britifh army, that was 
at rendered fignal by fome enterprize or exploit. At Trenton 
te enemy received a check, which may be {id with juftice to 
ave turned the tide of war, At Prince town, the fet of the 
wufes, they received another, which, united, obliged them to 
stire with precipitation, and take refuge in difgraccful winter 
uarters, But whatever honor this State might derive from 
1e relation, it is not our bufinefs to enter upon an ctherwife 
nprofitable defcription of battles or fieges; we leave this to 
ve pen of the hiftorian, whole obje@ is to furnifh a minute 
etail of every occurring circumftance, snd only obferve in 
eneral, that the many military achievements performed by the 
erfey foldicrs, give this State one of the firft ranks among her 
ers in a military view, and entitle her to a fhare of praife in 
he accomplifhment of the late glorious revolution, that bears 
© proportion to her fizs.

Hifpaniola, Porto Rico, Martinique, Guadaloupe, Bzibadoes, 
and Trinidad, till it reached the coall of America, and formed 
the fhores which bounded the acean, and guarded the country 
behind ; that, by fome convulfon or fheck of nature, the fea 
had broken through thele mounds, and del:iged that vaft plain, 
till it reached the foot of the Andes; that being there heaved 
tp by the trade winds, always blowing from one quarter, it had 
found its way Lack, as it continues to do, threugh the guloh 
between Florida and Cuba, cursing with it the loom and faud 
it mas have feooped fieen the countay it had occupied. part of 
which it may heave depchted on the fhores of North-America, 
and which part formed the banks of Newfoundiand, But thele 
are only the vifious of fancy.’* 

In the neighbourhned of Reading is a fpring about f urteen 
feet deep, and about an hundred feet {qusre ; a fult mitl tircam 
itTued from it; the waters ere clear and fui of fh of different 
kinds. From appearances, it is probable that th’s fpring is the 
outiet of avery conficersble river, which a mile and an_ half 
or two miles above this plece, finks into the carth, and is spe 
parently conveyed to this outlet, in a fubterraneous channel.

and fogs appear, on afcending, to be condenfed at the head of 
this great alembic, and the mere volatile parts to be carried oT 
through the aperture communicating with the exterior air be-

Ona high hill, near the Tyoga river, a little to the fouth- 
ward of the line which divides New-York from) Pennfylvatis, 
are the remains of an ancient fortification. The ferm of it is 
circular, and it is encompafled with an entrenchment ; the en.

Thas the well-jadged policy: 
for the fettlement of all their 
benevolence, and their wifhes to 
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is yet to be fkimmned, It is therefore a moft pleafing fad, that 
they have in this State the full-fized and complete movements 
or works of a water mill and machinery, to fliver rove and 
{pin flax and hemp into threads or yarns, fit for linen of thirty 
cuts tou the pound, or any coarfer kind, fheetings, towelling, fail 
cloth, ofnaburghs, twine, and the ftrains or yarns for cordage, 
The fame machinery is calculated for the roving or preparings 
and {pinning of combed wool into worfted yarn. They have 
allo the movements and complete machinery of Sir Richard 
Arkwright’s water mill for {pinning yarns of cotton. And 
though the climate of this State is not fit for cultivating that raw 
matciial, yet cotton can be raifed with profit in every State in 
the Union fouthward of Pennfylvania, and imported from the 
Eaft and Weft Indies. 

It is certain that this extraordinary capacity of the country 
fer mechanical works has cither called forth, in an unufual 
degree, the mechanical powers of the human mind, cr that 
Providence has bellowed upon the people of this and the filter 
States an uncommon portion of this talent, which its nzture 
and fituation require, Ritrexnouse and Fraxxiin ftand 
unrivalied in inechanical philofophy : and thofe who know the 
country are well informed, that to thele two great names we 
could add a cunfiderable lift of philofophical and pra€lical me- 
chanics, in a variety of branches. 

So muny of the necefflary and convenient arts and trades 
depend upon the plenty and cheapnefs of fuel, that it appears 
proper to take notice of this article. Till the revolution, the 
dependence of the people was almoft entirely upon wood fuel, 
of which, in the moft populous places, there is ftili a great 
abundance, and in all interior fituations immenfe quantities ; 
but the increale of manufuétures has occaftoned the inhabitants 
to turn their attention to coal: of this uleful fofil, Providence 
has given them very great quantities in the middle and weftern 
country. In the vicinity of Wyoming, on the Sufquehannah, 
is one bed of the open burning kind, and of the moit intenfe 
heat. On the head waters of Schuylkill and Lehigh are fome 
confiderable bodies. At the head of the weftern branch of 
Safquehsnnah is a moft extenfive body, which ftretchcs over 
the country fouth-weltwardly, fo as to be found in the greatelt 
pienty at Fitfburgh, where the Allegany and Yougnicgeny 
unite, 2nd form the head of the Ohie. All the coal has hither- 
to been accidcurelly found on the furface of the earth, or diico- 
vered in the digsing of coinmon cellars, fo that when the woed

oesee: Paper mills, gunpowder mills, 

and flitting mills, printing figured goods of paper, linen, 
cotton, coach making, book printing, potterers, and fever = 
ether branches, are wonderfully advanced, and every month = 
feems to extend the old manufa@ures, or to introduce new 
ones. There are upwards of fifty paper mills in Pennfylvania 
which work materials of no intrinfic value. The manufaGures 
from the mills are computed at two hundred and fifty thoufand 
dollars. The hands employed in them do not exceed three 
hundred. It is calculated that their paper mills alone indemnify 
them for five-cights of their quota of the expenfes of the gene- 
ral government, and the intereft of the public debt. 

The advancement of the agriculture of Pennfylvania is the 
beft proof that can be given of the comfort and happinefs it 
ffords to its farming, manufa@turing, and trading citizens, In 
e year 1786, their exports of flour were one hundred and 
fty thoufand barrels, exclufive of many other articles; in 1787 
they were two hundred two thoufand barrels; in 1788, they 
were two hundred and twenty thoufand barrels; and in 1 
they were three hundred and fixtysnine thoufand fix hundred 
and cighteen barrels, which exceeds any export ever made 
in the times of the province or in the times of the common- 
wealth, Since that period they have increafed in a like pro 
portion, The produce of flax is increafed in a much greater 
degree, and that of wool is confiderably more than it was before

the revolution. A new article is likely to be added to the lift 
of their produ€tions; which is fugar, made of the maple-tree. 
it has been proved by many fair and careful experiments, that 
it is in the power of a fubftantial farmer that has a family about 
him, eafily to make twelve hundred weight of this fugar every 
feafon, without hiring any additional hands, or any utenfils but 
thofe that are neceffury for his family and farm ufe. The time 
in which it can be made is from the middle of February to the 
end of March, when farmers in this country have very little to 
do, as it is too early to plongh or dig. The price of fugar 
being lower here than in Europe, this article may be reckoned 
at one hundred Mexican dollars per annum to every carcful and 
fkilful farmer, that owns land bearing the fugar maple. OF 
thefe there are fome millions of acres in Pennfylvania and the 
adjacent States, and at leaft onc or two millions belonging to this 
State for fale. It feems allo highly probable that this valuable 
tree may be tranfplanted, and thus be obtained by almoft- any 
farmer in the State, and that men of property, wiio will pur- 
chafe kettles and hire hands for the above fhort period, may 
make large quantities, 

No difficulty lies in the way of any perfon who defires to 
become a free and cqual citizen of this State. On the day of 
his landing he may buy a farm, a houfe, merchandize, or raw 
materials ; he may open a work-fhop, a counting-houfe, an office, 
or any other place of lawful bufinels, and purfue his calling with- 
out any hindrance, or the payment of any fum of money to the 
public. The right of elc&ing, and being cle&ted, which does not 
affeét his bufineis or his fafety, is not granted till the expiration 
of two years, which prudence requires. 

A privilege, almoft peculiar to this State, has been granted to 
foreigners by the legiflature ; that of buying and holding lands 
and houfes within this Commonwealth, without relinquifhing 
their allegiance to the country in which they were bern, or 
changing their refidence. They can fell or bequeath the lands, 
receive the rents, and, in fhort, have every territorial and 
pecuniary right that a natural-born Pennfylvanian has; but no 
civil rights, As they profels to owe allegiance toa furcign prince 
or government, and refide ina foreign country, where they of 
courfe have civil rights, they cannot claim, nor ought they to 
defire them here, fince no man can ferve two matters. If they 
chufe, at any time after purchafe, to fettle in this country and 
make themiclves citizens; or if they chufe to give their eftate 
to a child, or other sexton, who will do fo, cither of them may 
become citizens to all intents and purpofes,

PHILADEL Plita, 


The city of Philadelphia, capital cf the State of Pennfvivan:s, 
and the preient feat of government of the United Stutes of 
America, lies in latitude 39° 56° north, and longitude -5° 8 
45” weft from Greenwich, upon the weftern bank of the river 
Delaware, which is here but a mile in breedth, about one hundred 
and twenty miles from the Atlantic ocean, ov the courte of the 
bsy and river, about fifty-hve miles from the tea, in a touth- 
eaftwerd dire@ion. 

It was Jaid out by William Penn, the firft prosrictarv and 
founder of the province, in the vear 1683, and Jettled by a co- 
lony from England, which arrived in that and the preceu'ng 
years, and was increafed by a conftant and regular intux of fv- 
reigners, to fo great a ccgrec. that in lefs than a century, and 
within the life-time of tne firft perfon born within it of F.ce- 
pean parerts, it was cainputed to contain fix thesnd huules 
and forty thoufand inhabitants in the citv and fubu:ds. 

The ground plot of the city is an oblong fauare, avout one 
mile north and fouth, and tivo miles eaft and weft. Iving im the 
narroweit part cf the isthmus between the Delaware and Schivi- 
kul rivers, about Ave miles in a vient line above their contu- 
ence. The piain is fo nearly level, except upen the benk of 
the Delaware, chat art ana liabour were necefary to dig common 
fewers and watercouries in many places tu drain the fireets. In 
the beginning of this fettiement it was expected, that the fronts 
on beth rivers would be frft imoroved for the convenience cf 
trade and navigation, and that the buildings wetd extend gra- 
dually in the rear of each, until thew would meet and form ee 
town extending from eaft to welt: bur experience foon con- 
vineed the (cttlers thac the Delaware front was alone fufic:ert 
for quays and landing ploces, and that the Schuy!hill tay az teo 
great a diftance to form part of the town on its baixs: wheice 
it followed that the town increafed northward and fouthward of 
the original plot, on the Delaware front, and now cecpics 4 
{pace near three miles in length, north and fouth, while the

Water ftrcet and Dock ftreet, Water flreet is zhirty feet wide== 
running below the bank, at the diftance of about forty feet ea 
ward from and parallex’to Front ftrect, extending from th 
north line of the city fouthwaid to the bridge oyer the dock= 
which was formerly a draw bridge, and retains that name in comss™ 
mon ufe, although it was converted into a ftone arch above thirtge 
years fince ; from the bridge it is forty feet wide in a right line* 
to Pine ftreet, and leaves a row of houfes without yards, on the®* 
bank, in its whole length, between it and Front ftreet ; fouth— 
ward of Pine ftreet, there is an offset of about eighty feet eaft— 
ward, and the ftreet from thence to Cedar ftreet is forty-five 
fect wide, and called Penn ftreet. This ftreet, in the origina 
pRo was intended only for a cart way to accommodaje thee 
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wharfs and ftores to be erefted under the bank, and not to rife 
more than four feet above it, fo as to leave the river open to 
the view from the welt fide of Front ftreet; but the inhabitants 
were foon convinced that the ground, on both ftreets, was to® 
valuable to be kept unimproved, in any degree, merely for the 
fake of a profpeé&, and it is clofely built with lofty houfes, 
except a very few vacancies here and there, throughout the 
whole front on both fides, and commodious wharfs are extended 
into the river, at which the largeft fhips that ufe the port, can 
lic in fafety to difcharge and receive their cargoes, and are 
defended from the ice in winter by the piers, made of logs ex- 
tending into the river, funk with ftone and filled with earth, fo 
as to be equally firm with the main land. 

Dock ftreet is the only crooked ftreet in the city; begin. 
ning at the bridge in Front ftreet, and extending north-weftward 
in a ferpentine tra& through two fquares, acrofs Second and 
Walnut ftreets, and terminates at Third ftreet; another branch 
of it extends fouth-weftward acrofs Spruce ftreet, and termi- 
nates at Second ftreet. The ground occupied by this ftreets 
and by an open {pace between it and Spruce ftrect, below the 
bridge, was formerly a {wamp, and was given by William Penn 
to the corporation for the ufe of the city; it was intended 
asa place to dig a bafon and docks to fhelter the shipping, but 
experience proved that fhips could be defended from the ice 
by the piers extended into the river, and that the dock could 
not be kept clean but at an expenfe far beyond its utiliiy, where> 
fore it was neglected till it became a nuilance offenfive to the 
{me}] and injurious to the health of the inhabitants, and was by 
an a& of Affembly, ordered to be arched over and covered 
with earth, whereby the city acquired a beautiful ftreet more 
than one hundred feet in breadth towards the water and not 
Jefs than nincty feet in the narroweft part. 

The number of the ftreets, lanes, and alleys, laid out by 
the owners of the lots before they were built on, is too great 
to be enumeratcd here, there being fcarce a fquare that is not 
inter{e&ted by one or more of them, fome of them continued 
in aright line through feveral {quares, and fo {pacious as to be 
eafily miftaken for main ftrects, others only through one 
{quare. 

The city was firft incorporated by charter under the great 
feal of the province, in the year 1701; bcfore that period it 
was called the town of Philadelphia. By this charter William 
Penn nominated the firft mayor, recorder, aldermen, and com- 
mon councilmen, and granted them, among other privileges 
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and flanchices, that of cieGing others ta fupnly vacancies, 
and even to increas their own miumier at plewlure. "Lhe 
public grounds were granted te then Ly rhe name of the mayor 
and commonly of the city of Phaiadetpiia, bur the commonalty 
had ne fhare in the wevernment or efiue ef che city, the whole 
body heine felfeel: Give, and not accountsble to the citizens in 
anv oreipedrs Tt would be ditheait to account for fo extraordl- 
mewoaochirer frem the wiruor of Walam Penn, did not 
tradtcon dnforn ous, thet among tie fill fertlers were a conh.

The ftate houfe is in Chefnut ftrect, between Fifth and 
Sixth ftreets, and was erefted as early as 1735. The building 
is rather magnificent than elegant, but when it is remembered 

that it was built within fifty-three years after the firft Euro- 
) pean cabin was ereéted in Pennfylvania, its architcéture is juftly 
admired. The {tate houfe yard is a neat, elegant, and fpacious 
public walk, ornamented with rows of trees; but a high brick 
wall, which enclofes it, limits the profpeét. 

In 1787, an elegant court houfe was ere&ted on the left of 
the itate houfc ; and on the right, the town hall or new court 
houle, and a philofophical hall, Thefe add much to the beauty 
of the {quare. 

South of the ftate houfe is the public gaol, built of itone. It 
has a ground half flory, and two ftorics above it. Every apart- 
ment is arched with ftone againft fire and force. It is a hol- 
low fquare, one hundred feet in front, and is the neateft and

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the city is fupplied, at very moderate prices, with every kind 
of medicinal herbs common to the climate, 

The hofpital for lunatics is a fine elegant building, and wel 
kept ; it hasa library, in which there is an clegant buft of 
Franklin. The hall on the firft floor is appropriated to fick 
men, and the fecond floor to women. The lunatics have each 
acell furnifhed with a bed and table, and a ftove for the con- - 
veniency or warming the cell in winter. Moft of the patients 
that this hofpital has received have been the victims of religious 
melancholy, or difappainted love. 

The following interefting account of the Quaker’s Hofpital, 

or Bettering Houfe, as it zs property called, is extra&ed from 
Baissot’s Travels in the United States, Letter XI. page 167, 
6‘ This hofpital is ftuated in the open country, in one of thofe 
parts of the original plau of Philadelphia not yct covered with 
houfes ; it is conftruted of bricks, and compofed, of two large 
buildings; one for men, and the other for women. There is 
a feparation in the court, which is common to them. This infi- 
tution has feveral objeéts ; they receive into it the poor, the fick, 
orphans, women in travail, and perfons attacked with veneral 
difeafes, They likewife confine here vagabonds, diforderiy per- 
fons, girls of fcandalous lives, 
_ © There exifts, then, you will fay, even in Philadelphia, that 
difgufting commerce of difcafes, rather than of pleafures, which 
for fo long a time has empoifoncd our continent. Yes, my 
friend, two or three of the moft confiderable maritime towns of 
the new continent arc afli€ted by this leproly. It was almolt 
unknown before the revolution ; but the abode of forcign armies 
has naturalized it, and it is one of thofe fcourges fur which the 
free Americans are indebted tous. But this trafic is not car- 
ried on fo {capdaloufly as at Paris or London, It is reftrained, 
ar is held in contempt, and almoft imperceptible. I ought to fay, 
to the honour of the Americans, that it is nourifhed only by 
emigrants and European travellers; for the fanéity of marriage 
Es {till univerfally refpe&ted in America. Young people marry- 
ing early, and without obftacles, are not tempted to go and dil- 
honour and empoifon themlelves in places of proftitution. 

¢¢ But, to finifh my account of this hofpital, there are parti- 
cular halls appropriated to each clafs of poor, and to each [pecies 
Of ficknels; and cach hall has its fuperintendant. This inftitu- 
ton was nich and well adminiftered before the war. The greater 
peart of the adminiftrators were Quakers, The war and paper 
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money introduced a different order of 
refolved pot t@ admit to its edminiltrstion any, n 
as had taken the eath of fidelity to the State, The 
were by this excluded, and the management 
hands not fo pure. The [pirit of depredation was ifet 
and paper money was {ill more injurious, Creditors of! . 
pital were paid, or rather ruined, by this operation, About a yer 
ago, on the report of the infpeftors of the hofpitals, the 
confidering the abules praGifed in that adminittration, 
that of the bettering houfe again to the Quakers’ 0 
refentment of the affronts they had received during the w 
and only anxious to do good and perform theif ¢ ‘ 
Friends acetpted the adminiftiation, and éxercife it a befere fl 
with zeal and fidelity, This change has produced the ee 
which was expefted. Order is vifibly re®ftablihed ; ma 
miniftrators are appointed, one of whom, by turns, is 16 ‘ 
hofpital every day: fix phyficians are attached’ to it, | 
form the fervice gratis, “> = 

“T have feen the hofpitals of France, both at Paris ani 
the provinces, T know none of them but the one at Befancon, 
that can be compared to this at Philadelphia. Every fick and 
every poor perfon has his bed well furnifhed, but without 
curtains, as it fhould be. Every room is lighted by windows 
placed oppolite, which introduce plenty of light, that great con— 
folation to a man confined, of which tyrants for this reafon ar 
cruelly fparing. Thefe windows admit a free cirlutation of air 
moft of them open over the fields, and as they are not very 
high, and are without grates, it would be very eafy for thet 
prifoncrs to make their efcape, but the idea never enters'theist 
heads, This fa@ proves that the prifoners are happy, and, con— 
fequently, that the adminiftration is good, , 

“ The kitchens are well kept, and do not exhale that fetig 
odour which you perceive from the beft kitchens in Fran 
‘The cating rooms, which are on the ground floor, are eq: 
clean, and well aired ; neatnefs and good air reign in 
part. A large garden at the end of the court furnifhes vegethe 
bles for the kitchen, I was furprifed to find there a great num- 
ber of foreign fhrubs and plants, The garden is well qultiva- 
ted. In the yard they rear a great number of hogs; for, ins 
America, the hog, as well as the ox, does the honours of thes 
table through the whole year, 


“I could {earcely defcribe to you the different fenfations which: 
by tarps rejoiced and afli@ed my heart in going through their- 
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{ferent apartments. An hofpital, how well foever adminitter- 
id, is always a painful fpe@acle to me. It appears to me fo 
ronioling for a fick man to be at his own home, attended by his 
wife and children, and vifited by his ncighbours, that I regard 
hofpitals as vaft fepulchres, where,are brought together a crowd 
of individuals, ftrangers to each other, and feparated from all 
they hold dear. And what is man in this fituation?—A leaf 
detached, from the tree, and driven down by the torrent—a 
fkeleton no longer of any confiftence, and bordering on diffo. 
lution, 

* But this idea foon gives place to another. Since Societies 
are condemned to be infefted with great cities, fince mifery 
and vice are the neceflary offspring of thefe cities, a houfe like 
this becomes the afylum of beneficence; for, without the aid 
of fuch inftitutions, what would become of the greater part 
of thofe wretches who here find a refuge: fo many women; fo 
many perfons blind and deaf, rendered difgufting by their nu- 
merous infirmities ?—-They muft very foon perifh, abandoned 
by all the world, to whom they are ftrangers. No door but 
that of their common mother earth would receive thefe hi- 
deous figures, were jt not for this provifion made by their 
common friend, Society. ; 

© I faw in this hofpital all that mifery and difeafe can affemble, 
] faw women fuffering on the bed of pain; others, whofe 
meagre vilages, rendered difgufting by cruptions, atteft the 
fatal effects of incontinence; others, who waited with groans 
the moment when Heaven would deliver them .from a burden 
of life, becaufe afflifted with excruciating pain: others, holding 
in their arms the fruit, not of a legal marriage, but of love 
betrayed. Poor innocents! born under the ftar of wretched- 
nefs!] Why fhould men be born predeftinated to misfortunes ? 
But, blefs God, at leaft, that you are in a country where 
baftardy is no obftacle to refpe€ability and the rights of citi- 
zenfhip. I faw with pleafure thefe unhappy mothers carefling 
their infants and nurfing them with tendernefs. There were 
few children in the hall of the little orphans; thefe were in 
good health, and appeared gay and happy. Mr. Shoemaker, 
who condu&ed me thither, and another of the direétors, 
diftributed fome cakes among them, which they had brought in 
their pockets, Thus the dire&ors think of their charge even 
at a diftance, and occupy themfelves with their happinefs. 
Good God! there is then a country where the foul of the go- 
yernor of an hofpital is not a foul of brafs! 
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A houfe founded by the late Dr. John Hearflcy the elder, 
for the fupport of twelve elderly widows of the Proteftant Epif- 
copal communion, in which a number of perfons of that def- 
cription, who have feen better days, are very comfortably and 
decently provided for. 

' The humane fociety for recovering perfons fuppofed to be 
dead by drowning, eftablifhed upon fimilar principles with 
thofe of the fame name in moft fea ports in Europe ; it is under 
the care of twelve managers, annually chofen. by the fubicrib- 
ers; the phyficians afford their aid to this inftitution gratis, a 
number of thefe being appointed for the purpofe by tho 
managers. 

Almoft every religtous focicty has a fund under proper direc~ 
tion, fome of which are incarporated for the relief of the 
widows and children of their clergy, or other diftrefied members 
of their communion. 

There are alfo focieties formed for the relief of particular 
defcriptions of perfons, with funds raifed by fubfcriptions or 
otherwife, for the purpofe, fuch as the fea captains fociety, 
the Delaware pilots fociety, feparate focietics for the relict 
and affiftance of emigrants and other diftref{cd perfons, from 
England, Scotland, Ireland, Germany, &c. fome of which 
are incorporated, fo that there can fcarce happen an inftanee 
of individual diftrefs, for which a mode of advice, affif- 
tance or relief, is not provided without refort to public 
begging. 

Seminarics of learning are eftablified upon the moft enlarged 
and liberal principles, of which the principal arc, the univerfity 
of Pennfylvania and college of Philadelphia. 

Almoft every religious fociety have one or more {chools 
under their immediate direction, for the education of their 
own youth of both fexcs, as well of the rich, who are able to 
pay, asof the poor, who are taught and provided with books 
and ftationary gratis; befides which, there are a numbcr of 
private fchools under the diretion of mafters and miftrefles, 
independent of any public body 3 and there are feveral private 
academics for the inftru€tion of young ladies in all the branches 
of polite literature, fuitable to the {ex ; and there is no indivi- 
dual, whole parents or guardians, mafters or miftreffes, will take 
the trouble to apply, but will be admitted into fome one‘of thefe 
Schools, and if they are unable to pay, will be taught gratis ; it 
ought not to be omitted, that there is a fchool for the Africans 
of every fhade or colour, kept under the carc and at the expen{e 
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has confiderably decreafed fince the year 1733. notwithfland- 
ing the great increafe of its population ; this change in favour 
of health and life is aferibed by phyfictans to the co-cperstion 
of the following caufes: aft, The arching the dock, wl.ciciyv a, 
very noxious and offenfive nuilance was removed, od, The cul- 

tivation of the lots adjoining and partly farrounding thie City, 

whereby another cxtenfive fource of putrid exiulations is dried 

up. 3d. An increafed care in cleanfing the freets. yih, An tn- 

cereale of horticultura, and confequently a greater confuimption 

of vegetable aliments. 5th, The inftitution of the difpeniary, 

which has extended medical atd to many hundreds ina year,, 
who cither perifhed for the want of it, or were facrificed ty 

quacks. 6th, The more improved ftate of phyfic, whence fe- 

veral difeales formerly fatal in moft inftances are better under- 

ftood and treated, and therefore more generally cured. And 

ath, From a general diffufion of knowledse among all cluiles 

of people, from their librarics, their numerous focteties, monthly, 

weekly, and daily publications, whence the people at large are 

better acquainted than formerly with the means of prelervine 

their health, as may be exemplified in one milince; there was 

but one death in the fummer of 1792 from drinking cold water, 

whereas fome years ago twenty has not been an uncommon 

nuinber from this fingle caute. | 

In this account of Philidetphia,.it mav be neceTiry to no- 
tice, in as concile a manner as pollible, the maltenant fever 
which made fuch dreadful ravages there in the year 1793. 
This account we fhall cxtra& from a pamphict written on that 
fubjeft by Matthew Carey, of Philadslphn. 

Previous| y tothe appearance of the mahenant fever at Phi- 
ladelpinta, the profperity of that city was fuch as, by the in- 
troduction of luxury, could not but ferioufly alarm thale who 

confidered “ Low fur the virtue, the berty, and the heppinels 
of a nation depend on its temperance and fober manners .* and 
although it were prelumption, adds the author, to “ attempt to 
fean the decrees of Heaven, yet few, I believe, will pretend 
to deny, that fomething was wanting to humble the pride of a 
aty, which was running on in full career to the goul of pro- 
digility and diflipatian,’ 

How low this prodigal and luxurious city Was bowed in the 
autumn of 1793, insy be gathered from the fuljoined ftate- 
amecnt : . ° 

 Moft people who could by any means make it convenient, 
#icd from the city, Of thefe who remained, ‘many fhut) then- 
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Tlow entirely focicty was diflelved, and all the charities 
and accommodations of life fulpended, the following circum- 
ftances will fhew : 

“With the poor the cafe was, as might be expefted. infi- 
nitcly worfe than with the rich. Many of thele have perih- 
ed, without a human being to hand them a drink of water, 
to adminifter inedicines, or to perform any charitable oficz for 
them. Various inftances have occured, of cdrad bodies found 
lying in the ftreets, of perfons who had no houte or habitation, 
and could procure no fheltcr. 

A man and his wife, once in affluent cireumfances, were 
found lying dead in bed, and between them wes their chilis, 
a little infant, who was fucking its mothei’s breats. How 
long they had lain thus was uncertain, 

“ A woman, whole hufband had ju died of a fever, was 
feized with the pains of labour, and had nobody to aft her, 
as the women in the neighbourhood were aftaid to #O iito the 
houfe. She lay for a confiderable time in’ a degree of aneuilis 
that will not bear defcription ; atlensth fhe flirneeled to reacn 
the window, and cried out for aflifttance : two men, palling by, 
went up “ ftatrs, but they came at too lite a flise ; flie was 
ftriving with death, and eétually in a few nonutes expired 
in their arms. 

« Another woman, whofe hufband and two children fy 
dead in the room with her, was in the fame fituation as the 
former, without a midwife, or any other perion to aid) her. 
Her cries at the window brought up one of the carters em- 
ployed by the committee for the relicf of the fick, Wurth 
his aM™iftance She was delivered of a child, which did in a 
~few minutes, as did the mother, who was uttouly extaaced 
by her labour. by the diforder, and by the dreadful feediacte 
before her. And thus lay in one room leis than five dead 
bodies, an eantire family, carried off an hour or twe, 
Many inflances hive occurred of rel ae 
in their Iving-in, have been obliged to Gepend on City oped

fervants for affiftunce; and fome have had rone but fiem 
their hufbands. Some of the midwives were dead, and otheis 
had left the city. 

“ A fervant girl belonging to a fimily in this cae. in which 
the fever had prevailed, was avprehentive of dineer. and refal- 
ved to remove toa relation’s houle in the quuntives the was, 
however, taken fick on the read, and returned to town, woere 
the could find no perion to receive her, One cf the guardiis 
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Wovember that they finally addreiled their {clow-citizens, in- 
forming them of the reftoration of the city to as great a degree 
of healin as uiually had prevailed a the fame feaion, 

Mr. Carey Leftows great and merited praife on Mr. Stephen 
Gerrard, a wealthy merchant, and a native of France, who, with 
a fpirtt truly benevolent and magnanimous, offered to fuper- 
intend. the hofoital at Buth-hill, ‘Lo the energetic philenthro- 
py, and perievering exertions of this exalted charafter, and Lis 
veluntary aiociates, is to be attributed the ulcimate cradicatica 
of this dreadful centugion froia the city. Vaey found tae noe 
pital in the anoft wretched and deplorable ftate, but thro’ their 
united efforts, the greateft crder was foon int: rods: ed. dn thts 
hofpital, before Sept. a6th, a prowigate, abandoned fit of 
nuries and attendan:s (hardly any of good charafter could 
that time be procured’ rioted on the proviitous aud canforts, 
preparcd for the fick, who, unlefs at the hours when the 
doétors attended, were left almoft entirely deftikute of every 
affitance. The dying and dead were indileruninatcly mingled 
together, Vie evacuations of the fick were ahowed ty re- 
main in the moit offenfive flate imagin ble ; net the finalle th ne 

_pearance of order or regularity exificd. It was, tn fact. a great 
human fleughter-houfe, where numerous vicliins were boaaetcd 
atthe altar of rot and intemperance, No wonder, tacn, that 
a general dreaa of the piace prevaned through the cha, aril 
that a removal to it was conhdcred as the feal of death. Tn 
confequence, there were various mftinces of fick  perions 
locking their rooms, and refiling every attempt to cairy Uics: 
away. At length, the poor were fo much afraid of being toad 
io Bugh-lnil, that they would not acknowledge tucks iamels, un. 
til it was ne longer pefiible te conceal it.’ 

Such, however, weo the reenlarity introced by the isca-

‘The following occurs (p. 107) among his detached obferva- 
tions : 

¢ Shall I be pardoned for pafling a cenfure on thofe, whofe 
miftaken zeal led them, during the moft dreadful ftages of the 
calamity, to crowd fome of our churches, and aid this fright- 
ful enemy in his work of deftru€tion ? who, fearful left their 
prayers and adoration at home would nct find acceptance be- 
fore the Deity, reforted to churches filled with bodies of con- 
tagious air, where, with every breath, they inhaled noxious 
miafmata? To this fingle caufe I am bold in afcribing a large 
proportion of the mortality ; and it is remarkable that thofe 
congregations, whofe places of worfhip were moft crowded, 
have fuffered the moft dreadfully, Will men never acquire 
wifdom ?P are we yet to learn, that the Almighty Archite& of 
the heavens and the earth does not require “ temples made with 
men’s hands?” that goingto a place of worfhip, againft the 
great law of felf-prefervation, implanted in indehble charaéters 
by his Divine hand, on the breaft of every one of his creatures, 
conftitutes no part of the adoration due to the Maker and 
Preferver of mankind? That ‘a meck and humble heart’ is the 
temple wherein he delights to be worfhipped ? I hope not--- 
I hope the awful leffon fome of our congregations hold forth 
on this fubje&t, by a mortality out of all proportion to their 
numbers, will ferve as a memento at all future times in the like 
Critical emergencies !” ;

CARLISLE, 


Carlifle is the feat of juftice in Cumberland county, and is 
one hundred and twenty miles weftward of Philadelphin, It 
contains upwards of fixtecn hundred inhabitants, who live in 
mote than three hundred ftone houfes, and worfhip in three 
churches, ‘They have alfo a court houle and a college. Forty 
years ago, this {pot was a wildernefs, and iuhabited by In- 
dians and wild beafts, A like inftance of the rapid progrels 
of the arts of civilized life is {earcely to be found in hiftory. 








PITTSBURGH, 


On the weftern fide of the Allegany mountains, three hun- 
dred and twenty miles weftward of Philadelphia, is beautifully 
fituated on a large plain, which is the point of land between the 
Allegany and Monongahela river, and about a quarter of a 
mile above their confluence, in latitude 4o” 26’ north, It cone 
tains about two hundred houfes, ftores, and fhops, and about a 
thoufand inhibitants, who are chiefly Prefbyterians, and Epif- 
copalians. The furrounding country is very hilly, but good 
land, and well ftored with excellent coal. ‘The rivers abound 
with fine fifth, fuch as pike, perch, and cat fifi, which are all 
much larger thin the fame {pecies on the eaftern fide of the 
mountains, 

This town is laid out on Penn’s plan, and is a thoroughfare 
for travellers fromthe Eaftern and Middle States, to the fettle- 
ment on the Ohiv. 





SUNBURY. 


‘The thire town of Northumberland county, is fituated on the 
eat fide of Sulquehannah river, juft below the junction of the 
eaft and weit branches, in about latitude go¥ 53". and about one 
hundred and twenty miles north-welt from Philadelphia, and 
contains about une hundred houles. 


BErHLENIM, 


Bethlehem is fituated on the river Lehigh, a wefern branch 
of the Delaware, fifty-three miles north ot Fhiladelphia, in lati- 
tude 40° 37. The town being built partly on high rifing ground, 
and partly on the lower banks of the Munakes, a fiue cick, 
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There is, befides, an inftitution of « focicty of marricd men, 
Degun fince the year 1770, for the iuppoit of their widows, 
A confiderable fund or princip 1 hus becn raifed by them, the 
intereft of which, as well :s the yearly contributions of the 
members, is segularly div.d-a among the widows whofe huf- 
bands have been members of the inftitution, 

In the houfe adj:.ining the church is the fchool for girls ; and 
fince the year 1787, a boarding {chool for young ladies from 
different parts, who are inftru@ed in reading and writing, both 
Englith and German, grammar, arithmetic, hilory, geography, 
needle-work, mufic, &c. 

The minifter of the place has the fpecial care and infpeAion 
of this as well as of the boys {chool, which is kept in a ‘cpa- 
rate houfe, fitted to that purpofe, and are taught reading ard 
writing in both languages, the rudiments of the Latin tongue, 
arithmetic, &c. Thele {chools, efpecislly that for the young 

“ladies, are defervedly in very high repute, and icholars, more 
than can be accommodated, are offered from all pats of the 
United States, 

Befides the different houfes for private tradefinen, mechanics, 
and others, there is a public tavern at the north end of the 
town, with good accommodations; alfoa ftore, with a geucral 
affortment of goods; an apothecary’s fhop ; a large farm yard; 
and on the lower part, on Manakes creek, is a large tan yard, 
acurricr’s and dyer’s fhop, a grift mill, fulling mill, oil mill 
and faw mill; and on the banks of the Lehigh, is a brewery, 

The town is fupplied with good water from a fpring, 
which being in the lower part of the town, is raifed up the 
hill by a machine of a very fimple conftruétion, to the height 
of upwards of one hundred feet, into a relervoir, whence it. 
is condu&cd by pipes into the feveral fircets and public 
buildings of the town. 

The ferry acrofs the river is of fuch particular contrivance, 
that a flat, large cnough to carry a team of fix horles, runs on 
a ftrong rope fixed and ftretched acrofs; and, by the mere 
force of the ftream, without any other affiftance, croiles the 
river backwards and forwards; the flat always being put in an 
oblique direétion, with its foremof endove: towards 
line defcribed by the rope, 
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This fettlement was begun in the year 1757. There are now, 
vefides an clegant church, and the houfes of the fingle brethren 
ind fingle fitters, which form a large {quare, a number of houfes 
Sor private families, with a ftore and tavern, all in one ftreet. 
There is alfo a good farm and feveral mill works belonging to 
she place. The number of inhabitants, including thofe that be- 
long to Litiz congregation, living on their farms in the neigh- 
dourhood, amounted in 1787, to upwards of three hundred. 

The three laft-mentioned towns are fetiled chiefly by Moravi- 
ans, or the United Brethren, 





MARRISBURGH. 


Hartifburgh, as it is commonly called, but legally ftiled Louif- 
burgh, is the principal town in Dauphin county, is a very 
flourithing place, about one hundred miles weft by north from 
Philadelphis, It contained, in 1789, one hundred and thirty 
dwelling houfes, a ftone gaol, anda German church. At that 
period it had been fettled but bout three years. 


WASHINGTON, 


Three hundred miles weft of Philadelphia, and beyond the 
Ohio, has been fettled fince the war, and is remarkable for the 
varicty of its manuf.@ures for fo young and interior a town 3 it 
has thirty-two mauufuetures of twenty-two d t kinds. 

Befides the towns already deferted there are feveral others of 
confiderable growth; a large city is allo laid out at Prefque Me 
on Lake Eric, 





POPULATION. 


In the grand convention held at Philadelphia in 1787, the in- 
habitants in this State were reckoned at three hundred and 
fixty thouland. In 1790, according to the cenfus then taken, 
they were four hundred and thirty-four thoufand, three hundred 
and feventy-three, being an increale of feventy. 
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the crown of England excluded two churches froma fhare in 
the government of the province, thele are now done away 
with regard to every religious fociety whatever, A conven- 
tion of fpecial reprefentatives of the citizens of Pennfylvania 
have had under confideration all the errors that had inadvertent- 
ly crept into their conftitution and frame of government, and, 
in thee a&t they have publifhed for the examination of the peo- 
ple, they have rejefted the deteftable half-way do€trine of Tolera- 
tion, and have eftablifhed, upon firm and perfeétly equal ground, 
all denominations of religious men. By the provifions of the 
new code, a Proteftant, a Roman Catholic, and a Hebrew, may 
ele& or be elefted to any office in the State, and purfue any 
lawful calling, occupation, or profeffion. 

The inhabitants of Pennfylvania are principally the defcen- 
dants of the Englifh, Irifh and Germans, with fome Scotch, 
Welch, Swedes and a few Dutch. There are alfo many of the 
Irifh and Germans who emigrated when young or middle-aged. 
The Friends and Epifcopalians are chiefly of Englifh extra€tion, 
and compofe about one-third of the inhabitants. They live 
principally in the city of Philadelphia, and in the counties of 
Chefter, Philadelphia, Bucks and Montgomery. The Irifh are 
moftly Prefbyterians, but fome Catholics. Their anceftors 
came from the north of Ireland, which was originally fettled 
from Scotland ; hence they have fometimes been called Scotch 
Irifh, to denote their double defcent; but they are commonly 
and more properly called Infh, or the defcendants of people 
from the north of Ireland. They inhabit the weftern and fron- 
tier counties, and are numerous. 

The Germans compofe about one quarter of the inhabitants 
of Pennfylvania. Thcy are molt numerous in the north parts of 
the city of Philadelphia, and the counties of Philadelphia, 
Montgomery, Bucks, Dauphin, Lancafter, York, and North- 
ampton, moftly in the four laft, and are fpreading in othcr 
parts. They confift of Lutherans (who are the moft numerous 
[ce&) Calvinifts or Reformed Church, Moravaans, Catholics, 
Mennonifts, Tunkers {corruptly called Dunkers) and Zwingfel- 
ters, who are a {pecics of Quakers. Thete are all diftinguifhed 
for their temperance, induftry, and economy. 

The Germans have ufually fifteen of fixty-nine members ig 
the Affembly ; and fome of them have arifen to the firft honors 
in the State, and now fill a number of the higher offices; yet 
the body of them want education. A literary dpirit has how- 
ver of late been increafing among them.

1. The American Philofophical Society, held at Philadel- 
phia, for promoting ufeful knowledge. This fociety was formed 
January 2d, 1769, by the union of two other literary focieties 
that had fubfifted for fome time in Philadelphia, and were crea- 
ted one body corporate and politic, with {uch powers, privi- 
leges, and immunities as are neceffary for anfwering the valua- 
ble purpoles which the fociety had originally in view, by 2 
charter granted by the Commonwealth of Penniylvania, on the 
agth of March, 1780. This fociety have alrcady publithed 
three very valuable volumes of their tranfaétions ; one in 1771, 
one in 1786, and the other in 1793. 

In 1771, this fociety confifted of nearly three hundred mem- 
bers ; and upwards of one hundred and twenty have fince been 
added ; a luge proportion of which are perfons of the frit 
difingtion in Europe. 

‘Their charter allows them to hold lands, gifts, &e. to the 
amount of ¢he clear yearly value of ten thouiands bufhcls of 
wheat, The irumber of members is not limited. a 
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2, The fociety for promoting Political Inquiries, confifling of 
fifty members, initituted in February, 1787. 

g. The College of Phyficians, inflituted in 1787, for the pro- 
motion of medical, anatomical, and chemical knowledge, incor-' 
porated by aé& of Affeinbly, March, 1789. 

4. The Pennfylvania Hofpital, a humane inftitution, which 
was firft meditated in 175¢, and carried into effect by means of 
alibers] fub{cription of about 30001, and by the afliftance of 
the Affembly, who, in 1751, granted as much more for the 
purpofe. Thte prefent building was begun in 1754, and finifh- 
edin 1756, ‘This hofp:tal is under the direction of twelve im- 
nagers, chofen annually, and is vifited every year by a com- 
mittee of the Ailemlly. The accounts of the muansgers are 
fubmitted to the infpection of the legifliture, Six phytficians 
attend gratis, and generally prefcribe twice or three tines in a 
week, in their turns. This hofpital is the general recepticle 
of lunatics and madmen, and of thole affected with other dif- 
orders, and are unable to fupport themfelves. Here they are 
humanely treated and well provided for. 

5- The Philadelphia Difpenfary, for the medical relief of the 
poor. This benevolent inftitution was eftablihed on the 12th 
of April, 1786, and is fupported by annual fubleriptuions of 
thirty-five fhiliings cach perfon. No lefs than eighteen hun- 
dred patients were adinitted within fixtcen months «after the 
fr opening of the ditpenfary, It is under the dircétion of 
twelve managers and fix phyfcians, all of whom attend gratis. 
This tnflitution exhibits an application of fomething Lke the 
mechanical powers to the puipolcs of humanity. The greateft 
quantity of good is produced this way with the lealt money. 
Five hundred pounds a year defiays all the expenf:s cof the 
inftitutian, ‘Phe poor ar2 teken cue of in their own haules, 
and provide cvery Uiing for themiclves, except medicines, cer- 
dials, drinks, &c. 

6. The Penufvlvania Society, for promoting the abolition of 
flavery, and the relicf of free negroes unlawfully held in 
bondage. This faciety was begun in 1-74, and cularged on 
the ead of April, 1-87. The officers ot the tuciety conGh of 
a prelident, two vice-nicfidents, two fecretaries, a tresfarcr, 
four counfellors, an elk cting committee of twelve, and an ecting 
committce of fix members; all of whom, except the luft, are 
to be chofen annually by ballot on the firft Monday in January, 
The fuciety mect quarte:ly, and cach member < 
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direftion of thirteen managers; a Society for the aid and pro- 
teGtion of Irifh emigrants ; and a Society for the afliftunce and 
advice of Emigrants in general---This Socicty is on a very re{- 
peftable footing, and numerous inflances occur where this 
friendly interference fdr the emigrant I[tranger, has been at- 
tended with the moft beneficial confequences. 

Alfo, an Agricultural Society, a Society for German emi- 
grants; a Marine Society, confifting of captains of veflels 5; a 
Charitable Socicty for the fupport of widows and families uf 
Prefbyterian clergymen; and St. George’s, St. Andrew's, and 
the Hibernian Charitable Societies, Mott of thele flocicties are 
in the city of Philadelphia. 


COLLEGES, ACADEMIES, AND SCHOUWLS. 


From the enterprifing and literary {pirit of the Pennfylva- 
nians, we fhould naturally conclude, what is fa&, chat thete are 
numerous. 

In Philadelphia is the univerfity of Pennf¥lvania, founded 
and endowed by the Icgiflature during the war, Profeff fips 
are eftablifhed in all the liberal arts and {ciences, and a compa. te 
courle of education may be purfued here from the fift atudi- 
ments of literature to the higheft branches of f{etence, 

The college and academy of Phitadelphia was founded by 
charter between thirty and forty years ago, and endowed by 
fub{criptions of liberal-minded perfons, Though this inftitutiei 
was Interrupted in its progrefs for feveral years during ti:t 
late war, yet being re-cfkablifhed finee the pesce, it has rapidity 
recovered its former fkate of profperity, and to the bench of 
profeffors has latcly been added one of coimon and federal law, 
which renders it in realuy, though notin name, an univerfiry. 
An aft to unite thefe two inflitutions has putica the ae giflanure, 
By their union they will confitute one of the moult icipectabla 
femiraries of learning in the United States.

WE, the peonle of the Commonwealth of Pennivivania, or- 
dain and eftablifh this conftitution for its government, 

Article I. The legiflative power of this comna.omwealth thal

any cafe whatever, control or interfare with the rights of Sis “ 
icience ; and that no preference fhall ever be given, by law, to 
any religious eftablifhments or modes of worfhip, 

1V. That no perfon, who acknoWledges the being of a God, 
and a future Rate of rewards and punifhments, fhall, on ace 
of his religious fentiments, be difqualifed to hold any office or 
place of truft or profit under this commonwealth, — 

V, That eleions fall be free and equal, ] 
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VI. That trial by jury fhall be as heretofore, and the right 
thereof remain inviolate. 

VII. That the printing preffes fhall be free to every perfon, 
who undertakes to examine the proceedings of the legiflature or 
any branch of government 3 and no law fhall ever be made to 
reftrain the right thereof. The free communication of thoughts 
and opinions is one of the invaluable rights of man; and every 
citizen may frecly fpeak, write, and print on «ny fubje@, being 
refponfible for the abule of that liberty. In profecutions for 
the publication of papers, inveftigating the official condu€ of 
officers, or men in a public capacity, or where the matter pub- 
lifhed is proper for public information, the truth thereof may 
be given im evidence. And, in all indiélments for libels, the 
jury fhall have a right to determine the law and the fa&s, under 
the dircétion of the court, as in other cafes. 

VU. That the people fhall be focure in their perfons, 
houfes, papers and poffeflions, from unreafonable {carches and 
feizures ; and that no warrant to fearch any place, or to feize 
any perfon or things, fhall iffue without defcribing them as 
nearly as may be, nor without probable caufe, fupported by oath 
or affirmation. 

IX. That, in all criminal profecutions, the accufed hath a 
right to be heard by himiclf and his council; to demand the 
nature and caufe of the acculation againft him; to meet the 
witnelles face to face; to have compullory procefs for obtain- 
ing witneffes in his favour ; and, in profecutions by indi&ment

That the legiflature fhall not grant any title of no- 
bility or hereditary diftin¢tion, nor create any ofhce, the ape 
pointment to which Mall be for a longer term than during good | 
behaviour. 

XAV. That emigraticn from the State fhall not be prohibited. 

XVI. Yo guard againft tranfgredlions of the high powers 
which we have delegated, We declare, That every thing in this 
article is excepted out of the general powers of government, 
and fhail fur cver remain inviclatc. 


SCHEDULE, 


That no inéonvenience may arife from the altcrations and 
amendments in the conftitution of this commonwealth, 
and in order to carry the fame into complete operation, 
it is hereby declared and ordained, 

I. That all laws of this commonwealth, in force at the time 
of making the faid alterations and amendmenis in the faid con- 
ftitution, and not inconfiftent therewith, and all rights, a€ions, 
profecutions, claims and contra&s, as well of individuals as of 
bodies corporate, fhall continue as if the faid alterations and 
amendments had not been made, 

II. That the prefident and fupreme executive council fhall 
continue to exercife the executive authority of this common- 
wealth as heretofore, until the third Tucfday of December next ; 
but no intcrmediate vacancies in the council fhall be {upplied 
by new clcétions. 

III, That all officers in the appointment of the executive 
department fhall continue in the cxercile of the duties of their 
re{petive offices until the firft day of September, one thoufand 
feven hundred and ninety-one, untefs thei commiffions fhall 
fooner expire by their own limitations, or the faid offices be- 
come vacant by death or refignation, and no longer, unlefs re- 
appointed and commiffioned by the governor; except that the 
judges of the fupreme court, fhall hold their offices for the terms

SITUATION, EXTENT, &c. 


Tus State is fituated between 38° 30’, and 40° nerth lati- 
tude, and 0° and 1° 45’ welt longitude. It is ninety-two miles 
long, and twenty-four miles broad. It is bounded on the eaft, 
by the river and bay of the fame name, and the Atlantic ocean ; 
on the fouth by a line from Fenwick’s-Ifland, in latitude 
38° 290! 30”, drawn weft till it interfe&s what is commonly called 
the tangent line, dividing it from the State of Maryland; on 
the weft, by the faid tangent line, paffing northward up the 
peninfula, ull it touches the weltern part of the territorial 
circle; and thence on the north, by the faid circle, defcrib- 
ed with a radius of twelve miles about the town of New- 
caftle. 

This State appears to have derived its name from Lord Dela- 
war, who completed the fetulement of Virginia, 


FACE OF THE COUNTRY, SOIL AND PRODUCTIONS. 


The State of Delaware, the upper parts of the county of 
New-caftle excepted, is, to fpeak generally, extremely low 
and level. Large quantities of ftagnant water, at particular 
deafc ns of the year, over{preading a great proportion of the land, 
render it cqually unfit for the purpofes of agriculture, and 
inturious to the health of the inhabitants. The tpine, or high- 
eft ridge of the peninfula, runs through the State of Delaware, 
inclined to the eaftern or Delaware fide. It is defignated in 
Suitlex, Kent, and part of Newcaltle county, by a remarkable 
chain of iwamps, from which the waters defcend on each fide, 
pafiing on the caft to the Delaware, and on the welt to the 
Chefi.xezk, izny of the fhrubs and plants growing in thcie 
{fwames ar-: fimilur to thofe found on the highef mountains. 

Delaware .: chiefly an agricultural State. It includes a very 
fertile tradk of :vuntry: ‘and fcearcely any part ef the Union 
gan be felectcd more adupted to the diflerent purgeics A age 
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the Indian River or Cyprefs Swamp, lying partly within this 
State, and partly in the State of Maryland. This morafs extends 
fix miles from caft to weft, and nearly twelve from north to 
fouth, including an area of nearly fifty thoufand acres of land, 
The whole of this fwamp is a high and level bafon, very wet, 
though undoubtedly the higheft lind between the fea and the 
bay, whence the Pocomoke defcends on one fide, and Indian 
tiver and St. Martin’s on the other. This {wamp contains 
a great varicty of plants, t. , wild beafts, birds, and rep- 
tiles, 

In the county of Suffex, among the branches of the Nanti- 
coke river, large quantities of bog iron ore are to be found, 
Before the revolution, this ore was worked to a confiderahle 
extent ; it was thought to be of a good quality, and peculiarly 
adapted to the purpoles of caflings. Thefe works have chiefly 
fallen into decay. 


CIVIL DIVISIONS. 
This State is divided into three counties, viz, Newcaftle, Kent, 
and Suffex, which are fubdivided into hundreds. 
Before the revolution this diftri& of country was denominated, 
“ The three lower counties.” * 


CHIEF TOWNS. 


DOVER. 

Dover, in the county of Kent, 1s the feat of government, 
It ftands on Jones’s creek, a few milcs from the Delaware river, 
and confifts of about one hundred houfes, principally of brick. 
Four ftreets inter{c& each other at right angles, whofe inciden- 
cies form a {pacious parade, on the eaft fide of which is an ele- 
gant ftate-houfe of brick. The town has a lively appearance, 
and drives on a confiderable trade with Philadelphia. Wheat is 


the pricipal article of export. The landing is five or fix miles 
from the town of Dover. 


NEWCASTLE. 

This town ts thirty-five miles below Philadelphia, on the weft 
bank of the Delaware river. It was firlt tettled by the Swedes, 
about the year 1627, and called Stockholm; it wis afterwards 
taken by the Dutch, and called New Amfterdam. When it 
fell into the hands of the Englith, it was called by its prefent 
name. It contains about fixty houfes, which have the afpeé 
of decay ; it was formerly the feat cf government, and wes the 
firft town fettled on Delaware river, 
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MILFORD, 








Milford is fituated at the fource of a fmall river, 
from Delaware bay, and one hundred,and fifty h 
Philadelphia, This town, which contains about eighty houfe 
been built, except one houfe, fince the revolution; it 
out with much good tale, and is by no means difagreeable, 
inhabitants are Epifcopalians, Quakers, and Methodifts, 


DUCK CREEK CROSS ROADS 


Is twelve miles north-weft from Dover, and has eighty or 
ninety houtes, which ftand on one ftreet. It carries on a confi- 
derable trade with Philadelphia, and is one of the largeft wheat 
markets in the State, Kent is alfo a place of confiderable trade. 


Lewes 


Is fituated a few miles above the light-houfe on Cape Henlo. 
pen; it contains about one hundred and fifty houfes, built 
chicfly on a ftreet, which is more than three mifeS in length, 
and extending along a creck which feparates*the town from the” 
pitch of the cape. The fituation is high, and commands a full. 
profpeét of the light-houfe and the fea, The court houfe an& 
gaol are commodious buildings, and give an air of importance -

to the town. ‘The fituation of this place muit at fome future 
time render it confiderably important. Placed at the entrance of 
a bay, which is crowded with velfels froin ail parts of the world, 
and which 1s frequently clofed with ive a part of the winter 
feafon, neceflity feems to require, and nature feems to fuggell, 
the forming this port into a harbour for fhipping. Nothing has 
prevented this heretofore but the deficiency of water in the 
creck. This want can be cheaply and eafily fupplied by a {mall 
canal, fo as to afford a paflage for the waters of Rehoboth into 
Lewes creek, which would enfure an adequate fupply. ‘he 
Circuinjacent country is beautifully diverfified with hills, wood, 
ftreams, and lzkes, forming an agreeable contrait to the naked 
fandy beach, which terminates in the cape; but it is greatly in- 
fefted with muiketoes and fand flies. 


POPULATION, 


The population of Delaware, in the fummer of 1787. was reck- 
oned’at thirty-feven thoufand, which is about twenty-fix ior every 
{quare mile, according to the cenfus of 1790, it was .s tullews : 
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If the population of this State has increaled fince 1799, in a 
like proportion, its prefeut population muft be upwards of une 
hundred thouland. 


RELIGION. 


In this State there is a varicty of religious dencniinations, 
Of the Prefbyteriun fect, there are twenivefour chorcies : of 
the Epifcopal, fourteen; of the Bayint, teven ; of the Meth -ailt, 
aconiiderable number, efpecitiy in the two iawer counties of 
Kent and Sufiex, the number of their churches is nut exsdly 
afcertained., Befides thes, there is a Swedita chara we Wt 
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fides a uw mill) which have double that number of pairs of 
ftones, all of fuperior dimenftons, and excellent conftru@ion, 
Thele mills are three miles from the mouth of the creeks on 
which they fand, half a mile from Wilmington, and twenty- 
feven from Philidelphia, on the poft road from the eaftern to the 
fouthern States, They are called the Brandywine mills, from 
the ftream on which they are erefted. This ftream rifes near 
the Welch mountains in Pennfylvania, and after a winding courfe 
of thuty or forty miles through falls, which furnith numerous 
feats (one hundred and thirty of which are already occupied) 
for every [pecies of water works, empties into Chriftiana creek, 
near Wilmington, The quantity of wheat manufe@ured at 
thefe mills annually is not accurately afcertained : it is eftimated, 
however, by the beft informed on the fubje@, that thefe mills 
can grind four hundred thoufand bufhels in a year, But although 
they are crpable of manufacturing this quantity yearly, yet, from 
the difficulty of procuring a permanent fupply of grain, the 
inflability of the flour-market, and other circumflances, there 
are not commonly more than from about two hundred and ninety 
to three hundred thoulai.d bufhels of wheat and corn manufse. 
tured here annually, In the fall of 1789, and fpring of 2799, 
there were made at the Brandywine mills fifty thoufind bare 
tels of fuperfine floyr, one thoufand threc hundred aud fifty- 
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four ditto of common, four hundred dito middlings, as many 
of fhip ftuff, and two thoufand ditto corn met, Vhe quns 
tity of whest and corn ground, from which this dour, &c, 
was made, was three hundred and eight theai:nd buthels, equal 
to the export in thoie articles from the part of Plulidety iia 
for the fame year, 

Thefe mills give employment to about two hundred perfor, 
viz, about forty to tend the mills, from filty to feventy corer: 
to make cafks for the flour, a tufRorent number to min twelve 
loops, of about thirty tons each, which are employed in the 
tranfportation of the wheat and flour, the reft in various other 
occupations conneéted with the mills. The navigation q'uie te 
thefe mills is fuch, that a veffel carrying one theuland bauihels 
of wheat may be laid along fide of any of thele mills: cad be- 
fides fome of them the water is of tutictent depth toa ad me 
veffels of twice the above fize. The velicls are unloaded with 
aftonifhing expedition, There have been inftinces ef ene 
thoufand bufhels being carried to the height of four fovies in 
four hours. It is frequently the cafe, that ves with one 
thoufand bufhcls of wheat come up with food tide. untide, 
and go away tne fucceeding ebb, with three hundred bars vds of 
flour on board. In confequence of the mechines introduce?! 
by the ingenious Mr, Oliver Evans, three qu siters of the manuel 
labour before found neceffary is now fulicient for every par- 
pofe. By means of thefe machines, when nee ule cf in the 
full extent propofed by the inventor, the wheat will be 1. 
ceived on the fhailop’s deck, thence carried tothe uneer Lat 
of the mill, and a confiderable portion of the fame rotained in 
flour on the lower floor, ready for packing, without the afittence 
of manual labour but ina very fmall demtce. ta prepeation to 
the bufinels dene. The tranfportation of fleur from thete nails 
to the port of Wilmington docs net requne helf an heer; and 
it is frequently the cafe, that a cargo is tuken, from the miis and 
delivered at Philadelphia the fame day. The fituation of thele 
mills is very plealant and healthful. ‘The fick mil was built 
here about fifty ycars fince. There is new a finall town of 
forty houfes, principally flone and brick, which, Loge?

LIGHT-NOUSE. 


The light-houfe, near the town of Lewes, was burnt in 
1777. Since the war it has bec completed and handfomely 
repaired, It is a fine lone ftrutture, eight fories high; the 
annual expence of which is efimated at about fix hundred and 
fifty pounds currency. 


CONSTITUTION, 
DECLARATION OF RIGHTS, 


I, That all government of right originates from the peaple,

At the end of one yeat 
after the general ele€tion, the Counfellor who had the f{malleft 
number of votes in each county fhall be difplaced, and the 
vacancies thereby occafioned fupplicd by the freemen of each 
county choofing the fame or another perfon at a new eleétion 
in manner aforefaid. At the end of two ycars after the firft 
general election, the Counfellor who ftood fecond in number of 
votes in each county fhall be difplaced, and the vacancies there- 
by occalioned fupplied by a new cleétion in manner aforefaid. 
And at the end of three years from the firft general cle&ion, 
the Counfellor who had the greateft number of votes in each 
county fhall be difplaced, and the vacancies thereby occafioned 
fupplied by a new eleftion in manner aforefaid, And tl is 
rotation of a Ceunfellor being dilptaced at the end of three years 
in each county, and his ofhce fupplied by a new choice, fhall 
be continued afterwards in due order annually for ever, whiie- 
by, after the firt generul ciettion, a Countellor will reinain im 
truft for three years from the time of his being eledted. and a 
Counfeilor will be difplieed, and the fame or another chofen in 
each county at every eledicn,

TERRITORY N. W. oF THE OHIO. 


SITUATION, EXTENT, AND BOUNDARIES. 


"Tats territory, N. W. of the Ohio, is fttuated between 37° 
and 50° north latitude, and 60° and 23° weft longitude. 

This extenfive tra& of country is bounded north, by part 
of the northern boundary line of the United States ; eaft by the 
lakes and Pennfylvania; fouth, by the Ohio river; weft, by 
the Mififippi. Mr. Hutchins, the late geographer of the 
United States, eftimates, that this traét contains two hundred 
and fixty-three millions forty thoufand acres, of which forty- 
three millions forty thoufand are watcr; this dedu@ed, there 
will remain two hundred and twenty millions of acres, belong- 
ing to the federal government, to be fold for the difcharge of 
the national debt ; except a narrow ftrip of land bordering on 
the fouth of lake Erie, and ftretching an hundred and twenty 
miles weft of the weftern limit of Pennfylvania, which belongs 
to Conneéticut. 

But a fmall proportion of thefe lands is yet purchafed of the 
Natives, and to be difpofed of by Congrefs. Beginning on the 
meridian line, which forms the weftern boundary of Pennfylva. 
nia, feven ranges of townfhips have been furveyed and Jaid off 
by order of Congrefs. As a north and: fouth line ftrikes the 
Ohio in an oblique dircétion, the termination of the feventh 
range falls upon that river, nine miles above the Mufkingum, 
which is the firft large river that falls into the Ohio. It forms 
the jun&tion an hundred and feventy-two miles below Fort Pitt, 
including the windings of the Ohio, though in a direét linc is 
but nincty miles. | 

The lands in which the Indian title is extinguifhed, and 
which are now purchafing under the United States, are defined 
within the limits already mentioned.* 

On thefe lands feveral fettlements are commencing, onc at 
Marietta, at the mouth of Mufkingum, under the dirc&tion of 
the Ohio company: another between the Miami rivers, under 
the dire€tion of Colonel Symmes ; and a French fettlement at

days, and the paffage up thofe rivers is not fo difheutt as hor

boats will be found to do infinite fervice in all our cxtenfive 
river navigation,

conftru€ted without the ufe of iron tools, At a convenient 
diftance from thefe always ftands a {mall mound of earth, thrown 
up in the form of pyramid, and fcems in fome meafure propor- 
tioned to the fize of its adjacent fortification, On examination, 
they have been found to contain a chalky fubftance, fuppofed to 
be bones, and of the human kind. 

Under this head we may mention the extenfive meadows, 
or, as the French call them, Prairie, which anfwers to what, 
in the fouthern States, are called Savannas; they are a rich 
plain, without trees, and covered with grafs; fome of thele, 
between St. Vincennes and the Miflid-ppi, are thirty or forty 
miles in exient. In palling them, as far as the eye con reach; 
there is not a tree to be {een ; but there is plenty of deer, wild 
cattle, bears, and wolves, and innumerable flocks of turkie 
thefe with the green grafs, form a rich and beautiful prof 
peat. 

The pots clabtifhed for the proteétion of the frontiers are 
as follow: Franklin, on French Creck ; Harmar, at the mouth 
of the Mufkingum: Stubcn, at the rapids of the Ohio;

diftri€, who fhall have authority to alter them, The governor 
is to command the militia, and appoint and commiflion their 
officers, except general officers, who are to be appointed and 
commiffioned by Congrefs. 

Previoufly to the organization of the Affembly, the governor 
is to appoint fuch magiftrates and civil officers as fhall be deem- 
ed neceffary for the prefervation of peace and order. 

So foon as there fhall be five thoufand free maic inhabitants of 
full age in the diftri&, they fhall receive authority to cle@ re- 
prefentatives, one for every five hundred free male inhabitants, 
to reprefent them in the General Afiembly : the reprcientaticn 
to increafe progreflively with the number of free male inbusbi- 
tants till there be twenty-five reprefentatives; after which, the 
number and proportion of the reprefentatives fhall be regulat-d 
by the regiflature. A reprefentative muft poffets, in free fim- 
ple, two hundred acres of land, and be a refident in the diftri& 3 
and muft have been a citizen of the United States, or a refident 
in the diftti@, three years preceding his election. An elector 
muft have fifty acres of land in the diftriét, muft be a refident, 
and have been a citizen of one of the States, or muft poticls 
the fame freehold, and have been two years a refident in the 
diftri&. The reprefentatives, when duly eleGed, are to continue 
in office two years. 

The General Afiembly, or Leg:flature, fhall confift of the 
Governor, Legiflative Council, and Houle of Reprelentztives. 
The Legiflative Council fhall confift of five members, to con- 
tinue in office five years, unlefs fooner removed by Cengreis ; 
three make a quorum. Tne council are to be thus’ appointed : 
the governor and reprefentatives, when met, fha!! nominat: ten 
perfons, refidents in the diftri€t, each polfefed of a freehuld of 
five hundred acres of land, and return their names to Cor- 
grefs, who fhall appoint and commiffion five of tiem toe 
as aforefaid. 

All bilis pafied by a majority in the Houle and in Coy 
fha!l! be referred to the governor for his aifeat ; and no bil] 
legiflative a& whatever, fhall be of force without hi

exigencies make it uecetlay for the common prefervation to 
teke any perlon’s property, or to demand his particular fervi- 
. full compenfation thell be made for the fame; and in the 
pea pretervetiun of rights and property, it is underftood and 
declaed, that no law ought “ever to be or have force 
ih the hid territory, that fhall in any mafin€r whatever inter~ 
fere with, or affeét, private contra@s or engagement bona fide, 
and without fraud previoufly formed. 
“Aut. IIL Religion, morality aud knowledge, being necef 
fay to good government and the happinels of mankind, ichools 
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end the means of education fhall for ever be encouraged ; the 
utmoft good faith fhall always be obferved towards the Indi- 
ans ; their lands and property fhall never be taken from them 
without their confent ; and in their property, rights and liber- 
ty, they fhall never be invaded or difturbed, unlefs in jut 
and lawful wars, authorifed by Congrceis; but laws founded 
in juftice and humanity fhall from time to time be made, for 
preventing wrongs being done to them, and for preferving 
peace and friendfhip with them, 

“Art, IV. The faid territory, and the States which may 
be formed therein, fhall for ever remain a part of this canfe- 
deracy of the United States of America, fubje& to the arti- 
cles of confederation, and to fuch alterations therein as fhall be 
‘conftitutionally made ; and to all the aéts and ordinances of the 
United States, in Congrefs allembled, conformable thereto. The 
inhabitants and fettlers in the faid territory fhall be fubje@ to 
pay a part of the federal debts contrafted, or to be contia&ted, 
and a proportionable part of the expentes of government, to be 
apportioned on them by Congrefs, according to the fame com- 
mon rule and meafure, by which apportionments thereof fhall be 
made on the other States, and the taxes for paying their proportion 
fhall be laid and levied by the authority and dircétion of the legifla- 
tures of the diftri€, or diftri&ts, or new Statcs, as in the original 
States, within the time agreed upon by the United States in 
Congrefs affembled. The legiflatures of thofe diftri&s or new 
States fhall never interfere with the primary dilpofa] of the foil 
by the United States, in Congrefs affembled, nor with any 
regulations Congrefs may find neceffary for fecuring the title in 
fuch foil to the bona fide purchafers. No tax fhall be impofed 
on lands the property of the United States; and in no cafe hall 
non-refident proprietors be taxed higher than refidents. The 
navigable waters leading into the Miffiffippi and St. Lawrence, 
and the carrying places betwcen the fame, fhall be common 
highways, and for ever free, as well to the inhabitants of the faid 
territory, as to the citizens of the United States in general, 
and thofe of any other States that may be admitied into the 
confederacy, without any tax, impoft, or duty, 

“ Art. V, There fhall be formed in the faid territory, not 
lefs than there, nor more than five States ; and the boundarics 
of the States, as foon as Virginia fhall alter her ad of ceMion, 
and confent to the fame, fhall become fixed and eflabi:thed as 
follows, viz, The weftern State in the iad territory fhail be 
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The eaftern State that is thus provided to be made, is bounded 
on the Great Miami on the weft, and by the Pennfylvania line 
on the eaft, The center of this State will “fall between the 
Scioto and the Hockhocking. At the mouth of one of thefe 
rivers will@probably be the feat of government for this State ; 
and, if we may indulge the fublime contemplation of beholding 
the whole territory of the United States fettled by an cnlighten- 
ed people, and continued under one extended government, on 
the river Ohio, and not far from this fpot will be the feat of 
empire for the whole dominion. This is central to the 
whole; it will beft accommodate every part; it is the moft 
pleafant, and probably the moft healthful. 

The fettlement of this country has been checked for feveral 
years paft, by the unhappy Indian war, an amicable termination 
wf which, it is ardently wifhed, might {pcedily take place,
